She then called the police and In thoineantime this 
individual left Taco John's and she could hear some k4nd of disturbance going on behind 
Taco John's. She looked out the back door and saw the two individuals struggling with Novotny;

When he left 
Taco John's, two individuals came up to him and ripped his watch from him, breaking the . 
watchband, and they also pulled his coat off him. He said he struggled with the men trying 
to prevent them from doing this. He stated he then heard what sounded like a gunshot and 
thought someone was trying to shoot at him so he fell on the ground and the two individuals 
ran away with the watch and coat. I asked him to complete a statement, which he did. (See 
attached statement of Michael Novotny.) I then had him view the same photo line-up that was 
shown to the Comp and he picked out Ronald Vlasnik as one of the individuals involved. He 
armed me that his left shoulder blade and right ankle had been bothering him since he was 
robbed.

This officer Gary A Sampson of the Avon Police Department upon 
stopping at the City Hall observed a gentleman in the back yard of a 
residence at the corner of Barricuda Ave. and Stratford Street within 
the city of Avon. This man was yelling very loudly, he screemed at 
this officer to get out of herel The man would pick up a 2 by 4" 
board and throw it in the direction that this officer was standing in 
front of the Hall. This continued as the man would yell out at any 
person that would walk or drive past the house on Stratford Street that 
goes past the City Hall. 

The man then picked up a Skill saw cutting on a 2 by 4" board,

On 10-20-88 at 1708, our office received a report of a DKJ/Indecent 
exposure incident which had occurred in Grand Portage at least one 
hour earlier. The reporting party, Gilbert Caribou, had learned of 
the incident from Sam Vogel who, as we understood, had heard about it 
from someone else.

He then 
unzipped his pants, took out his penis and began urinating. He just 
stared at the kids, so they looked away. He mumbled something to them 
while he urinated but the kids were ignoring him and didn’t understand 
what he said. The man staled at them momentarily after zippin^ his 
pants and then returned to the car.

On 11-03-89, at aprox. 9:15 pm. I (officer Nohr) was 
patroling in the area of Harley's Hut#2. (this is a local bar) 

I noticed a van parked in the lot on the west side of the bar. 

I couldn't 
see anyone around the van so I drove around the block and came 
in from the other side. The van was still running and the lights 
were coming from the inside rear of the veh..

On this date I received a call from Detective Bob Nalett 
of the San Jose California Police Department. Detective 
Nalett advised me that he was assigned to a special 
investigative unit that investigated child pornography. 

Detective Nalett stated that on 04/12/90 he and other 
officers of his unit were advised of that a person living 
within their jurisdiction was in possession of child 
pornography and that this same person was involved in 
child molestation. The suspect in their case was a Damien 
Derringer, 1937 Park Avenue, #2, San Jose, CA. 

Detective Nalett and others from his investigative unit 
went to that residence and spoke with Damien Derringer. 

Through this contact these officers received permission 
from Derringer to search his residence. During this 
search, Detective Nalett found letters that indicated that 
there was a 13 year old male living in Minnesota that was 
being molested by and Detective Nalett 

advised me that the letters indicated that the suspected 
victim was a and his was a Roger 

He stated that the return address on the mail was 
Excelsior. Nalett stated that the 
letter indicated that Roger was going to be sending 

13 year old to California to become a sexual 

partner for Damien Derringer. He further advised me that 
the letter indicated that Roger was involved in a 

child pornography business that was quite profitable. The 
letters also indicated that had been sending photos 

and photocopies of photos to Derringer. These photos were 
of prepubescent boys exposing their genital area and young 
boys (12-13 years old) engaged in sodomy, masturbation and 
oral copulation of the anus. Detective Nalett stated that 
the postmarks on the envelopes found indicated that the 
letters were sent in 1987 and 1988. 

Detective Nalett stated that he had contacted a Postal 
Inspector in the San Jose area and he was able to 
determine that someone by the name of was living at 

, Excelsior. 

Detective Nalett had contacted Lt. John Hodgdon of the 
South Lake Minnetonka Public Safety Department on 05/07/90 
and Lt. Hodgdon was asked to drive by the residence to 
check for any vehicles at the residence. Lt. Hodgdon 0/1648 

found two vehicles parked at the residence on 05/07/90. 
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Those vehicles were: a 1979 Plymouth bearing MN license 
registering to a Thomas 

Excelsior, DOB 11/03 and the second 
vehicle was a 1984 Ford bearing MM license number 
registering to a Geoffrey 
Excelsior, DOB 06/26/ 

Detective Nalett agreed to fax me copies of his reports, 
copies of the letters and copies of some of the pictures 
that were confiscated. 

On this date I received a fax transmission of 41 pages 
from Detective Nalett. 

From the letters I received from Detective Nalett it would 
appear that in the initial letter received by Derringer, 

: prints to him and asks him to be his pen pal. 
writes that ' would not let him send a 

picture of himself but it indicates that he sent to 
photocopies of other pictures. 

Another copy of a letter I received was printed and 
addressed to Damien. This letter was signed 

This letter 

indicated that had sent some pictures to Derringer 

on a prior occasion. states in the letter that he 

likes to have sex more than anything in the world, 
stated that when he is not is school he is having sex with 
his and others. He states that his owns 

some bars and about once a month he closes one of them and 
brings r to the bar so his uncles and friends of his 

can have sex with . The letter continues with 

statements about having future sex with Damien. 

Near the end of the letter, writes that he and his 

had discussed 1 going to California to visit 

Damien and to have sex with him. 

A second copy of a letter I received was one addressed to 
Damien and it was signed Roger . This latter starts 

by Roger writing that he is and that he is 

aware that and Damien have been writing back and 

forth. Roger-goes on to write that he is into "chicken'’ 
and that he runs a profitable little business. He states 
that he deals locally and across the country. He states 
that there is much demand for his "merchandise" and he 
indicates that he is concerned about recent publicity and 
crackdowns but that the increased danger raises the 
profits. Roger went on to write that he and his 

brothers had started having sex with when he was 

five years old. Roger then writes that he is willing to 
have go to California to have sex with Damien for a 

few months.

Rogers states that will be 13 years of age the 

following November and shortly after that he would not be 
useful in their “business. Roger then wrote that his 
brother was adopting a 4 year old boy in Germany and they 
intended to start training him as soon as possible.

Another letter received indicated that Damien made a phone 
call to the residence and spoke with Roger 

The letter indicates that there had been some conversation 
or writing to arrange for to go to California. 

goes on to write how he would like to have sex with 
Damien. 

In the final letter I received - writes to Damien and 

addresses him as "Dad". tells of a trip he took to 

South Dakota and how he had sex with several people and 
with a horse. He then goes on to say that he is anxious 
to go to California. signed the letter “Your 


I also received 4 copies of envelopes that were found at 
residence. All envelopes had a return address 
of , , MN 

The first envelope was a small personal envelope that had 
a Los Angeles postmark on it. Through my training and 
experience, I believe that answered an ad in 

some type of a pornographic publication and responded to 
the ad by sending a letter to a "service'’ that forwards 
the letter to the person that placed the ad. This 
envelope was dated December 17, 1986. 

The second envelope was dated February 4 1987 and this was 
a business sized envelope. This envelope had two 22 cent 
stamps on it. This envelope had a Minneapolis postmark. 

The third envelope appears to have been approximately 
letter sized and it was dated January 1987. This envelope 
had fifteen 22 cent stamps on it. This envelope was 
postmarked from Excelsior. 

The final envelope was again letter sized and it was dated 
March 5, 1987. This envelope had twenty-one 22 cent 
stamps on it. This envelope had a Hopkins postmark on it. 


Additional items received from Detective Nalett were 6 
pages of copies of pictures. 
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These pictures showed prepubescent children having anal 
intercourse with adults and prepubescent children posing 
in the nude and showing their genitals. The fax copies of 
these were poor and hard to view. There was also one page 
that just contained the name Damien written on it. 

Detective Nalett advised me that many of the photos sent 
to me were found in an envelope with the return address of 
, , on it. 

Nalett stated that through his training and experience he 
suspected that the person who wrote the letters signed 
Roger and were one and the same person. He believed 

the choice of words in the letters were to 

advanced for a 12 year old boy and also that there was a 
lot of similarity between the writings. 

Through discussions with other officers and my own 
knowledge, I believed that there would still be 
pornographic materials at the residence of 

, It is common for pedophiles to retain 

pictures of children for continual sexual excitement. It 
was also my belief that there were no children living at 
that residence. 

I contacted Officer Dan Rusch of the South Lake Minnetonka 
Public Safety Department and asked him to check with the 
Minnetonka School District to see if there were any 
children registered by the last name of . Rusch 

responded, saying that he had contacted the School 
District and found that there were no children registered 
in school with that last name. 

I then contacted Postal Inspector Robert Hausman and 
advised him of the information that I had obtained- He 
indicated that he was interested in becoming involved in 
the investigation. I asked Hausman to contact the 
Excelsior Post Office to verify the address of 
' , . Hausman later called me back 

and stated that they had a record of a Geoffrey , 
and a person with the last name of at that 

residence. I advised Hausman that I intended to draft a 
search warrant and search the residence later this date. 
Hausman agreed to come to my office to meet with me and to 
assist in the search. 

I drafted a search warrant and presented it before the 
Honorable Judge Adzick of the Hennepin County District 
Court. Judge Adzick reviewed the warrant and then signed 
it. Judge Adzick was left a copy of the warrant. 
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I then returned to my office and"met with Sgt. Bryan 
Litsey, Officer Dan Rusch, Officer Steve Neururer and 
Postal Inspector Hausman. These officers were to assist 
in the entry and the search of the residence. The warrant 
contained a nighttime clause but did not contain an 
unannounced entry clause. 

The above officers then went to - At 

20:05 hours we approached the door and knocked on the 
door. There was no answer and after several knocks on the 
door, Sgt. Litsey and Officer Rusch attempted the door. 

The door was unlocked and they announced their presence 
and that they were in possession of a search warrant. 

They still received no response. At that point I went to 
the rear of the residence and found that a rear sliding 
glass door was standing open. The television on a rear 
room was also found to be on. The other officers entered 
the residence and determined that there was no one in the 
residence. There were 4 dogs in the residence and they 
were removed and taken to a kennel in the back yard of the 
residence. 

A search of the residence was then begun and the following 
items were seized;

marijuana and a metal pipe with a wooden bowl, taken 
from table in South bedroom

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While executing the search two male subjects came to the 
house. They were identified as Geoffrey and 

Russell They were served with a copy of 

the warrant. They were taken into custody. 

A further explanation of some of the items seized is 
necessary and they are as follows: 

Items 2, 4, 5 and 6 consisted of several video tapes that 
were taken from the house. While at the house we viewed a 
few of the tapes and found them to all be sexually 
oriented. One of the tapes viewed at the house showed 
children that I estimated to be under 13 years of age 
involved in various sexual acts. I am now in the process 
of sorting through these tapes and as of the date of this 
writing I have found three video tapes that contain 
children that I estimate to be 5 to 17 years of age 
involved in anal intercourse, oral stimulation of the 
penis^and anus,^masturbation and general modeling of their 
penis and anus'. There were numerous other tapes that 
showed men defecating on one another and then eating the 
defecation and men urinating on each other and drinking 
the urine. 

Item number 8 was a wooden wine box that contained 
handcuffs, studded wristbands, a cock ring, rubber plugs, 
dog tags of Russell and a blue nylon wallet with 

identification of Russell 

Item number 11 was an envelope box that contained 31 
magazines. ^Included in those magazines was one entitled 
‘'Lover Boys". This magazine contained photos of children 
that I would estimate to be aged 8-14 in various nude 
poses. This magazine showed the children performing oral 
stimulation and anal intercourse with each other and one 
picture showed an adult male fondling a young boy's penis. 
There were three magazines entitled "Wonderboy" and these" 
magazines showed young men that I estimated to be between 
13 and 16 years of age posing nude and exposing there 
genitals. There were also pictures showing anal 
intercourse, oral stimulation, masturbation and anal 
stimulation with a 7-~Up bottle. There was another 
magazine, entitled Showboy" in this box. This magazine 
showed children that I estimated to be between 15 and 17 
years of age engaged in various nude poses and performing 
anal intercourse, masturbation and oral stimulation. One 
more magazine was entitled Nasse Teens". This magazine 
showed young men that I estimated to be between 14 and 17 
years of age posing in the nude and showing their 
genitals. This magazine showed these young men urinating 
into various objects. 
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There-were other magazine that were within this box that 
the models were of questionable age but I felt that they 
may possibly be IB years of age or more. 

Item number 13 was a plain brown letter sized envelope 
that contained 56 photos. These photos were of young men 
that I estimate to be between 12 and 17 years of age. A 
total of 51 of these photos the children posed nude so 
that their penis' were exposed. Included in this envelope 
was a note that indicated had received these photos 

from another person that he had been corresponding with. 

This person is believed to be a Randy J. Anderson, 7 South 
Stolp Avenue, #307, Aurora, IL. I surmised this as the 
handwriting on the note was the same as other letters I 
had viewed in the house that were signed by Randy 
Anderson. 

Item number 14 were several letters that were addressed to 
a Geoff , The return address on these letters was 

Eddie Stockwell, P.0. Box 779, Marquette, Michigan 49855. 

At least one of these letters indicate that Stockwell is 
confined to a State Prison in Michigan and that he has 
been writing to It also stated that pictures that 

sent to Stockwell were confiscated by the Michigan 
Prison authorities, which would indicate that they were 
possibly pornographic in nature. 

Item number 15 contained numerous nude photos of men and 
boys. There is also some correspondence from Randy J. 

Anderson, 7 South Stolp, #307, Aurora, IL 60506. 

Included in these letters is a story that Anderson tells 
of seducing a 14 year old boy that lives in his apartment 
building. Anderson told of this boy in several letters 
and in one of the later letters he states that he has 
finally had anal sex with him and has taken nude 
photographs of him that he intends to send to There 

were a total of 7 letter sized envelopes found in the case 
from Anderson. They were dated between December 1989 and 
March 1990. Four of the envelopes were empty when found. 

One of those envelopes had no postage on it. One empty 
envelope had a total of $1.25 in postage on it, another 
had $2.50 and the last had $2.40. Of the remaining 
envelopes each contained at least one letter from Anderson 
and numerous photocopies of pictures of young children 
posed in the nude and showing their penis'. The letters 
indicate that Anderson and had been exchanging photos 

in the mail and Anderson indicated that he had a dark room 
at his residence. He also indicated a desire and 
willingness to make copies of video tapes for It 

would appear that and Anderson were each making 

copies of video tapes that each other had and exchanging 
them by mail. D/ 1656 
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Attached to each photo that received was a brief 

explanation by Anderson saying what he would like to do 
with each of the models in the pictures. The explanations 
included anal intercourse, oral stimulation, urination and 
defecation. There were several file folders in the case 
which had been titles "Answer". In these files were the 
photocopies of children and Anderson's written statement 
of what he would like to do with the young men. It 
appeared that was waiting to answer these 

explanations. There were other letters and envelopes in 
this case, far to numerous to name. The majority of the 
contents of the case involved photocopies of nude young 
men and children. 

Item number 16 contained condoms, lubricants, rope, rubber 
penis' letters and a book entitled "Boy's For Sale, a 
Study of the Prostitution of Young Boys for Sexual 
Purposes". 

Item 22 was a brown leather briefcase belonging to 
Geoffrey . In the case were several pictures and 

photocopies of pictures of children exposing their 
genitals. 

Item 25 was a safe that was sitting on the floor next to 
the desk. Included in the safe were income tax reports 
which indicated a gross income of approximately $31,000.00 
for and ! . There were several other financial 

records included within the safe. 

Item 31 was a checkbook and check register. This check 
register covered the period of 02/18/90 to 05/08/90. The 
checks written during this period of time exceed 
$ 21 , 000 . 00 . 

Item 34 were paychecks issued to Geoff from the 

Hopkins House in the amount of $361.81 and from Advance 
Circuits in the amount of $292.29. There was also a 
deposit slip and another check from the Park Nicollet 
Medical Center in the amount of $71.60. 

We collected the above evidence and theft the house. 

and were taken to the South Lake Minnetonka 

Public Safety Department Office. 

At 00:28 hours I took into my office and there he 

was given his rights per Miranda. acknowledged 

that he understood his rights and agreed to speak with me. 

I questioned as to his employment and he stated 

that he worked at Advanced Circuits in Minnetonka. 

then told me that he is working under the name of Geoffrey 
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He further explained that he has been using name 

and social security number for employment purposes since 
he came to Minnesota 4-5 years ago. stated that he 

and are gay and they have been living together for 

approximately 10 years. He stated that they previously 
lived in Los Angeles and decided they wanted to get away 
from the fast life-style there. He stated that they then 
decided to move to Minnesota and wanted to buy a house. 

He stated that they could not get a loan for a house with 
only one salary and in order to secure the loan they both 
went to work under the name of Geoffrey and used his 

social security number. stated that he makes 

slightly over $8.00 an hour as an inspector of circuit 
boards at Advanced Circuits. stated that 

works at Hopkins House and he believed that he made 
approximately $8.00 an hour. 

I then asked about the money in the safe at the 

residence. He stated that it was money he and had 

been saving for a long time. was questioned 

further since he had previously stated that they did not. 
have enough money to buy a house when they came to 
Minnesota. He stated that they did not have all of the 
money that was taken at that time but that they had 
brought some money to Minnesota with them. He further 
stated that they did not wish to use that money to obtain 
a house and that is why they both got names under 
name. I asked where the money was obtained and he 

first stated that it was earned by doing odd jobs, mostly 
landscaping and lawn mowing. I advised him that I found it 
hard to believe that they had made that amount of money 
doing odd jobs and he admitted that it did not make much 
sense. was then questioned about the child 

pornography. He stated that he had nothing to do with the 
pornography. I explained that his name was on several 
letters that were confiscated in California and he stated 
that had been writing to people and using his name. 

He stated that he had asked him to stop doing so but that 
he apparently continued. He further stated that he was 
tired of messing around with pornography. I showed 

the letter that was supposedly written by Roger 
and he stated that to his knowledge, no such person 
existed. He stated that the writing on the letter was not 
his. I then asked to give me a sample of his 

handwriting and his printing. He did so and it did not 
appear to be the same as the writing of the letters 
supplied to me by San Jose Police Department. 

I then took to a holding room and met with Sgt. 

Bryan Litsey, who had been questioning 
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After consulting with Litsey I brought back to my 

office - He then told me that he had received some money 
after being discharged from the service in the 1970's. He 
also stated that he had received a small inheritance when 
his father had died. advised me that he did not 

know how much money was in the safe but that he was sure 
that the present amount was the most that had ever been 
there. He also admitted that much of the money was earned 
and no taxes had been paid on it. acknowledged 

that he knew that there was some pornography in the house 
but denied that he knew about the child pornography. He 
stated that the entire house was shared by both he and 

and that no other person currently lived there. He 
stated that there was no area that either of them had an 
expectation of privacy from the other. 

agreed to give me a taped statement and I explained 
that I would have him come back to sign it as soon as it 
had been transcribed. He agreed to this. A taped 
statement was taken from Refer to transcribed 

statement attached to this report. 

was fingerprinted and photographed and then 
released pending further investigation. 

The money that was taken was turned over to Lt. John 
Hodgdon for safekeeping until it could be placed in the 
Department Safety Deposit Box on 05/09/90. 

was also released after questioning by Sgt. Litsey. 

was given a copy of the Search Warrant Receipt, 
Inventory and Return before being released.

On this date I accompanied Lt. Hodgdon to the Norwest Bank 
of Excelsior, where the money that had been confiscated 
was locked in the safe deposit box. 

On this date I also contacted Detective Michael Fuller of 
the Aurora Illinois Police Department. I advised 
Detective Fuller of the materials found at the 
residence with reference to Randall Anderson of 7 South 
Stolp, Aurora, ILL. I advised Fuller that I had an 
enormous amount of materials to go through and I would 
forward my report and other pertinent information as soon 
as possible.

On this date I spoke with a Lt. Don McDonald of the Aurora 
Illinois Police Department. I advised McDonald that I had 
sorted through much of the property recovered from the 
residence. 
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I explained that I had found several letters that had been 
written by Randall Anderson and that I was concerned as 
several of the letters indicated that he had been having a 
sexual relationship with a 14 year old male subject that 
lives in the same building as he does. I also located 
some pictures that Anderson had sent to that were 

said to be of the 14 year old male that he had been having 
the sexual relationship with. It was decided that because 
of the possibility of the young male being sexually abused 
that Sgt. Bryan Litsey and myself would drive to Aurora, 
ILL and bring with us several pieces of evidence that 
showed involvement of Randall Anderson.

I presented a short presentation of the items recovered in 

the search of the residence, with respect to 

the suspect living in Aurora. After the presentation it 

was decided that an application for a search warrant was 

in order. 

State's Attorney Gary V. Johnson was contacted by 
telephone and he agreed to draft the warrant. Sgt. 

Litsey, Detective Fuller and myself spoke with Johnson and 
advised him of knowledge we had pertaining to this case. 
Johnson then drafted affidavit's that we later reviewed. 
Corrections were made in the affidavit's and they were 
then presented before the Honorable Patrick J. Dixon of 
the Circuit Court of the Sixteenth District, Kane County, 
Illinois. Judge Dixon reviewed the affidavit's and then 
had us swear to their content. Judge Dixon then signed D y 16 60 
the search warrant. 
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At approximately 16:15 hours this date the warrant-was 
executed at the residence of Randall J. Anderson, 7 South 
Stolp, #307, Aurora, ILL. Randall Anderson was present in 
the apartment when entrance was made. I had been 
determined that Anderson had an outstanding warrant for 
his arrest and he was served with a copy of the search 
warrant. Anderson was then taken into custody and 
transported to the Aurora PD per the arrest warrant.

Officers divided into groups and searched separate rooms. 

While conducting the search a young male came to the 

apartment. I was not present when the subject arrived but 

came into the apartment shortly after. I recognized the 

subject as being the same person that was in photos found 

at the residence. Those pictures showed this 

subject in the nude and one picture appeared to be of him 

masturbating. 

Lt. Sweeney and Sgt. Litsey took this subject into custody 
and went to his father's apartment, where they received 
permission to speak with him. The subject was identified 
as , age . iccompanied Lt. Sweeney and 

Sgt. Litsey to the Aurora Police Department where he was 
questioned. 

I remained at the apartment and assisted with the search. 

I was mainly involved in the search of the bedroom of the 
apartment. I located several pictures of children, both 
clothed and unclothed, in the bedroom. Some of the 
pictures found were the same as I had found in the 

residence. I also found several letters that 
were written to Randall J. Anderson and were signed Geoff 
In these letters states that he is sending 

"kiddie porn" through the mail to Anderson. also 

wrote that he was sending video tapes, including "Chicken 
1" to Anderson so that he could copy them. " Chicken 1" is 
a title of one of the video tapes that was recovered from 
the residence that I remembered. This tape 

depicted several juvenile and prepubescent males in 
various posses and sexual acts. Numerous envelopes were 
also located with a return address of 
, MN. 
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Numerous items were taken-from the apartment (see Aurora 
PD Property Inventory Report) and transported to the 
Aurora PD. Those items were in the custody of Detective 
Michael Fuller.

On this Date Sgt. Litsey and myself returned to , the Aurora 
PD. There we met with Detective Fuller and he advised me 
that Randall Anderson had given him a statement on the 
previous night. Fuller stated that Anderson admitted to 
exchanging photos and video tapes in the mail with Geoff 
Anderson also stated that he had received the 
"Chicken 1" tape from and had made a copy of it, 

along with many other video tapes, including some of 
children. Anderson admitted to photographing 
and sending those pictures to ' Anderson also 

admitted to masturbating on at least one

Copies were made of several items found in the Anderson 
apartment and a copy of the report from Aurora was 
obtained. 

I also spoke with Postal Inspector Cal Comfort on this 
date. He advised me that he had received a statement from 
Anderson that dealt with the sending of materials in the 
mail to and from Geoff Comfort stated that he would 

forward a copy of that statement to my office. 

Sgt. Litsey and I then returned to the South Lake 
Minnetonka Public Safety Department and returned the items 
of evidence that previously had been taken, into evidence.

None were 
found and so a search of the residence was initiated pursuant to the 
search warrant. It was shortly thereafter that two adult males showed 
up on the scene. They were subsequently identified as Geoffrey

also established that both individuals lived at this location and have 
separate sleeping quarters. Mr. indicated his bedroom was the one 
directly off the living room, which was in the northeast quadrant of the 
dwelling. Mr. indicated his bedroom was just down the hallway 
in the southeast quadrant of the dwelling. The room occupied by Mr. 

turned out to be a combined den and bedroom area. Both 
individuals were afforded the opportunity to review the search warrant 
and were furnish with a copy of the document.

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On 05/08/90, this officer assisted with a search warrant at 

Upon entry, it became apparent that no one was home at 
the time. Our presence and identity was announced and the house was 
secured. No person was present in the house. We then began to search 
the residence. After the house was secured, I checked on the roll top 
desk for identification papers. While checking in one of the 
compartments, I located several Polaroid snapshots of a nude white male 
in various sexual positions. Sgt. Talbot was notified of this finding 
and he then took over the search of the desk. I then began to search 
the bookshelf in the living room. First, I checked through several 
photo albums that were on the shelf. I did not find any pornographic 
material in these albums. While doing this, a vehicle stopped in front 
of the house and two white/male/adults approached the house. Because 
I was in uniform, I walked out and met the two in the driveway. I 
recognized the first male as the subject in the Polaroid snapshots found 
in the desk. I asked him if he was Geoffrey . He stated he was. 

I asked him where was and he indicated that the second male

Attached to these 
photocopies were handwritten letters describing physical appearances of 
the subjects and desires to perform sexual acts upon them.. There were 
several of these folders in the case and one had the term ‘‘copies sent 
on it. There were also several magazines depicting nude males that 
appeared to be adults. Next, I located a white cardboard box. I took 
the top off and in it were several more letters from Eddie Stockwell. 
Also, there were several sexual aids, specifically, a dildo, condoms, 
and lubricant. Under this, was a smaller white cardboard box. In it 
were numerous magazines. Several of the magazines were contained nude 
males with genitals exposed and performing various sexual acts. In some 
of these magazines, the subjects in the photographs were obviously 
juvenile males. Some of the other magazines contained photographs of 
nude males that appeared to be adults, albeit very young adults.

Roger also 

indicated that he ran a child pornography business and that the sales took place locally 
and across the country. 

Derringer indicated to Officer Nalett that he had received letters found at the residence 
from ' ; and during the search of the residence in San Jose, California, an 

envelope bearing the return address of Excelsior, was found and it 

contained several pictures of nude children with their penises exposed. Additionally 
letters recovered at the residence in San Jose, California, indicate that / sent 
Derringer some nude pictures of himself and also received some of Derringer, 

The most recent post-marked envelope found at Derringer's residence was from 1988. Your 
Affiant has received information during his training that pedophiles do not dispose of 
pictures, addresses or other pornographic material but rather keep them for long periods 
of time.

and he had made contact with the Excelsior Post Office and found that

Department on 5-9-90 at 0222 hours. The person doing the 

interviewing is Sgt. Bryan Litsey of the South Lake 

Minnetonka Public Safety Department. 

Q - At this time I would like to take a statement from you 
regarding the child pornography found at your 
residence on the evening of 5-B-90. Prior to 
questioning you regarding this situation I will read 
the Miranda to you as required. You have the right 
to remain silent. Anything you say can and will be 
used against you in a court of law. You have the 
right to talk to a lawyer and have him present now or 
at any time during questioning. If you cannot afford 
to hire a lawyer, one will be appointed to represent 
you without cost. Do you understand these rights as I 
have explained them to you? 

A - Yes. 

Q - Having these rights in mind, do you wish to give me a 
statement? 

A - Yes. 

Q - State your full name. 

A - Geoffrey 

Q - What is your age and date of birth? 

A - June 26, 

Q - And what's your home address? 

A - 

Q - What's your home phone number? 

A - 

Q - Are you married? 

A - Single. 

Q - Are you employed? And if so, where? 

A - At the Hopkins House in Hopkins. 
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Q - What's the phone number there? 

A - 935-7711. 

Q - How long have you worked at the Hopkins House? 

A - Five years in August? 

Q - What's your position there? 

A - Night auditor. 

Q - What does that entail? 

A - Running the front desk, checking people in and out and 
taking care of any problems they have, any questions. 
Going over the daily work from the restaurant, the 
bar, the hotel. Making sure that it's all right and 
entered onto the proper forms. 

Q - What would you say your average income from this job 
is right now? 

A - Uh, I get paid salary and it's equivalent to $8/hour. 

Q - Are you working a full 40 hour week right now? 

A ~ Four days a week. 32 hours. 

Q - Do you have any other parttime jobs? 

A - No. 

Q - How long have you lived at the residence where you're 
presently at? 

A - Uh, about 6 years. 

Q - Does anyone else live there with you? 

A - Yes. 

Q - And can you give me their full name? 

A - Russell 

Q - Has he lived there with you the entire time? ^ 


A - Yes. 
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Q - I s it true that Russell has assumed your name 

for certain purposes and if so, can you explain that 
in detail for me? 

A - Yes. He is working under my name with my social 
security number to purchase a, our house. When we 
moved here both of us were making roughly $15,000, 
$16,000 a year and didn't qualify to buy a house 
individually with those incomes. Tom had had a 
bankruptcy four or five years earlier so we couldn't 
apply for the loan in his name and mine because of 
the bankruptcy so he started working and it was my 
idea that he work under my name so that we would have 
one income of roughly $32,000 to $35,000 a year to 
purchase the house. It was not done with the 
intention to defraud anybody. All income was reported 
and declared for tax purposes. 

Q - But all this was done then under your name and not 
his? 

A - Yes sir. 

Q - Where does Russell work? 

A - Advance Circuits in Minnetonka. 

Q - Is he, has he been working there for a long time? 

A - Uh, between four and five years. 

Q - And he has been working there under your name? 

A - Yes sir. 

Q - Is he using your name in any other capacity? 

A - His insurance at work is under my name since he is 
working under my name but that would be, that is it. 

Q - Prior to living in Minnesota or moving here to 
Minnesota, where did you reside? 

A ~ In Los Angeles, California. 

Q ~ And how long did you live there for then? 

A - Twelve years, fifteen years. Something like that. 
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Q - Is that where you got to know Russell then? 

A - Yes. 

Q - And what type of activity did you take part in while 
you were in California? 

A - What do you mean what type of activity? 

Q - In other words, what did you do there as far as 

working was concerned and socializing and that kind 
of thing? 

A - I worked in the early and mid seventies in bars, 

nightclubs, discos as a waiter. I later worked in 
different hotels which is what I am doing now. 

Q - What types of bars were these that you worked in out 
in California? 

A - Uh, they were basically gay bars. Gay discos. 

Q - And was there something in particular that prompted 
you and Russell to move to Minnesota? 

A - Yes, we wanted to buy a house and prepare for the 

future and it was very expensive in California and the 
crime is getting worse and the threat of AIDS was 
getting rather strong and we decided to move to a 
small town and more or less picked Minnesota at 
random and moved here roughly six years ago. 

Q - While out in California were you ever involved in any 
type of prostitution or hustling on the street? 

A - Once I went on the street and hustled and was arrested 
and that was my first and only time. 

Q - At this time I'd like to turn your attention to the 
Search Warrant that was conducted on your residence a 
few hours ago and speak with you about some of the 
items that were discovered pursuant to that warrant. 

We did find pornographic material and correspondence 
and things of that sort amongst your belongings in the 
house. First of all, do you take responsibility for 
all those items or is your friend, Russell 
part of this as well? 
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A - They are 100% my possessions. 
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Q - What would his involvement be in this, if any then? 

A - Only the fact that he lived in the house. That it 
was in, uh, I purchased the videos. Uh, I wrote 
letters through ads, pen pals. He was not involved 
in any of that whatsoever. 

Q - When we talked prior to this taping you stated that 
he might have viewed some of the tapes? 

A - He may have, he did watch some of the videos. 

Q - Would any of those videos been of minors, meaning 
children under 18 years of age? 

A - I did possess videos with minors but I never saw him 
use them. He was interested in the videos that I had 
purchased through the stores and magazines. 

Q - You then acknowledge that there are some video tapes, 
magazines and pictures depicting juveniles, meaning 
males under 18 years of age at your residence? 

A - Yes. 

Q - How did you come into possession of all of these 
various items? 

A ~ They were given to me by pen pals that I had been 
writing to. That I had answered ads that they'd 
placed in various magazines. 

Q - So then this material was sent back and forth through 
the U.S. Postal... 

A - It was traded. It was traded back and forth through 
the mail to different pen pals. 

Q - How long have you been using the mail for this purpose 
then would you say? 

A - I've been corresponding through the mail roughly 10 or 
12 years. But exclusively the last 5 years, uh, that 
have been the extent of any of my sexual activity. 

Q - So you're saying then that you've basically been 

celibate as far as sexual, actual sexual activity is 
concerned for about the last five years? 
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A - The last five years, yes. 
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Q - And is there a particular reason for this or? 

A - Now, because I was diagnosed with AIDS. I believe two 
years ago. Before that due to the threat of AIDS and 
the fact that I just moved back here and didn't know 
anybody and I don't go, I don't hustle. I don't go 
to the bars so I didn't have any way of meeting 
people. 

Q - So that's when you turned exclusively to 

correspondence of expressing yourself in that area? 

A - Yes sir. 

Q - When was it that you first received child pornography 
in the mail, would you say? 

A - I can't say for sure. I, I would say within the last. 

I would say four or five years ago. 

Q - And when was the last time roughly that you received 
pornographic, meaning child pornography in the mail? 

A - The most recent I would say would have been September 
or November 1989. 

Q - And what did you receive in the mail at that time 
then? 

A - I received some black and white photos or 

reproductions of partially clothed or nude minors in 
individual poses. 

Q - Were these the pictures that I showed you prior to 
this formal interview? 

A - Yes sir. 

Q - And these were the same pictures then that also had as 
I recall ages written in pencil on the back? 

A - Yes. 

Q - Who did you receive these from? Do you remember? 

A - He, uh, (indistinguishable word). The address is D/1688 

Aurora Illinois. Randy Anderson. 
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Q - Has he sent you other things in the mail prior to 
this? 

A - Some of the pictures that you showed me he had sent 

previously. Uh, he had sent me black and white photos 
like that for the past, sporadically for the past two 
or three years. The most recent being, I believe, 
September or November of '89 and I have not heard from 
him since then. Give or take a month. 

Q - Are these pictures usually accompanied by some type of 
correspondence from him in writing then? 

A - With letters, uh. Fantasy letters. Uh, he said that 
he develops pictures that he, has developed black and 
white pictures. He said that these, that he knows 
these individuals. I assumed that it was just a 
fantasy that he had received them the same way I had 
or he had received some pictures and was capable of 
reproducing them. I do not know whether or not he 
actually knows the individuals and actually took the 
pictures. He may have. I, I assumed from my own 
experience that he didn't. 

Q - Did he ever represent these pictures to you as ones 
that he had actually ever taken himself though? 

A - Yes. 

Q - Did he elaborate on that at all to you in the letters? 

A - Yes. He would, he would, uh, tell me about them in 
the letters and he would write their name and age on 
the back. 

Q - Besides this individual have their been others that 
you can recall that you have also corresponded with 
and they've sent you various child pornography or 
pornography in the mail? 

A - There was someone from New York City that I wrote to, 
corresponded with five or six times that sent me, uh, 
five, six maybe seven child pornography magazines. 
European magazines. I have not. This was four years 
ago or so and I have not heard or corresponded with 
him since. I do not remember the name. There was (• 

another person. David and I don't remember the last 
name. The address was Pittsburg, PA., and he sent me 
several video cassettes that were taken from 8mm 
European videos involving minors. Again this was 
maybe four years ago or so and I corresponded with 
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A - (continued) him over a period of maybe three or four 
months and have not heard from him or corresponded 
with him since. 

Q - Are you still in possession of this child pornography? 

A - It was taken tonight. 

Q - So up until tonight then? 

A - Up until tonight I had this pornography in my 
possession. 

Q - Is there anyone you're currently corresponding with? 

A - I am corresponding with one person who is a prisoner 
in Marquette, MI. 

Q - What is this correspondence consist of then? 

A - It is basically fantasy. Writing letters back and 
forth. I have, in the past, sent him Polaroid snap 
shots of myself taken by my friend Tom. Uh, I'll 
make a correction, uh, he was involved half-heartedly 
in taking those pictures of me, uh, at my urging. 

They were just snap shots of me that I sent to him. 

Uh, the, just last night in a letter I did send him 
some, some pictures of minors that I had received that 
uh, the nudity cut out, so that basically what was 
showing was the face and chest or stomach. 

Q - So they were nude but you cut off below the waist 
shots basically then? 

A - Yes. 

Q - Were these photos that you sent them then or were they 
Xerox? 

A - These were Xerox copies. 

Q - And that was just last night that you sent those? 

A - Yes. And aside from that, aside from that, uh, the 
Polaroid snap shots taken of me I have never taken 
photcs, videos of adults or minors. I have never uh, 
sold any pornography and I uh, have never had sex with 
minors nor do I know or have any contact with any 
minors. 
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Q - The Polaroid snap shots of yourself that you mentioned 
just before, were those the same ones, or the same 
group of ones that we also discovered in your 
residence in the desk? 

A - Those, uh, those are some of them. The others I 
don't, don't have are of a similar nature. 

Q - So the Polaroid snap shots have been exclusively of 
you and no one else? 

A - Exclusively of me. 

Q - We also came across some 35mm camera equipment and a 
VCR or video recorder. Were those used at all for 
taping or taking pictures of pornography? 

A - No sir. The video, the VCR was used to view the video 
tapes. Adult and minor. Uh, never, never used to 
record. The cam recorder was purchased roughly a year 
ago, a year and a half ago and it was purchased to 
take home movies to send to both our families at 
Christmas time and to take on vacations. The same 
with the 35mm camera that I own. I never figured out 
how to work it. Tom can work a little but it was used 
to take pictures around the house. Nothing 
pornographic. 

Q - Now when we were at the residence pursuant to the 
Search Warrant, we came across a large quantity of 
pornographic video tapes. How many would you estimate 
approximately are there? 

A - 100 to 125. 

Q - How many of those would you say are of minors? 

A - I would say three or four are tapes that I know for a 
fact are, involve minors. 

Q - Do you know anything about where they came from and if 
so, why don't you tell me? 

A - These are the tapes that were sent to me from the 
person in Pittsburg. 


Q - Do you know where they came from? 
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A - I could tell they are, they are the magazine, the 
European magazines involve the same children and 
are the same, are takes from the 8mm film. I 
assume that some company that made the 8mm films 
have turned into video and reproduced the 8mm films 
onto video and have distributed, have distributed them 
that way. I don't know where this person got his 
copies. 

Q - We also found a fairly large quantity of pornographic 
magazines. Of those how many would you estimate are, 
minor, representation of minors? 

A - There are I'd say 5 to 7 magazines that involve minors 
that are European magazines. They were sent to me by 
the person from New York I corresponded with. 

Q - In the black and white photos and Xerox copies of 

minors engaging in pornographic type activities were 
sent to you by this person in Illinois then? 

A - Yes. 

Q - No one else? 

A - I don't believe so. 

Q - And all these or let me re-phrase that. All the child 
pornography at your residence was received through 
mail addressed to in Shorewood? 

A - Yes. 

Q - And when you have mailed out material to other people 
involving child pornography, where would you usually 
drop that off at? Was it in a mailbox around town 
here or? 

A - Either through my own mailbox or at the Post Office. 
Whatever mailbox I happened to be close to. 

Q - Where would you make these photo copies or Xerox 
copies to send in the mail? 

A - Pretty much wherever I could. At the Post Office, 
drug store or wherever I could find a photo copy 
machine that there wasn't anyone around that I could 
make a copy. No place in particular. Just random. 
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Q - Do you own your own photo copy machine? 

A - No I don't. 

Q - We also came across some, for lack of a better term, 

I guess sexual aids or whatever. Devices or whatever 
in the house. What purpose are those for? 


A - Strictly for my own use. 

Q - They never... 

A - They actually, they were, they were bought, purchased 
by me in adult book stores years ago and I have not, 
haven't used them in several years. 


Q - Have you ever been involved at your present address 

with having juveniles or adults over and photographing 
them or video taping them in sexual type activity? 


A - No sir. The only juveniles who have ever been to the 
house have been at Halloween or knocking on the door 
for, for school activities. Raising money. Girl 
Scouts, Boy Scouts tickets, whatever. And they were 
only at the front door. 

Q - So would you characterize your activity with child 
pornography as more or less a passive role and that 
you didn't actively take photos and so on but rather 
just solicited this type of material through the mail? 

A - I didn't participate in or photograph or anything like 
that, I didn't solicit the magazine, the pornography. 
I through correspondence and fantasy letters this 
material is sent and exchanged. It's assumed that 
they are going to exchange photographs. I did not 
know when I wrote to these individuals that they were 
going to send this material but when they did send the 
material I did view it and I did in turn exchange it 
in other correspondence. 


Q ™ Tell me about the terminology you used. Fantasy 
letter, what does that mean? 


A - For me, everything I wrote to these people was lies, 

fiction, any fantasies you may have or assume someone D /1692 

wants to hear. You just, you write what you, what 

the other person wants, you think the other person 

wants to hear. Uh, at least that's what I have, that 

has been my experience through correspondence and I 

have never known any of the people personally. Met 
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A (continued) them. I have assumed that they were like me 
and that they were doing the same thing. Uh, for 
whatever reason. Being celibate and more or less this 
was their sexual activity. Writing letters. 

Q - Is it true on some of these letters you depicted 

yourself as a young person at various ages under 18? 

A - As a number of things, yes. 

Q ~ That being one of them? 

A - That being one of them. 

Q - And your purpose for that was? 

A - Purely, uh, the fantasy. The excitement of the 
letter. I don't know. 

Q - Let me ask you this. You not always used your real 
legal name when you were doing this correspondence. 

Is that correct? 

A ~ Yes. 

Q - What other names would you use or how would you go 
about that? 

A - I would. I always used my mailing address. My home 
address but I would use my, my first and last name. 

My middle and last name. My first name and my 
friend's last name. My friend's last name and my 
first name. All assortment of the two names. 

Q - And your reason for doing that was? 

A - Over the years the same ads come into the magazines. 

The same people correspond. It's a, for lack of a 
better word, a game. And, uh, the purpose, the 
purpose was of using the other names was to hopefully 
have people answer the letters that had not answered 
before. 

Q - Was your roommate involved in writing any of these 
letters? 
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A - No. Aside from my using part or all of his name at 
different times. No. 
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Q - Did he know you were doing this with his name? 

A - At that time, no. I did, I did it without notifying 
him or without his consent. He was aware of it when 
a response would come with a particular name on it. 

Q - Did he ever say anything to you about it? 

A - He wondered why I did this junk. Told me I should 
stop it. 

Q - Are you aware of most of what we confiscated from 
your residence pursuant to the Search Warrant? 

A - I assume that you took all of the pornography. I 
haven't seen a list yet. I'm not sure exactly what 
all was taken. I know certain things that I saw 
being removed. 

Q - And to the best of your knowledge all this is your 
material then? 

A - Everything is owned by me, yes. 

Q - And just for the record, before leaving here tonight 
you will get a complete list of what was taken from 
your residence. While we were in your house there 
too, we also came across a metal tin so to speak 
containing some suspected marijuana and a pipe and 
also then another pipe and this was in your roommates 
quarters. Can you tell me about that? 

A - Yes. I do not smoke grass or use non-prescription 
drugs whatsoever. My roommate does not use non- 
prescription drugs with the exception that he does 
once in a while smoke a little bit of marijuana. He 
does not do it in public. He does not sell or 
purchase large quantities. 

Q - So the marijuana and the drug paraphernalia associated 
with that that we found in the residence would be his 
then? 

A - Yes. 

Q - That being Russell 
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A - Yes. 
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Q - And you're saying you're not involved in any kind of 
controlled substances other than prescription? 

A - Right. 

Q - There was a substantial amount of money that was found 
in a safe that you previously told me was yours. Do 
you know how much cash was in that safe? 

A - $36,200 I believe. 

Q - And how did you come into possession of such a large 
quantity of money? 

A - That is both Tom and my savings over the past, my 
adult life. The past 18 years at least. 

Q - Has the amount of cash you've had on hand fluctuated 
during those 18 some years? 

A - It has fluctuated. I use the money. I have the money 
because I like having the cash. I don't like putting 
money in a savings account. I like being able to have 
money in case I need it for anything. I, I, uh.... 

Q - Let me, I could ask maybe a follow-up question. It 
might help you explain it more. Before you said at 
times you have upwards of like $100,000 on hand. 

A - I again, possibly guess. I don't know exactly how 
much at one time. I, uh, use the money. I save the 
money and then went out to, if I bought clothes or I 
bought something for the house or did some remodeling 
or bought some furniture and used my credit cards or 
wrote checks and didn't have enough money in the 
checking account I would take that. What I needed and 
deposit into the checking account and then on my 
paychecks'when I didn't spend as much and had the 
money that I would normally put in a savings account 
I would then take back out and put into the safe. 

Q - Would you say that that's quite a sizable amount of 
money given your, the jobs that you've had over the 
last few years. Both of you. Both you and your 
roommate? 
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A - Um, no. Our income has been for the last 18 years, 
ten of which has been combined, Tom and myself. 
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Q - By Tom you mean Russell 

A - Yes sir. 

Q - That's just his nickname he goes by? 

A - That's his middle name and the name he goes by. 

Q - Okay. Go ahead. 

A - Uh, we have made combined roughly $25,000 to, in the 
beginning $25,000 a year to the present time $35,000 
to $37,000 a year. Uh, again, over the period of 
between 10 and 18 years that is my life's savings. 

That's the amount had accumulated. Again, we would 
go to Vegas and maybe come home occasionally with an 
additional winning $200, $500. I think maybe once or 
twice he won close to $1,000. That money would go 
into the savings as well. Uh, tax refunds were cashed 
and the money put into the savings. The money in the 
safe. Uh, again when I worked in California in the 
70's and worked as a waiter for tips I made a lot of 
money on tips. I would average, I would say $75 to 
$200, $250 a night in tips. I put that money in, 
saved that money. That was where I initially got the 
bulk of my money to begin with was on my tips at that 
time. Uh, again at that time tips, cash tips were not 
declared as they are now. 

Q - Was any of the money that we found in the safe gained 
through illicit means or through the selling of child 
pornography or regular pornography for that matter? 

A ~ No, the money was obtained completely, honestly 

through work. Uh, with the exception like I said of 
maybe winning a little at Bingo, tax returns, etc. 

None of the money, I've never made money through the 
sale or production of pornographic material 
whatsoever. Or the, uh, the selling or receiving of 
stolen property, anything illegal. The sale of drugs, 
anything. 

Q - Going back to the correspondence that you've been 

involved with over the years. Has any of that gone 
out to California where you previously resided? 
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A - I initially told you no, that I didn't remember. That 
uh, most of the correspondence had been in the east 
and south. East of here and south. Uh, there was 
one person and I don't, it was four or five years ago 
There was one person in California I did write to. 
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Q - Do you remember what city that was in? 

A - I, a particular city, no. I know that it was in, uh, 
like the San Fernando Valley. Van Nuys or Studio 
City. Something like that. It may have been Studio 
City. 

Q - And what did that correspondence entail? 

A - This person and I don't remember, I don't remember 

how we began corresponding. Uh, I don't remember the 
situation well at all except that he sent photographs 
of himself to me and was into young minors and I 
portrayed myself to him as a minor. 

Q - Did he send you any child pornography? 

A - He did not send me any child pornography at all. 

Only pictures or himself and they were fully clothed. 

Q - But he did not talk about being involved in child 
pornography? 

A - He was under the assumption that I was a minor and 
again, I would, I believe he had to know that it was 
just a fantasy. That it was just a game. That I was 
not actually a minor. 

Q - This corresponding that goes on between individuals 
is kind of a networking, per se then? 

A - It, anymore, the last, the last, uh, five to seven 
years with the threat of AIDS a lot of people, more 
than the usual, uh, people have always answered ads 
and it's just gone on. The last five or six years 
a lot of people have given up sex completely and 
taken on writing, corresponding, answering ads. 

Q - Of all the child pornography that you've received 
then depicted males? 

A - No. 99%. But there were I believe in some of the 
magazines there were a couple of young girls. Or 
there may have been some photo copies sent me of 
a young girl or two and on the video that was taken 
from the magazines, that 99% is young males. 

Q - Going back to the money that was in your safe. The 
one thing that kind of sticks ‘in my mind is that 
you had mentioned before you had to combine incomes 
with your roommate in order to make a purchase of the

Q (continued) house. Why didn't you just use some of the 
cash you had on hand to make the down payment? 

A - I did use a small amount, roughly $2,000 or $3,000 

to make the down payment. Uh, the house was financed 
through FHA and they required a small amount. If I 
would have, regardless of the amount that I had put 
down I would have had to qualify for the remaining 
balance on the loan and with one income I don't know 
for sure since I didn't do it but I assumed that I 
would not be able to qualify. At that time I had 
just moved here. I had worked here under a year. 

Or close to a year. And I did not have any credit. 

I had no previous credit and I figured it would be 
very hard to do. The only way would have been to 
purchase the house outright which would have depleted 
the money which was something I did not want to do at 
that time. 

Q - Are you aware of any child pornography groups or

A - No sir. 

Q - And you're not actively involved in anything within 
this regional area involving child pornography? 

A - As I said, I have not had sex with anyone period in 
the last four or five years. I do not know any gay 
people in Minnesota. I do not know anyone now on a 
sexual basis whatsoever. My activities strictly 
involve working and my time around the house, bowling. 
That kind of stuff and until now the pornography 
collection. The correspondence. 

Q You had mentioned that you are going to selling your 
house or are in the process of selling your house 
right now? 

A - Yes. Since it's, one of our plans had been to 
purchase a house here and build up a savings and 
with the instability of social security and neither 
of us having jobs that have retirement benefits of 
building up a nice nest egg for retirement and to 
buy a place in the country somewhere for retirement. 
Since Tom found out that he has AIDS four or three 
years ago I believe. I found .out two years ago I 
believe that I have AIDS. We decided that this is 
our retirement and we decided to take the money that 
we have left and travel, see things we haven't seen. 
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A (continued) Do things while we still are able to and 

we just through chance ran into a place in the country 
that was what we were looking for and we had the 
chance to purchase it and are in the process of doing 
that and notified the real estate agent that we would 
be selling this. 

Q - Where's the, the tentative house you plan to buy? 

A - Outside of Garrison, Minnesota. 

Q - At this time I guess I would like to conclude this 
statement. Have you told me the complete truth to 
the best of your knowledge relating to this incident? 

A - Everything that I have stated is true. 

Q - And have you withheld any information from me 
regarding this incident? 

A - No, not that I'm aware of, no. 

Q - Is there anything at this time you wish to add or 
delete to this conversation? 

A - I would like to say that I, I did not know that. I

JT: And you are aware that at this time I am taking a recorded statement 
from you. Is that correct? 

RH: Yes. 

JT: I have a driver's license in front of me that has the name of 
Russell on it. Is that your driver's license? 

RH: Yes sir. 

JT: Are there any other names you're known by? 

RH: Geoffrey 

JT: How do you spell 

RH: 

JT: What is your current address?

JT: And what is your date of birth? 

RH: 3 November 

JT: Are you currently employed? 

RH: Yes sir. 

JT: And where do you work? 

RH: Advance Circuits Inc. It's in Minnetonka.

RH: That was a gift for Christmas. 

JT: Have you ever used that to take pictures of people in the nude?

JT: Have you ever used the Polaroid that was found there to take pictures 
of people? 

RH: No. All, I beg your pardon, yes. Of Geoff. 

JT: Was that something that was recent or? 

RH: A couple years back.

On 4/10/94 at approximately 1700 hours, I was called at home by Sergeant 
Trent. Johnson. He explained that Officer Hogan had responded to 3420 
Golfviev Drive, Apartment #205, in Eagan to take a theft or missing property 
report. . Upon arrival, apparently, Mr. Th'**™* 0 the reporting party, 

told Officer Hogan that he had been involved sexually with some boys, aged 13 
to 19, over the past several years. He provided Officer Hogan with a small 
piece of pink paper. On this paper was a handwritten list of names of the 
boys, their ages, and the years that Mr. Brooks had been involved with them 
sexually. On the back of the piece of paper, it stated in handwriting that 
there were "lots of others that I've wrestled with, too many to name. Some 
more than others." Officer Hogan had called Sergeant Johnson for advice on 
what to do. Mr. Brooks was ultimately transported to the police department 
by Officer Hogan. 

Upon arrival at the police department, I went to the cell block area where 
Officer Hogan was talking to Mr. Brooks in one of the interview rooms. 
Offieer Hogan told me that he was not interested in being involved with the 
interview as they were busy on the road and he wanted to turn Mr. Brooks over 
me.. I escorted Mr. Brooks to the investigative interview room where I 
d him the Miranda Warning. He told me he understood his rights and wanted 
to talk to me. Our entire conversation including me readin him his rights is 
recorded on two cassette tapes, which I have placed into evidence. These 
tapes can be transcribed should that become necessary. 

I asked Mr. Brooks to explain what had happened earlier today that led him to 
call the police. He told me that he had had a nervous breakdown 
approximately one and a half months ago and was hospitalized for that. He 
stated he is on two types of medication, Mellaril (spelling) which induces 
sleep and Lithium for a bipolar disorder that he has been diagnosed with. He 
provided me with three index cards with the name of his psychiatrist, George 
Dawson, 221-3456. His psychologist, Dr. Bill Seal, Office 673-9628, Home 
493-5201, and his attorney, Tom Bauer, 337-9555. I made copies of these 
index cards and gave him the index cards back. 

Mr. Brooks explained that he had had a similar nervous breakdown 
approximately five years ago and was also hospitalized at that time. He told 
me that one of the young men on the list that he had written, , who 

is now approximately 21 years old, currently lives with him. He explained 
that he had abused from 1988 to 1993. Tim told him recently that he 

needed to get help so that he did not abuse other kids because i had become 
aware that there, were other victims besides himself. Further, told me 

that he had discussed turning himself in with his psychologist and 
psychiatrist, but they had told him not to do this. He told me that he 
wanted to pay for what he had done and get on with his life. 

.ing the. course of our conversation, Tom admitted to me that he had been 
feeling suicidal but was not suicidal today. He told me that approximately 
a month and a half ago, while he was visiting his parents in Florida, he had

STIPULATION 


IT IS HEREBY STIPULATED AND AGREED, by and between the 
Highland Driving School and its principal Thomas Edward Brooks 
(hereinafter -Respondents"), and the Minnesota Department of 
Public Safety (hereinafter "Department"), as follows: 

1. During all times relevant herein. Respondents have 
been and now are subject to the jurisdiction of the Department, 
which has licensed them, pursuant to Minnesota law, to provide 
and practice commercial driver training education in the State 
of Minnesota. 

2. That on October 24, 1991, the Department served a 
Notice of Revocation of Licenses upon Respondents alleging 
violations of Minn. Rules § 7411, et sea , including the 
following:

b. 

c. 


Conviction by respondent Brooks of four or more 
traffic violations within a three-year period; 

Failure to properly maintain records of pupils 
of respondent Highland Driving School; 

Failure to give pupils of respondent Highland 
Driving School the statutorily mandated number 
or hours of behind the wheel driver training 
instruction; and 
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d. Operation of drivers* training in a way that 
substantially departs from commonly accepted 
practices utilized by other driver education 
programs in Minnesota. 

3. That Respondents would differ in material aspects 

from certain of the factual bases claimed by the Department; 

however, Respondents concede that certain of the allegations 

made by the Department constitute a reasonable basis in fact 
and law to support this Stipulation and the agreed-upon action 
embodied herein. 

4. That upon this Stipulation and upon all of the files, 
records and proceedings herein, Respondents do hereby consent 
to the following; 

a. The Department may make and enter an Order 

revoking the driver training instructor's 
license of respondent Brooks for a period of 
twelve (12) months. Respondent Brooks may 
continue teaching classroom driver's education 

sessions for a period of thirty (30) days 

following execution of this Stipulation by the 

Commissioner of Public Safety. 

b. Respondent Brooks agrees that any reapplication 

to the Department following the period of 
revocation outlined in 4(a), above for a driver 
training instructor's license may be subject to 
whatever conditions that the Department, in its 

discretion, may reasonably impose. 

c. That respondent Brooks shall not be designated 
the Highland Driving School programs' authorized 
official charged with the duties described in 
Minn. Rule 7411.0700, subpv 8 (1991). 

d. Respondent Highland Driving School shall keep 
files on its pupils in the following manner: 

The files containing the contracts of the pupils 
shall be kept separate from the files containing 
the instructional records. All files shall be 
maintained in a businesslike manner, with the 
format for the files to be approved by a 
representative of the Department.

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e. Respondent Highland Driving School must comply 

with applicable Minnesota laws and regulations 
concerning the amount of instructional time, for 
both classroom and behind-the-wheel, given to 
each student. Actual starting and ending times 
of instruction must be indicated on each 
student's instruction record and verified by 
each student at the end of each instructional 
session by the students' personal signature. 

f. Behind the wheel instructional periods given by 

respondent Highland Driving School must follow 

lesson plans approved by the Department and must 
contain more th8n observation and occasional 
critiques. Respondent Highland Driving School 
shall not admit more than one student into the 
instructional vehicle except under conditions 
and/or situations approved in advance by the 
Department. 

g. Respondent Highland Driving School will allow 

spot checks, classroom observers and behind the 
wheel ride-alongs performed by the Department, 
without notice, during regular business hours. 

The Department agrees that said spot checks, 
observers and ride-alongs will be performed in 
the least obtrusive manner possible. 

h. Respondent Highland Driving School will comply 

with the notification requirements set forth in 
the Minnesota Rules, section 7411, et sea . . 
regarding driver education programs; such 

compliance will be in writing and will be made 
in a timely fashion according to the Rules. 

5. If Respondents shall refuse, neglect, or in any way 
fail to fully comply with each of the terms, provisions and 

conditions specified in this Stipulation, the Department may 
make and enter an Order immediately revoking the programs' 
licenses upon written notice from the Department to 
Respondents. Such revocation will remain in full force and 
effect until a petition is made to restore the license after a 
hearing. Nothing contained herein shall prevent the Department 
from revoking the programs' licenses after any such hearing.

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6. In the event that the Commissioner of Public Safety, 
or his agent or designee, does not approve this Stipulation, it 
will be withdrawn and shall be of no evidentiary value and 
shall not be relied upon not introduced in any administrative 
action by either party hereto except that Respondent agrees 
that should the Commissioner of Public Safety reject this 
Stipulation, and if this case proceeds to hearing. Respondents 
will assert no claim that the Commissioner of Public Safety, or

7. In the event that the Department or the Commissioner 
of Public Safety, or his agent or designee, approves this 
Stipulation, Respondents waive any further hearing on the

Dear Ms. Yunker: 

I have received a copy of your letter to Mr. Michael Rajkowski in which you are declining 
to prosecute Mr. Donald Reber in regard to the incident that occurred on June 19, 1994. 
I take only one exception to the letter, and I feel that it should be noted for the record. 

You indicate in your letter that the matter was submitted to your office for consideration 
of gross misdemeanor assault in the 5th degree charges by the Bureau of Criminal 
Apprehension on the ground that the alleged assault was bias motivated. This statement 
is incorrect. 

I referred the matter to your office for consideration of 5th degree assault charges, and 
nothing else. There was never any allegation brought by myself, nor statement in my 
reports, that the assault was bias motivated. In fact, consideration of Mr. Reber’s actions 
as constituting a bias crime did not cross my mind until you suggested it to me in a phone 
conversation. That consideration originated in your office and not with me. 

I thought that I had made it clear at the time, but apparently I failed to do so. I did not 
believe that Mr. Reber’s actions involved bias crime, nor do I believe so now. Furthermore, 
I cannot ethically find it within myself to sign a complaint bringing charges against anyone 
for a bias crime. Regardless of the determination of our legislature, I consider it 
unconstitutional to attempt to bring criminal charges against anyone for what they think. 
I am more than happy to bring charges against anyone for their actions which break the law 
and violate the rights of others. I cannot, nor will I, charge anyone with a crime due to what 
they think or believe. In a country where it is legal to be an active member of the Nazi 
party, I find it grossly unethical and highly contrary to Our constitution for anyone to attempt 
to prosecute anyone else for their thoughts. 

I have spoken by phone with Mr. Rajkowski and relayed these feelings to him. He seemed 
to concur. 



I simply wish to set the record straight in regard to this one particular point. As the 
investigating officer, I did not wish to have my intentions or desires in regard to this matter 
recorded as they were in your letter.

I am in receipt of your letter dated October 6, 1994, regarding this case. While the 
matter is no longer pending action by this office, I feel I must respond to comments made 
in your letter. 

From your investigation, it is clear that this incident occurred within the city limits 
of St. Joseph, Minnesota. The appropriate prosecuting authority for all misdemeanors 
occurring within the city limits of the city is the St. Joseph City Attorney. The Stearns 
County Attorney is responsible for prosecuting gross misdemeanors and felonies which occur 
within that city. When you referred this investigation to my office, I reviewed it with 
reference to the only crime this office has authority to prosecute under these circumstances, 
Gross Misdemeanor Assault in the Fourth Degree in violation of Minn. Stat. § 609.2231, 
subd. 4(a). Because insufficient evidence existed to support that charge, I referred the 
matter to the St. Joseph City Attorney for consideration of misdemeanor charges. 

I acknowledge your personal feelings with regard to the law criminalizing bias 
motivated assault. However, as a public official charged with enforcing the law of this state, 
I do not believe that I have the right to pick and choose which laws I believe should be

enforced. If I have a disagreement with a law, it appears to me that my obligation as a 
citizen is to work to get that law changed. I do not believe that, as a prosecutor, I can 
merely disregard the law.

On 6-22-94 SA Comer met with and 
interviewed the victim, JOHN PETER SCHEIL in Waite Park, MN. 

PERSONNEL ASSIGNFD 

MNBCA Special Agent Colin P. Comer 

DETAILS 

1. On 6-20-94 Sheriff Jim Kostreba made a written request of the BCA's assistance in the 
investigation of an allegation of assault which had been brought against Mayor DONALD (BUD) 
REBER, of St. Joseph, MN. This request was a joint request between Sheriff's Department 
and Chief Brad Lindgren, of St. Joseph, MN. The Sheriff and Chief felt that it would be 
best to have an outside agency handling the investigation as it did involve a local mayor. 

2. On 6-21-94, SA Comer spoke by phone with Chief Lindgren, and at that time was informed 
that this situation was a result of many years of feuding between family members. It was 
explained that DONALD (BUD) REBER is the uncle of JOHN SCHEIL, and that SCHEIL and three 
of his brothers live in the neighborhood with REBER. Although they are family members, it 
was explained that there has been on-going feuding between the REBERs and the SCHEILs over

arious minor issues, for many years. Chief Lindgren indicated that he had other reports 
documenting these disputes, and he was forwarding all reports to SA Comer via fax. SA 
Comer did receive these reports on 6-21-94. 

3. On 6-22-94, at approximately 11:28 AM, SA Comer met with JOHN PETER SCHEIL at his place 
of employment, Tru-Stone, located at 1101 W. Prosper, Waite Park, MN. SA Comer and SCHEIL 
spoke alone, out in the parking lot area. At that time SCHEIL informed SA Comer that on 
Sunday, 6-19-94, at approximately 9:00 PM, he was on 2nd Ave., St. Joseph, MN., in front 
of his house. At that time he stated that he was in the company of his brother Dennis 
SCHEIL, and a Lou Kohls, both of whom also resided at 111 2nd Ave. with JOHN SCHEIL. He 
was also accompanied at that time by his girlfriend, Viki Berndt. 

4. For purposes of clarification, 2nd Ave. is a north/south street, and at the south end 
of 2nd St. it forms an L intersection with Baker St. In other words, 2nd Ave. ends where 
it intersects with Baker, and Baker then runs east from the south end of 2nd Ave. BUD 
REBER lives on the northeast corner of Baker and 2nd Ave., and his residence faces west. 
The house occupied by Dennis and JOHN SCHEIL, 111 2nd Ave. S.E., is across 2nd Ave. to the 
west, and one door north, of the REBER residence. The SCHEIL residence faces east. On the 
south side of the L intersection at 2nd Ave. and Baker St. is a school yard, complete with 
tennis courts and playground. 

5. JOHN SCHEIL stated that he was on a bicycle as was Lou Kohls, and that Viki Berndt and 
his brother Dennis SCHEIL were on roller blades. The group had decided to proceed south¬ 
bound on 2nd Ave. to Baker St., and then proceed eastbound on Baker St. 

6. JOHN stated that he got ahead of the others approximately 60 to 80 yards, and that he 
as eastbound on Baker St. He stated that he stopped at that point to see where the others 

were, and observed them turning the corner from southbound 2nd Ave. on to eastbound Baker 
St. At this point, SCHEIL stated that he saw BUD REBER, his son Jeff REBER, and Irene 
REBER (BUD's wife) running out into the street, and at that time an altercation ensued 
between the REBERs, Dennis SCHEIL, Lou Kohls, and Viki Berndt. 

7. JOHN stated that he rode his bicycle back to the area of the altercation, and at that 
time could see Jeff REBER confronting Dennis SCHEIL, and stating "How would you like me to 
take your face and rub it across the tar?". He stated that Jeff REBER was standing very 
close to Dennis SCHEIL, and was pushing Dennis SCHEIL with his chest. 

8. He stated that he had approached his girlfriend, Viki Berndt, and found her talking to 
BUD REBER. JOHN stated that he was standing on his bicycle at that point and asked "What 
seems to be the problem?". He stated that at that point BUD REBER reached out with his 
right hand and grabbed JOHN SCHEIL by the throat. SCHEIL stated that he used his left arm 
to knock REBER's hand away from his throat. 

9. JOHN stated that he next saw Dennis SCHEIL in the grass on the south side of Baker St., 
still on roller blades, and Jeff REBER was still using his chest to push Dennis SCHEIL. 

10. JOHN stated that his brother Dennis told him to go call the police, and at that time 
JOHN stated he rode his bicycle back to his house, and put the bike in the garage. He 
stated that at that time he waited for his brother and friends to return to the house, and 
upon their arrival Dennis did go in the house and call the police himself.

JOHN SCHEIL stated that he did not know what had started the altercation as he was too 

rar ahead of the others when it had begun. He stated again that his first knowledge that 

there was any problem was when he stopped on his bicycle, and turned to look back to see 
the REBERs rushing out into the street to confront his brother and friends. JOHN stated 
that he did wish to prosecute BUD REBER criminally for the assault perpetrated against 
himself. 

12. JOHN SCHEIL did also explain that BUD REBER is his uncle, Jeff REBER is his cousin, 

and Irene REBER is his aunt by marriage. The interview was completed at approximately 

11:43 AM.

Ms. BERNDT provided her 
account of what she had seen and heard between JOHN SCHEIL and DONALD (BUD) REBER on 6-19- 
94. 

PERSONNEL ASSIGNED 


MNBCA Special Agent Colin P. Comer 
DETAILS 

1. On 6-22-94 at approximately 11:45 AM, SA Comer met with and interviewed VIKI LYNN 
BERNDT, in the parking lot of the Tru-Stone Company in Waite Park, MN. When SA Comer first 
met with JOHN SCHEIL, Mr. SCHEIL had been accompanied by VIKI BERNDT, and she informed SA 
Comer at that time that she had been a witness to the incident also. SA Comer informed Ms. 
BERNDT that he would speak to her, but he needed to speak to her separately from Mr. 
SCHEIL. She agreed to do so, and after SA Comer spoke with Mr. SCHEIL, Ms. BERNDT came out 
to the parking lot to speak with SA Comer.

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. Upon speaking with Ms. BERNDT, SA Comer was informed that on Sunday, 6-19-94, at 
approximately 9:00 PM, Ms. BERNDT had been in the company of JOHN and Dennis SCHEIL, as 
well as their live-in friend, Lou Kohls. Ms. BERNDT indicated that the group gathered in 
front of the house occupied by the SCHEILs and Kohls, 111 2nd Ave. S.E., St. Joseph, MN. 
She further stated that JOHN SCHEIL and Lou Kohls were on bicycles, and that she and Dennis 
SCHEIL were on roller blades. She stated that the group decided to go down 2nd Ave. to the 
south and then proceed eastbound on Baker St., and around the block. 

3. When these plans were made, she reported that JOHN SCHEIL thought there might be a 
problem if they went by the REBER house. BUD REBER was reportedly sitting in his front 
yard, on the west side of the residence, and at that time was in the company of his wife, 
Irene, his son Jeff, and his son's girlfriend. They were all reportedly sittinq on a 
patio. 

4. VIKI stated that JOHN SCHEIL decided to go by the house quickly to avoid any problems 
with the REBERs, and he did so, proceeding eastbound on Baker St. She stated that JOHN had 
gone ahead of the rest of the group and had stopped to wait for the others. She stated 
that Dennis SCHEIL was skating next to her as they rounded the corner from 2nd Ave. and 
onto Baker St., and that Lou Kohls was behind the two of them on a bicycle. She stated 
that once they rounded the corner, Dennis SCHEIL dropped behind her somewhat, and that when 
she looked back to see Dennis she observed Jeff REBER running out from the west side of the 
REBER residence. She stated that just prior to this, as they were passing by the REBER's, 
she could hear the REBERs calling Dennis SCHEIL and Lou Kohls "faggots” and "queers". 

5. Ms. BERNDT stated that when she turned and observed Jeff REBER running out from the 
Nes t side of the REBER residence, she also saw him run up to Dennis SCHEIL and begin 

ushing him with his chest, and possibly his hands. She stated that Jeff REBER was saying 
that if Dennis SCHEIL wanted to give him the finger, that he should do it now so that Jeff 
REBER could hit Dennis SCHEIL. Dennis SCHEIL reportedly denied giving anybody the finger. 

6. Ms. BERNDT stated that as this altercation progressed, the group had moved off to the 
south side of Baker St., and on or near the grassy area. Ms. BERNDT stated that she moved 
next to Jeff REBER and Dennis SCHEIL and was attempting to calm them down, when Jeff told 
her to "shut up and go away, it's none of your business". 

7. Ms. BERNDT stated that JOHN SCHEIL was getting back on his bicycle to come back to the 
area of the altercation, and at that time BUD and Irene REBER had come out into the street. 
BUD was reportedly yelling at Lou Kohls and calling him a "queer", a "fag", and telling him 
that he did not belong there and that all of his kind "should be shot". She also reported¬ 
ly heard Jeff REBER ask Dennis SCHEIL if he would like to have his face drug across the tar 
for alleged past actions by Dennis SCHEIL. 

8. Ms. BERNDT stated that Dennis SCHEIL had been backed up onto the grass on the south 
side of Baker St., that he managed to get back on the street and get around Jeff_REBER. 
She stated that Dennis began to skate off toward home, to the northwest, and at this time 
he encountered Irene REBER who was also standing in the street. She stated that as Dennis 
SCHEIL attempted to go around Irene REBER, Irene swung her right fist toward Dennis's chest 
area. She stated that Dennis SCHEIL blocked the blow with his left arm, and kept going 
toward his residence, back on 2nd Ave. 

9. Ms. BERNDT stated that she tried to separate BUD REBER and Lou Kohls, and stated at 
"hat point Lou Kohls rode away on his bicycle. She stated that BUD REBER told her that she 
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is getting involved with the wrong family. At this point Ms. BERNDT stated that JOHN 
SCHEIL rode up next to her and BUD REBER, stopped on his bicycle, and was standing strad¬ 
dling the bike. JOHN SCHEIL reportedly asked BUD REBER "What seems to be the problem, and 
why are you yelling at VIKI?" and at that time BUD REBER reached out with his right hand 
and grabbed JOHN SCHEIL by the throat. She stated that JOHN SCHEIL knocked BUD's hand 
away, called BUD a "son-of-a-bitch" and rode away. 

10. Ms. BERNDT stated that BUD REBER then told her that it was not fair, and that the 
SCHEIL's were always swearing at him and yelling at him, and that they would not leave 
himself and his family alone. At this point Ms. BERNDT stated that the SCHEIL's and Lou 
Kohls had returned to their residence. 

11. Ms. BERNDT stated that Irene REBER began talking to her about all of the past problems 
between the SCHEIL's and the REBER's, and shortly after that the police arrived. 

12. Ms. BERNDT stated that she had been standing within two to three feet of BUD REBER and 
JOHN SCHEIL when BUD REBER grabbed JOHN SCHEIL by the throat. She stated that her view was 
clear and unobstructed. 

13. The interview was concluded at approximately 12:08 PM.

1. On 6-22-94 at approximately 12:18 PM, SA Comer met with DENNIS LELAND SCHEIL at his 
place of employment, Vision Ease, Waite Park, MN. The meeting was conducted in a confer¬ 
ence room at that location, and SA Comer spoke alone with DENNIS SCHEIL. 

2. SCHEIL stated that on Sunday, 6-19-94, he was in the company of Viki Berndt, and that 
the two of them were roller blading on a tennis court at the south end of 2nd Ave., where 
it intersects in an L shape with Baker St. 

3. DENNIS stated that at this time, BUD and Irene REBER were sitting on their front patio, 
on the west side of their residence, and at that time they were in the company of Jeff 
REBER and his girlfriend. Jeff REBER is the son of BUD and Irene REBER. Again, for the 
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urposes of clarification, the REBER residence sits at the northeast corner of the inter¬ 
section of 2nd Ave. and Baker St. 2nd Ave. would run in a north/south direction, on the 
west side of the REBER residence, and Baker St. runs in an east/west direction, on the 
south side of the REBER residence. 

4. DENNIS stated that he and Viki Berndt went back to the SCHEIL residence, which is due 
north of the tennis courts, on 2nd Ave., and this would also be across the street to the 
west, and one door north, of the REBER residence. Upon returning to his residence, DENNIS 
stated that he met with his brother JOHN, and their live-in friend Lou Kohls. It was 
indicated during the interview that DENNIS SCHEIL and Lou Kohls are gay, and are living 
together in a personal relationship. DENNIS indicated that his brother, JOHN, was not gay, 
and that Viki Berndt is JOHN'S girlfriend. 

5. When Viki and DENNIS met with JOHN and Lou at the residence, they decided to go for a 
ride, and further that JOHN and Lou would ride bicycles while DENNIS and Viki continued to 
skate on their roller blades. The route decided on was to be south on 2nd Ave. to Baker 
St., and then east on Baker St. 

6. DENNIS stated that JOHN SCHEIL got ahead of the group on his bicycle by approximately 
1/2 block, and that he was then followed by Lou Kohls, then Viki Berndt, and DENNIS SCHEIL 
was bringing up the rear. DENNIS stated that as he passed the REBER's, turning from 2nd 
Ave. onto Baker St., he heard the REBER's calling himself and his friends "fucking faggots" 
and "queers". 

7. DENNIS stated that his reply at that time was "what's your problem bitch", and at that 
noint the REBERs and Jeff REBER's girlfriend ran out from the front of the house toward the 

treet. He stated that Jeff REBER's girlfriend stayed in the yard and did not come out 
into the street. 

8. DENNIS stated that Jeff REBER began pushing against him, and forcing him to the south 
side of Baker St. and up on the grass. He stated that Jeff REBER was pushing him with his 
chest, and he did not recall Jeff REBER using his hands to push him at all. 

9. DENNIS stated that Jeff REBER was accusing DENNIS of giving Jeff the finger, and he 
continued bumping DENNIS with his chest. He stated that Jeff REBER was telling him to give 
Jeff the finger now, he was calling DENNIS a "faggot," a "queer," and a "welfare baby." 
Jeff also reportedly asked DENNIS if he would like Jeff to "push his face in the tar, you 
fucking faggot". 

10. DENNIS stated approximately at this point a car passed westbound on Baker St., and 
then as the car passed and turned northbound onto 2nd the car slowed. He stated that this 
caused the altercation to stop briefly, and at that point he used the opportunity to move 
around Jeff REBER, back onto the street, and head toward his home on 2nd Ave. He stated 
that as he started away from Jeff REBER, Irene REBER was standing in the middle of the 
street and as he tried to pass her she swung her fist toward his stomach. He stated that 
she swung with her right arm. 

11. DENNIS stated that he blocked Irene REBER's blow with his right forearm and kept going 
home. He stated that once he was home he did turn and give the finger to the REBER group. 
DENNIS stated that he was then joined at home by Lou Kohls, and at that point Kohls told 
DENNIS to call the police as BUD REBER had just grabbed JOHN SCHEIL by the neck.

-• DENNIS stated that he did not see the altercation between JOHN SCHEIL and BUD REBER, 
dS his full attention was held by dealing with Jeff REBER. 

13. DENNIS SCHEIL stated that he wished to have the REBER's stop the name calling and 
harassment, and stated that he did not wish to sign a complaint against Irene or Jeff REBER 
at this time. He stated that all he wanted was for the police to speak with the REBER's 
about the incident, and for the REBER's to leave them alone. 

14. The interview was concluded at approximately 12:45 PM.

S.E., and at that time it was 
determined that Viki and Dennis were going to go roller blading, and that JOHN and LOU 
would accompany them on bicycles. The determined route was to be south on 2nd Ave. to 
Baker St., and then east on Baker St. This route was chosen as Baker St. had been recently 
paved and it was believed to be a good surface for skating or riding on. 
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KOHLS stated that all of his group had rounded the corner from southbound 2nd to 
eastbound Baker, and at that time JOHN SCHEIL and Viki Berndt had gotten ahead of himself 
and Dennis SCHEIL. He stated that he was in front of Dennis SCHEIL, and that Dennis was 
bringing up the rear. 

4. At this point in time, KOHLS stated that BUD and Irene REBER were sitting on their 
patio in their front yard, and at that time they were in the company of their son Jeff 
REBER and his girlfriend. 

5. He stated that while proceeding eastbound on Baker St. he heard Irene say "there goes 
those fucking faggots" and someone also called them "welfare babies". 

6. KOHLS stated that Dennis SCHEIL replied by saying "what did you say bitch?". At this 
point Jeff REBER reportedly ran out into the street and began pushing Dennis SCHEIL with 
his chest. He stated that he pushed Dennis up onto the grass on the south side of Baker 
St. 

7. KOHLS stated that BUD REBER approached KOHLS, and at that point called KOHLS a "queer", 
"cocksucker", "faggot", and stated that they all "ought to be lined up and shot". KOHLS 
stated that he informed REBER that REBER had no right to speak to him that way and that 
REBER should get out of his face and shut his mouth, or "take a swing." KOHLS stated at 
this point that BUD REBER was also pushing KOHLS with REBER's chest. The arguing then 
reportedly continued. 

8. KOHLS stated that Viki Berndt approached KOHLS and BUD REBER, and at that time tried 
"o calm them down. KOHLS stated that when he turned to see what Dennis SCHEIL was doing, 

ennis had taken his skates off, was holding them in his hand, and was running toward his 
house, which would be in a northwest direction. He stated that no one was following Dennis 
SCHEIL at this point. 

9. KOHLS stated that Viki Berndt continued talking with BUD REBER, and telling REBER to 
leave them alone. At this point JOHN SCHEIL reportedly came riding back on his bicycle and 
asked BUD REBER "what seems to be the problem here", and at that time BUD REBER reportedly 
made some reply, and then reached out and grabbed JOHN SCHEIL by the throat. KOHLS 
believed that REBER had used his right hand to grab JOHN SCHEIL by the throat, but he was 
not sure. 

10. KOHLS stated that JOHN SCHEIL told BUD REBER to get his hands off of SCHEIL, and at 
that point KOHLS turned to go to his house. KOHLS stated that when he turned to ride away, 
BUD REBER still had JOHN SCHEIL by the throat. He stated that he rode on to the house, at 
that point met with Dennis SCHEIL, and told Dennis to call the police. The police did 
respond in a short time. 

11. KOHLS stated that he was not interested in bringing any criminal charge against BUD 
REBER for any physical contact between the two of them. He stated that he would like to 
see REBER charged for grabbing JOHN SCHEIL by the throat. The interview was concluded at 
approximately 1:23 PM.

1. On 6-22-94 at approximately 2:20 PM, SA Comer met with and interviewed DONALD (BUD) 
REBER at his place of residence, 118 2nd Ave. S.E., St. Joseph, MN. SA Comer spoke alone 
with Mr. REBER while sitting on his front patio, on the west side of the residence. 

2. At the outset of the interview, SA Comer informed Mr. REBER that he had been accused 
of an assault upon JOHN SCHEIL, and that it was SA Comer's purpose to question Mr. REBER 
regarding the incident. SA Comer informed Mr. REBER that he was not under arrest, nor did 
SA Comer have any intention of arresting him at that time. He was further informed that 
he was under no obligation to speak with SA Comer. Mr. REBER stated that he was very 
willing to speak with SA Comer regarding the matter, and proceeded to do so. 

3. Mr. REBER stated that on Sunday, 6-19-94, he was sitting in front of his house, alone, 
at approximately 12:00 noon. He stated that at this time Dennis and JOHN SCHEIL were 
across the street in their yard, and then began hollering to draw his attention. He stated 
that when he looked up they were both giving him the finger. Mr. REBER stated that this 
occurred approximately 4 to 6 times between 12:00 noon and 3:00 PM. 
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. Mr. REBER stated that he left for his lake cabin at approximately 3:00 PM, and returned 
nome at approximately 6:30 to 6:45 PM. At this point, he stated that he was sitting on the 
front patio again, and he observed JOHN and Dennis SCHEIL out behind a shed which is on the 
south side of their property. At this point the SCHEILs began yelling something, again to 
attract REBER's attention, and he stated that when he looked up at them, they again gave 
him the finger. 

5. Mr. REBER stated that later that evening, approximately 8:30 to 8:45 PM, he was sitting 
out on the front patio with his wife Irene, his son Jeff, and his son's fiance Debra 
Pflueger. He further stated that Dennis and JOHN SCHEIL, their live-in male companion, and 
a female were out in the street. Two of them were reportedly on roller blades, and two 
were on bicycles. It was his belief that the female (Viki Berndt) and JOHN SCHEIL were on 
roller blades. He stated that he did not know the female by name, and he did not know the 
other male living at the SCHEIL residence by name. This subject was identified as being 
Lou Kohls. 

6. Mr. REBER stated that at this time one of the group was again giving him the finger. 
He stated that they later came around the corner from 2nd Ave. onto eastbound Baker St., 
and at this point his wife, Irene, asked "where's that finger now". At this point one of 
the males in the group reportedly called Irene a "bitch", and at that time Jeff REBER got 
up and ran out onto Baker St. and caught up with a male subject on a bicycle. REBER stated 
that he believed the subject confronted by Jeff REBER was JOHN SCHEIL, however he did state 
that he had a great deal of difficulty in telling JOHN from Dennis SCHEIL. 

7. Mr. REBER stated that he followed Jeff out onto Baker St., and at this point he 
'oproached a man on a bicycle. He stated that this subject was not one of the SCHEIL's, 

ut was their live-in male companion, and at this point he told this subject to stay out 
of the altercation and to quit giving him the finger, as this subject had also reportedly 
given the finger to BUD REBER on past occasions. This subject, identified as being Lou 
Kohls, reportedly told BUD REBER to "go ahead and hit me, you have more to lose than I do, 

I have nothing to lose. I'll take you to court". BUD REBER stated that he called this 
subject (Lou Kohls) a "faggot" at that point. 

8. Mr. REBER stated that he walked away to the west on Baker St., and approached a second 
male on a bicycle, and he believed this subject was Dennis SCHEIL. He said he told this 
subject to also quit-giving him the finger, and that he was "damn tired of it". 

9. According to Mr. REBER, this subject replied that Irene REBER was a "fucking bitch" and 
stated she "called the building inspector on me" regarding some new construction on the 
SCHEIL property. BUD REBER stated at that point he reached out with his left hand and 
grabbed the subject by the throat "under the chin". He demonstrated the move to SA Comer, 
which indicated that he would have grabbed the subject by the front of the neck, or throat. 
Mr. REBER stated that he told the subject not to call his wife a fucking bitch, and further 
informed the subject that Irene REBER had nothing to do with calling the building inspector 
on them. Mr. REBER stated at that point he walked away and back to his front patio and sat 
down. He stated that the police later arrived, and he did speak with the police after the 
officer had spoken with the SCHEILs. 

10. Mr. REBER stated that the incident occurred on Baker St. approximately 30 to 40 feet 
east of the intersection of 2nd Ave. 
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x. SA Comer informed Mr. REBER that other witnesses to the incident state that JOHN 
SCHEIL and Lou Kohls were on bicycles, and that Viki Berndt and Dennis SCHEIL were on 
roller blades. It was further stated that Jeff REBER had approached Dennis SCHEIL, who was 
on roller blades, and that BUD REBER had actually grabbed JOHN SCHEIL, who was on a 
bicycle. Mr. REBER stated that this was possible. He stated that he really could not tell 
the two SCHEIL brother's apart, but he was able to say that the individual that he grabbed 
was definetly on a bicycle. Mr. REBER stated that the SCHEIL's version of who was on 
bicycles and who was on roller blades, and who he grabbed, could be accurate due to his 
problem in identifying the two SCHEIL brothers. 

12. Mr. REBER stated that he had on-going problems with SCHEILs for 30 years. He stated 
that the boys are nephews but that there were a lot of problems in the family, and particu¬ 
larly between BUD REBER and the boys' mother. Mr. REBER stated that he had never been 
close with the SCHEIL boys, and stated that they had been continually fighting over the 
years. He stated that the yelling and harassing by the SCHEIL brothers was continuous, and 
he stated that he had never started any problem with them, but the SCHEILs had always 
started all of the altercations. 

13. Mr. REBER stated that he did talk with Viki Berndt for a time at the end of the 
incident. He stated that he informed Ms. Berndt that he just wanted the SCHEILs to leave 
him and his family alone. Mr. REBER stated that he made no physical contact with Lou Kohls 
at all, and that he did not see what Jeff REBER was doing as his attention was focused on 
Lou Kohls and the subject on the bicycle, presumably JOHN SCHEIL. 

14. Mr. REBER stated that it had been a stated intent of the SCHEILs to run the REBERs out 
f the neighborhood. This had been reportedly stated at the time that the SCHEILs moved 
,nto the neighborhood, in the near proximity of the REBERs. 

15. When asked by SA Comer, Mr. REBER stated that neither he nor anyone in his family 
group, sitting in front of the residence, had called the SCHEILs, or anyone in their group, 
any names prior to the altercation. He stated that the altercation had begun with the 
SCHEILs calling Irene REBER a "fucking bitch," and that there had been no verbal contact 
with the SCHEILs prior to that. 

16. The interview was concluded at approximately 2:55 PM.

rflueger. 

3. According to Mrs. REBER, JOHN and Dennis SCHEIL, their live-in male companion (Lou 
Kohls) and JOHN SCHEIL's girlfriend (Viki Berndt) had come down Second Avenue southbound 
and rounded the corner onto eastbound Baker Street. JOHN SCHEIL and Lou Kohls (Mrs. REBER 
did not know Kohls by name) were on bicycles and Viki Berndt and Dennis Scheil were on 
rollerblades. They continued to the east past the REBERS' garage, which sits between the 
residence part of their house and Baker Street. 

4. According to Mrs. REBER, as the group was passing on Baker Street, a male on a 
bicycle, believed to be JOHN SCHEIL, called IRENE REBER a name.

Upon 
speaking with Ms. PFLUEGER, SA Comer was informed that on Sunday, June 19, 1994, she was 
with her boyfriend, Jeff Reber, and his parents, BUD and Irene REBER, at their place of 
residence, 118 Second Avenue Southeast, St. Joseph, Minnesota. She stated that the time 
was approximately 8:30 p.m. and that all four were sitting out on the front patio, which 
would be on the west side of the residence. 

2. Ms. PFLUEGER stated that the neighbors across the street, Dennis and JOHN SCHEIL, as 
well as a third male who lived at the residence and JOHN'S girlfriend, all came by the 
REBER house proceeding southbound on Second Avenue and then eastbound onto Baker Street. 
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he other male living at the SCHEIL residence is Lou Kohls and JOHN'S girlfriend has been 
identified as Viki Berndt. Ms. PFLUEGER did not know Kohls or Berndt by name. 

3. Ms. PFLUEGER stated that JOHN SCHEIL and Lou Kohls were on bicycles and that Dennis 
Scheil and Viki Berndt were on rollerblades. She stated that as they rounded the corner 
from Second Avenue onto eastbound Baker, a male in the party, whom she believed was Dennis 
Scheil, called Irene Reber a "fucking bitch." At this point, Jeff Reber reportedly ran 
after Dennis Scheil, out onto Baker Street. Miss PFLUEGER stated that when Irene Reber was 
called a "fucking bitch," it was the first time that words were spoken between the two 
parties on that particular occasion. She was able to state that no names had been called 
toward the Scheil party by BUD, Jeff or Irene REBER prior to this. Ms. PFLUEGER stated 
that Jeff Reber ran out into the street after Dennis, and that she herself had to get 
around cars in the driveway and the corner of the garage before she could see Jeff Reber 
standing on Baker Street. She stated that when she did get close to Baker Street, she 
could hear Jeff Reber tell Dennis Scheil to "call my mother a fucking bitch now," while 
Jeff was standing there next to Dennis. She further stated that Jeff Reber may have pushed 
against Dennis Scheil with his shoulder, but he did not use his hands to do so. She stated 
that both parties were standing in the street at this point. 

4. Ms. PFLUEGER stated that Dennis Scheil was trying to get around, and walk away from, 
Jeff Reber, and that Dennis was saying nothing at this time. She stated that Dennis Scheil 
did manage to get around Jeff Reber and at that time, while skating away, he pushed into 
Irene Reber, who was also standing out in the street. 

5. Ms. PFLUEGER stated that Dennis Scheil then went back to the south side of Baker 
Street and took off his skates. At that point, Ms. PFLUEGER stated that she had asked 

ennis Scheil why he was always giving her the finger, as he did not even know Ms. 


6. At this point, Ms. PFLUEGER stated that JOHN SCHEIL had returned to the group on his 
bicycle. Ms. PFLUEGER stated that she also commented to JOHN SCHEIL as he passed that he 
needed to grow up and he replied that she should open her eyes. 

7. Ms. PFLUEGER stated that she did not see any altercation between JOHN SCHEIL and BUD 
REBER, as she had been busy watching the altercation between Jeff Reber and Dennis Scheil. 

8. Ms. PFLUEGER stated that the SCHEILS did routinely give her the finger whenever they 
would see her around town. She further stated that once Dennis Scheil was back on his own 
property, he began yelling and swearing at the REBERS and stated that he was going to call 
the police. 

9. She stated that the police did arrive a short time later. 

10. The interview concluded at approximately 3:51 p.m.

JEFFREY JON REBER at his place of employment, Multiple Concepts, in Waite Park, Minnesota. 
Upon speaking with Mr. REBER, SA Comer was informed that on Sunday, June 19, 1994, at 
approximately 8:00 p.m. or shortly thereafter, he was at the residence of his parents, BUD 
and Irene REBER. That residence is located at 118 Second Avenue South, St. Joseph, 
Minnesota. JEFFREY REBER stated that he was sitting on the front patio of his parents' 
residence and that he was in the company of both Irene and BUD REBER as well as his 
fiancee, Debra Pflueger. 

2. While sitting on the patio, JEFF reportedly observed Dennis and JOHN SCHEIL, Lou Kohls 
•>nd Viki Berndt passing by the house on Second Avenue and making noises. While rounding 
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ie corner from southbound Second Avenue onto eastbound Baker Street, Dennis Scheil 
.eportedly called Irene Reber a "fucking bitch." JEFF REBER said that nothing had been 
spoken between the two parties prior to this, and further that no comments had been made 
at, about or toward the SCHEIL party by JEFF or his parents. 

3. JEFF REBER stated that the SCHEIL group kept yelling as they passed the residence on 
Baker Street, and that he then got up and ran after, and caught up with, Dennis Scheil, on 
° -j** ^ ree ^‘ He that upon approaching Scheil, he bumped Scheil with his shoulder and 
said, Now call my mom a bitch now that you're not in your yard or a car." At this point, 
Dennis Scheil reportedly denied having said anything. 

4. According to JEFF REBER, Dennis Scheil was trying to get around JEFF REBER, but REBER 
kept blocking his patch. Dennis Scheil finally did manage to get around JEFF REBER and 
began skating toward his residence, which would be in a northwesterly direction at that 
point. According to JEFF REBER, he looked away briefly and when he looked back he saw 
Dennis Scheil skating toward Irene Reber, who was also out on Baker Street at this point. 
JEFF stated that Dennis Scheil appeared to shove, or bump into, Irene Reber at that point. 
JEFF stated that he then again blocked Dennis Scheil's path and asked if he had shoved

On 07/19/94, SA Comer acquired a taped statement from DONALD (BUD) REBER in regard to the 
incident on 06/19/95. The statement was recorded on a cassette tape which has been marked 
as Exhibit N-l.

1. On July 19, 1994, at approximately 10:20 p.m., SA Comer met with DONALD (BUD) REBER 
at his place of residence in St. Joseph, Minnesota. SA Comer had recontacted Mr. REBER at 
the request and direction of the Stearns County Attorney's Office. It was their determina¬ 
tion that a taped statement needed to be acquired in regard to the issues Mr. REBER had 
previously discussed with SA Comer on June 22, 1994, and which is documented in this case 
file. 


2. Mr. REBER did recount for SA Comer the incident which had occurred on June 19, 1994, 
in which there had been an altercation between BUD REBER and his family, and JOHN and 
Dennis SCHEIL, Lou Kohls, and Viki Burndt. More specifically, Mr. REBER did inform SA 
Comer that when he made physical contact with JOHN SCHEIL, that contact was made by 
reaching out and grabbing Mr. SCHEIL under the chin with Mr. REBER's hand. Mr. REBER 
stated that he did not take JOHN SCHEIL by the throat, that he did not choke JOHN SCHEIL, 
that at no time during the altercation did JOHN SCHEIL show any evidence of loss of breath 
or physical distress due to the fact that any air flow was cut off. Mr. REBER stated 
specifically that he had grabbed Mr. SCHEIL underneath the chin and had lifted with the 
hand. Mr. REBER stated that he did this in response to JOHN SCHEIL calling Mr. REBER's 
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ife a "fucking bitch" and that the physical altercation had nothing to do with the sexual 
orientation of anyone in the SCHEIL party. In fact, it was related by Mr. REBER that it 
was his belief that JOHN SCHEIL was heterosexual, as opposed to homosexual. 

3. Prior to the interview, SA Comer had gone back to the scene of the altercation, which 
was reportedly just east of the intersection of Second Avenue SE and Baker Street. SA 
Comer noted, as he did previously, that the area to the south is school property and is 
basically and open school yard with tennis courts and open field. The only two residences 
from which an individual might have had a view of the altercation would have been directly 
to the west, across Second Avenue from BUD REBER's residence, and possibly the neighbors 
to the immediate east of BUD REBER's residence. Mr. REBER informed SA Comer during the 
interview that no one was at home at the residence to the west, across Second Avenue, as 
is commonly the case during the summer. This is a part-time residence and the owners live 
outside of the continental United States. Mr. REBER further explained that the neighbors 
to the east were both physically and mentally handicapped, that they were rarely outside, 
and he had strong doubts that they would have seen or heard anything. 

4. During SA Comer's interview of Mr. REBER, SA Comer did acquire a taped statement which 
has been labeled as Exhibit N-l. For further details refer to the transcript of this tape. 

5. The interview was completed at approximately 11:17 a.m. 

6. Following SA Comer's interview of BUD REBER, SA Comer did proceed to the residence 
immediately east of the REBER residence. SA Comer was unable to locate a house number on 
the residence, however, the house sits on the northwest corner of Third Avenue SE and Baker 
Street. The house faces to the east and the south side of the residence does face on Baker 

treet. It might have been possible that someone in the house could have seen the alterca¬ 
tion from a window, however, it was SA Comer's opinion that this might be difficult to do. 
SA Comer did contact a caretaker at the residence who stated that she was not working at 
that residence on June 19, 1994, and it was further her indication that the individuals who 
resided there were extremely mentally and physically handicapped. She indicated to SA 
Comer that some of the residents were incapable of verbal communication. SA Comer left his 
name and telephone number with the caretaker and requested that she ask any and all of the 
residents if they had seen or heard any of the altercation on June 19, 1994. She agreed 
to do so and agreed to have anyone who had seen or heard any of the altercation contact SA 
Comer at the BCA. At the time of this report, there has been no contact made, and again, 
it was the opinion of the caretaker that it was unlikely that anyone had seen or heard the 
situation, and further that if they had, it would be difficult, if at all possible, for 
them to relate the information to SA Comer.

Ah, she at one time accused us of sending treats to school with our kids for 
a birthday ah, celebrating the, I forget which of ’em, it was Todd or Kim, with 
a message that treats for all the kids in the class except for the Scheils. My- 
my kids did not go to school with the Scheils. The Scheil kids went to the 
public school. Our kids went to the parochial school.

DR: So it was never, it was never made, that statement. She had also at one time accused 
my wife of turning her into the welfare, ah...they had several children out there and 
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they were, they were desperate, they had nothing, so my mother is the individual that 
turned them into welfare to get help for them. We have a letter verifying the fact 
from the welfare department that my wife, nor I, have ever personally contacted the 
welfare department concerning the Scheils. Ah, the reason we did it, the rumors 
were going around that we supposedly did it, so we felt well, there’s only one, the 
one way, get documentation from the welfare department. Which we have. Ah, Ron 
Madoo (phonetic) did the investigating and we got the answer back that there is no 
record of us ever turning them into welfare.

DR: Well anyhow, she refused to leave this issue die. She keeps these kids stirred up and 

I don’t know, ah, it’s gone to her grandchildren. Ah, they’ve already, they’re starting

DR: Spelled K-r-u-e-g-e-r. 

CC: What did you do about that situation? I know you said you confronted him verbally 
on-on the spot. Ah, anything... 
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DR: Ah, he, they had a female over there at that time. A female friend, too, that was 
over there c-well, constantly. I don’t know if she, she stayed over there quite often. 
I don’t know if she was a, a counselor of theirs, ah, Brian’s or I mean, Jeff Krueger, 
because I understand he was schizophrenic and ah, he had a lot of medical or ah 
phy-ah, mental problems. And she stepped in between because I think actually I 
would have hit him that day. I was so... 

CC: Okay, I mean, did you pursue any legal action in this case? 

DR: Ah, we talked to John Scherer, or the ah, he was a city attorney, and at that time, 
I think, is when the situation aro-no, wait a minute, it was ne-I thought it was the 
time when the city felt that city personnel should not be involved with any council 
member ah, mayor or anyone, to-to that effect. So it more or less was dropped. 
John really didn’t care to pursue it, I guess. 

CC: Alright. Let me get some clarification on this. You did try to pursue this legally, is 
that right? 

DR: Yes, we did. 

CC: And you approached the city attorney, and what was his name? 

DR: John Scherer. 

CC: How do you spell that? 

DR: S-c-h-e-r-e-r. 

CC: Alright. And they didn’t want to take any action on this because of what? 

DR: I think it was more or less with the involvement I had with the city and John also 
being our city attorney. 

CC: Alright, who... 

DR: I guess it would’ve been a conflict of interest. 

CC: What was your involvement with the city? 
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DR: Ah, I was the ah, on the council at the time. I believe it was when I was on the 
council. I spent twenty years on the council, then I spent two years on the planning 
commission and then after that was elected mayor. 

CC: Alright. So when you approached them about this, they decided that ah, possibly 
would be a conflict of interest, but did they refer it to any other ah, authority for 
review? 

DR: Ah, J-John referred us to a ah, Kim...Pennington. 

CC: Mm-hmm. 

DR: And we did go down and spoke to Kim Pennington and Kim, I don’t know, was 
supposed to get back to us. Never did and I guess it’s because it is a total mess. 

CC: Did she have prosecutorial authority? 

DR: Pardon? 

CC: Did she have prosecutorial authority to... 

DR: This is a, a male by the name of Kim. 

CC: Or him, okay. 

DR: Ahm, we wanted him to go ahead with it, yes. 

CC: Alright. We talking about criminal action here or civil action? 

DR: Yes, We-well, whatever it took to settle it. In fact, I had recommended to Kim 
Pennington at that time if it’s possible, get a restraining order placed against 
all of us, including me. I’d be happy to have it placed against me if it’s also 
placed against them so they just have to leave us in peace. 

CC: Okay. 

DR: And Kim never did get back to us. And I suppose I-I just assume that it was just 
because of such a mess that he didn’t want to get involved in. It’s, like ah-you see 
cases like that on Geraldo and these TV shows. And it’s sad... 
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CC: Yeah. 

DR: ...that it gets to that point, but this is what it’s at. 

CC. Okay. So we have basically a long-running family feud here that originated, if I 
understand, before the Scheil boys were even born. 

DR: Yes. Well, they were little tots. 

CC: Alright. 

DR: The, not old enough to be able to reason for themselves. 

CC: Alright. But for some reason or another, they have become involved in the feud as 
they got older, is that right? 

DR: That’s correct. 

CC: Alright. You mentioned one other thing there, you told me that ah, Brian Scheil is 
gay. How do you know that? 

DR: He openly admits it. 

CC: Alright. He’s, you’ve heard him say so himself? 

DR: Yes. 

CC: Alright. And by gay, we’re talking, more specifically, homosexual, is that right? 
DR: That is correct. 

CC: Are any of the other Scheil’s gay? 

DR: I don’t know. 

CC: Alright. Do you have suspicion that any of the other Scheils are gay? 

DR: Yes, I do. 
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CC: What would, what would lead you to those suspicions? 

DR: Well, Dennis and his friend, the time that they spend together and, just the 
way they act. 

CC: Mm-hmm. 

DR: It’s u-you know, usually you can tell by the actions. And ah...I ah, have made the 
comment to Brian that I don’t care what your lifestyle is, just don’t force it onto me. 

CC: Alright. You’ve never heard Dennis Scheil openly state that he was gay? 

DR: No, I haven’t. 

CC: Ah, how ’bout John Scheil? 

DR: No, I don’t think he is. 

CC: Well why, why don’t you think that? 

DR: He acts completely different. I mean, he had his ah, female friend and ah, they act 
like male and female friends. 

CC: Alright. So the outward appearance then would be that, that John Scheil is 
heterosexual. 

DR: That’s correct. 

CC: Alright. Ah, I wanna go back, then, to this situation that ah, happened on the 19th 
of June of, of ’94, and before we go on, again, as I did before, I want you to 
understand that ah, the Scheils, and-and one Scheil in particular, is accusing you of 
having assaulted one of the Scheils on this date. I want you to understand that you 
are not under arrest at this time. You’re obviously not in custody, we’re sitting in 
your house. I have no intention of arresting you this day, but you are still under no 
obligation to discuss this. 

DR: No, I’d be happy to discuss it. 

CC: Alright. Ah, if you decide at any point during this interview you want to terminate 
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the interview, you’re free to do so, you understand that? 

DR: I understand. 

CC: Okay. I want you to go back, then, to the situation that hel-happened on June 19th 
of ’94 at, tell me about what happened as they day went on. What was your first 
contact with the Scheils? 

DR: Well, early-early in the afternoon, I was sitting out on our patio, on one of the patio 
chairs and ah, they kept yelling and hollering at me, and every time I would turn and 
look, I would get the finger from ’em. After putting up with that for maybe an hour 
and a half, two hours, I decided that that’s enough. I’m going to get up and go out 
to the lake where my wife was and I’d be left in peace. 

CC: Alright now, you say you were getting the finger. Who was giving you the finger and 
why would they do that? 

DR: Dennis and John. This has been going on for years. Every time they meet me, 
anyplace, I get the finger. Whether it be on the highway, whether I’m walking down 
the street in town. 

CC: Mm-hmm. 

DR: Ah, same with my wife. It used to be that she would leave for work early, in fact, 
still leaves for work early, because one of the Scheils also works at Vision Ease, 
where my wife works, and if he would meet her out on the county road, she would 
get the finger. Well, the company does not allow it on their property, so she leaves 
early that when she meets him, it’s on company property. 

CC: Mm-hmm. 

DR: So this has been going on it’s ah, a thing that’s happened nearly every day. Wherever 
I meet them or where they meet me, I get the finger. My youngest son Jeffrey gets 
the finger from ’em. His fiancee gets the finger from ’em whenever they see her. 
Ah, anyhow, that particular afternoon, there was nothing that really brought it on. 
I’m sitting out in the patio drinking a can of pop, which I do quite often, and ah, they 
yell and it’s just human nature, if somebody yells, you look. Well, then they’re 
standing there and they’re giving me the finger. And this was Dennis and John doing 
it. 
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CC: Alright. Now this was ah, about what time of day? 

DR: Somewhere between noon and three o’clock in the afternoon. Because I believe it 
was around three o’clock when I went out to the lake. 

CC: Alright. And I wanna clarify this a little bit. Your house faces west and faces 
Second Avenue, is that right? 

DR: That’s correct. 

CC: And Second Avenue, Avenue then is a north-south street. 

DR: North-south street. 

CC: And it comes down to an L-intersection, basically, with Baker Street, is that right? 
DR: That’s correct. 

CC: And Baker runs from Second ah, to the east. 

DR: To County Road 75 on the east. 

CC: Alright, and-but it’s not a T-intersection or anything, it just goes to the east. 

DR: No, it’s not. 

CC: Alright. And then, as I look out the window here, I can see you got a school yard, 
open fields, ah, athletic fields on all, on the south side of your house across Baker 
Street, is that right? 

DR: That’s correct. 

CC: Alright. Ahm, so you were sitting out on the ah, west side, the front of your house? 
DR: That’s correct. 

CC: And they were, where at? 

DR: They were in their, south of their house, on the driveway. 
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CC: Alright. And their property lies to the west and a little north of yours. 

DR: Northwest. That’s correct. 

CC: Okay. Across Second Avenue. 

DR: Right. 

CC: Alright. So you heard ’em yell, you looked up and you say John and Dennis Reber 
were, or excuse me, John and Dennis ah, Scheil were giving you the finger? 

DR: That’s correct. 

CC: And what happened after that. 

DR: Ah, I ignored it. I would go back to just drinking my pop and just paying attention 
to my, taking care of my business. 

CC: Mm-hmm. 

DR: And that went on for several hours. 

CC: Okay. Was there anybody else around at this time? 

DR: No, there wasn’t. 

CC: Alright. Ahm, I noticed also, as you look to-directly west across from your, from 
your property, there’s another house over there. Was anybody around there? 

DR: No, the people that own that home are from the Bahamas and the two daughters 
were not home when this happened to take place. They have two daughters staying 
over there. 

CC: Alright. And Brian Scheil’s house is, ah, next door to yous, yours on the north. 
DR: On the north side. 

CC: Was Brian Scheil around? 
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DR: Ah... 

CC: Did you see him anywhere? 

DR: I don’t know if he was around that afternoon or not. 

CC: Okay. Alright. So what happened then after this incident with the finger? 

DR: Well, after a couple hours of that, I finally decided that I’ve had enough. I’m going 
out to the lake where it’s peaceful and quiet. So I went out to the lake and cut the 
lawn out there and fooled around a little bit, came back into town about six-thirty 
and it started all over again. 

CC: What started? 

DR: I would sit out in the patio chair and they would holler and scream and when 
I looked, I would get the finger again. 

CC: Alright. 

DR: Ah, and shortly after that, Dennis and John and the female friend of ah, John’s and 
the male friend of Dennis’, there were two on rollerblades and two on bikes, came 
past, heading south on Second Avenue to Baker Street. And I don’t know what the 
remark was that they made, but they called my wife a bitch. And my youngest son 
and his fiancee were sitting here on-at the patio table with us. The four of us were 
out there. 

CC: Alright. Let me stop you a second and get a little, little more clarification. Ah, in 
the evening, after six o’clock, you have any of-any idea of what time it was? You 
said you came back here to the house at about sue. 

DR: ’Bout six-thirty when I got back to the house. It was shortly after that. 

CC: Okay, lemme check here. Lemme grab my report from my earlier discussion with 
ya and I think we can ah, narrow the time down there. 

DR: I-I was getting my finger before the eve-before they came by, but they, think it was 
a little later when they drove by out there. 
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CC: Okay...alright. wh-ah-when we talked before, you said you thought it was about 
eight-thirty or eight-forty-five when they came by... 

DR: That’s possible because it’s, it started to rain right after that little altercation. 

CC: Mm-hmin. 

DR: And ah, it was just on the verge of getting dark and it’s usually around eight-thirty 
at that time when it starts getting dark. So it had to have been around eight-thirty. 

CC: Alright. So the four of them started southbound from the Scheil property? 

DR: Right. 

CC: Right. And... 

DR: Down Second Avenue and turned ah, east on Baker street. 

CC: And you say two were on rollerblades and two were on bicycles? 

DR: That’s correct. 

CC: Who was on which? 

DR: Ahm, the female was on rollerblades and ah, Dennis. John and his friend 
were on bicycles. 

CC: Okay. So John and-and ah, the live-in male, whoever he is, were on bicycles. 

DR: On bicycles. 

CC: And Dennis Scheil and the female who was over visiting were on rollerblades. 
DR: Right. 

CC: Alright. And as they went ah, eastbound on Baker, you said one of them 
called out something? 

DR: One of ’em hollered at my wife that she was a bitch. 
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CC: Do you know which one it was? 

DR: I don’t know. My youngest son heard it. I didn’t hear it. I’m quite hard of hearing. 
CC: Mm-hmm. 

DR: In fact, I’ve got hearing aids. Don’t wear ’em, but...I-I didn’t even hear it 
when he called her a bitch, but the youngest son took off. I mean, I had the, 
the van parked out here on the driveway. Couldn’t see just where they were 
at and I thought, well, there’s four people out there and he’s kind of a little 
fellow to start out with and I’m just going to get over, go over and see what’s 
happening. 

CC: Okay, lemme clarify again, just for a minute. You were sitting out here on your front 
patio on the west side and at this time you were accompanied by who, exactly. 

DR: My wife. 

CC: Mm-hmm. 

DR: My youngest son, Jeffrey, and his fiancee, Debra. 

CC: And what’s Debra’s last name? 

DR: Pflueger. 

CC: Alright. And your driveway is on the south side of your patio here, so it would be 
between your patio and Baker Street, is that right? 

DR: That’s correct. 

CC: So, you just heard...did you actually hear anybody call your wife a bitch? 

DR: I didn’t hear him call her a bitch, no. 

CC: Alright. 

Ah...so Jeff took off and after he was out on the street, I got up, too, to go out and 
I don’t know what the comment was that the male friend over there and I told him 
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to keep his damn nose out of this. I says you’re a complete stranger to the situation. 
I just don’t even want you sticking your nose into it anymore. 

CC: Mm-hmm. Now where did you speak with him at? 

DR: On Baker, he was on Baker Street. 

CC: Alright. So you went out onto Baker Street? 

DR: Right. I, after Jeffrey went out, I thought, well, with four people out there, you 
know, have ah...hard telling what’s going to happen. 

CC: Mm-hmm. 

DR: So I was going to go out. 

CC: Alright. So he was the first one you approached, is that right? 

DR: Right. 

CC: What, what transpired between the two of you? What, was there any discussion back 
and forth? Was there any argument or... 

DR: I just told him to keep his damn nose out of this thing. 

CC: Mm-hmm. 

DR: That he’s a complete stranger, he has nothing to do with it. 

CC: Did he make any comment to you? 

DR: Ah, go ahead. Hit me. He said, you’ve got something to lose, I haven’t. 

CC: Alright. Do you... 

DR: I had no intentions of hitting him. 

CC: Why-why would he say hit me. Ah, I mean, were you threatening him? Did you act 
like you wanted to hit him or any thin g?

CHRIS stated that he let 
DAVID and . into, the house and then went back to bed so he 
doesn't know if went up to DAVID'S room or not.’ CHRIS 
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noted that he doesn't remember seeing a key stack in the lock 
to the back door but he never questioned DAVID about it. 


CHRIS stated that DAVID left town again on 7/27/97 because he ’ 
called him at 10:00am and asked him,to, care for the house pets 
because he was going to the Rochester area to see his father. 


CHRIS stated that DAVID sometimes takes . to the 

Burnsville gun range and this past spring (1997) he bought- 
a .22 cal rifle. CHRIS stated that DAVID owns sever al 
guns, including a Smith & Wesson .357 revolver, a 40 cal 
(Possibly dock) , a..9mm (unk make). CHRIS stated that he 
believes the guns are locked up on the 2nd floor somewhere. 


When asked about pornography, CHRIS stated that DAVID is very 
religious arid is outspoken against pornography. CHRIS stated 

that .he .has seen a . Playboy Euro magazine on the main floor an d 

he believes that there might be a couple of porno video tapes 
in the basement. CHRIS stated that DA'/ID has his o«n supply—„— 
of video tapes upstairs and he does not view them. 


CHRIS stated that there are other things that he finds odd 
about DAVID: 


* DAVID does not drink alcohol but there has been strong beer 
in the house lately. 

* DAVID does not drink soda pop but there is a supply of t hat _ 

at the house. Both beverages are kept in the basement 
refrigerator. 

* DAVID has a Macintosh computer system in his bedroom and 

he knows _ a lot about computers; yet he expressed shock-at- 
finding pornography on the Internet one time. __ 

* DAVID disappears for weekends; he doesn't know where he 

goes or-what he-does;.DAVID has. stated that he.is involved- 

in secret or covert police operations that he can't talk 
-about.-- 

* DAVID complains of having financial trouble and yet he is 

always buying gifts for and taking trips. 

* ... ' but he has--— 

never talked about specific things that Happened to him. 

*’ ’After confiding in DAVID "about an incident where .a young 

man alleged that he was molested by a priest at the _ 
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Seminary, DAVID seemed to have knowledge about that 
incident. 

* DAVID inquired about two children involved in the boy scout 
troop that CHRIS ran (Troop :) after CHRIS brought the 
boys to help with an EMT class. The boys (names 
intentionally omitted) were ages 13 and 14 and both came. 
from troubled homes. DAVID told CHRIS that he should bring 
the boys over to the house but CHRIS never did. 

* DAVID used to be a Reserve Deputy for Hennepin County but 
he resigned about 16-20 months ago. 

* DAVID is paranoid: when CHRIS got his own phone line, DAVID 
expressed concern that someone would be able to tap the 
line. 

* About 9 months ago . came over (when DAVID wasn't home) 

and went upstairs. When DAVID returned, he told CHRIS that 
he knew that someone had been in his room because his 
motion detector had been tripped. CHRIS stated that DAVID 
is very paranoid about people going upstairs at the house. 

* A few months ago, he and DAVID discussed the attack on the 
female sunbather near St. Thomas College/Mississippi River 
Rd. CHRIS had seen a notice about the attack posted at St. 
Thomas College and thought that DAVID fit the description . 
of the suspect. CHRIS stated that DAVID is very familiar 
with the Mississippi River Bluff area and grounds. 

* In 1990-1991 when JACOB WETTERLING disappeared, he recalls 
noting that DAVID fit the description of the suspect. 

DAVID wears a baseball style cap, he's 5'8", heavy set, his 
voice is low and he has a bold authoritarian manner. 
Subsequently, he and DAVID had a conversation about JACOB 
and DAVID told him that he knows that there's a body in 
Fort Snelling Cemetery where dead flowers are thrown. He 
knows this because he was called out there with other 
police to search for a body but the dogs couldn't find the 
body because the scent from the flowers masked the scent of. 
the body. DAVID stated that a psychic from Florida was the 
person who told police that the body was there. During 
that conversation, DAVID mentioned that he thought that the 
perfect way to dispose of a body would be to grind it up 
using a mulch machine and then feed it to cows. CHRIS 
stated that DAVID was not to disclose the information about 
the body at Fort Snelling to anyone because if he did then 
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he would be jeopardizing his (CHRIS'S) chances of having a 
career"in law enforcement. 

CHRIS stated that he should have put all of these things about 
DAVID together, earlier, but he didn't. CHRIS stated that he 
didn't think that anyone would think that DAVID could have 
done what he did to the ' - and now, possibly to 

and/or because DAVID presents himself as a very 

intelligent," religious, "helpful person. CHRIS stated that._at 
home, however, DAVID is very protective and paranoid about 
protecting the security and"privacy of personal affairs and

CHRIS stated-that he-does-not recall ever seeing DAVID with a 
nirlfriend, although he does go out to dinner sometimes with

CHRIS told me that they do not use the front door of the home 
to the best of his knowledge no one has a key for that doo . 

DAVID has several pets in.the._h. 0 m 9 , .Including^two dogs an^a- 

bird. CHRIS states that the house is a mess and DAVID does 
not clean; there is junk all over. CHRIS provided a sketch of 
the floor plan of the house. 

Note that I wrote this report after listening to the audio 
tape of Sgt. Brackman's interview with CHRISTOPHER LENTZ; it 
is not. a complete .transcription of _the entire conversation... 
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On this date I assisted Sgt. CREGG BRACKMAN with a search warrant at 1542 Carroll Av., St. Paul. 
This is the residence of suspect, WEISS, DAVID PAUL. After WEISS was secured I entered the 
residence along with various other officers to assist in the search of the residence. I was assigned the 
upstairs, private bedroom of the suspect, WEISS. I entered the room along with Sgt. Flaherty and Lt. 
Lisa McGinn. I noticed immediately a single bed in the NW comer of the room. I observed a bulky 
object underneath the blankets, I motioned to the others of what 1 found. I removed the covers and 
found a W/M, teenage years, who appeared to be asleep. I woke this individual up and he identified 
himself as a , age . We hau . get dressed and turned him over to SGT. 

BRACKMAN who transported him to HQ for an interview. See his report for details. 

We then proceeded to search this room for evidence linking WEISS to his crimes. We were assisted by 
Officer Vincent Martin.

said he met the suspect thru his <. He said he met him last winter

He said he didn’t trust this 
guy and didn’t really want to have anything to do with him. I asked him if the suspect ever brushed up 
igainst any of his private parts and he said “no".

ibout the suspect abusing him and he said “no”. I asked him if he ever saw anything between the suspect 
ind that made him suspicious and he said “no”. He said that there was never any overt actions 

ay the suspect which would make him think anything was going on between the two of them.

He resides with his mother, _ _ , who was present for the interview and older brother, 1 

1 told me she has known suspect, WEISS, DAVID PAUL for about 10 years. She met him 
thru her job with the State of MN, She said she has assisted him in his teaching classes at Univ. of St. 
Thomas for a number of years. She said that has known suspect for at least a couple of ■ 

years and met him thru her association with WEISS. 

I explained the reasons for wanting to talk with . I told them of the allegations of other 

victims and the fact the suspect has admitted a number of these allegations. I stressed to the 

importance of what we were going to talk about and how difficult it might be for him to admit the truth. 

. said that he is willing to tell the truth but he has never been touched by WEISS. 

i related the following: 

He told me that he has spent many nights at suspect’s home alone and with. He 

knows he has spent at least a dozen or more nights alone with suspect. He said he sometimes slept on the 
floor in suspect’s bedroom and other times he’s slept on the main floor bedroom that is used by WEISS’ 
father when he comes to visit. He said that he has seen deeping in suspect’s bed on a couple of 


I asked him if the suspect has ever given him alcohol and he said “oh yeah”. I asked him what has he 
drank that the suspect would give him and he said “wine coolers and beer”. I asked him how many times 
has the suspect provided alcohol for him and he said “about 20 times or more”. I asked him if he ever 
felt he had to much to drink or got drunk while drinking this alcohol and he said “yeah”. I asked him if 
he remembered what happened and he said “I puked and then went to sleep”. 


I asked him if the suspect ever talked with him about sexual things and he denied this. I asked him if the 
suspect ever touched him in his private area and he denied this. I asked him if the suspect ever took his 
blood pressure or listened to him with a stethoscope and he said “yeah he has”. I asked him if he was 
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sure the suspect never touched him in a sexual manner and , said “I’m pretty positive he 

didn’ t”. I asked him if he ever woke up and found his underwear wet or his sleeping clothes wet. He 
admitted that this happened one time and he thought it was from him wetting his pants as he said he has 
done this in the past. I asked him if it was possible the suspect could have been touching him and he 
wouldn t know it and .. said “no I don’t think so. I’m a pretty light sleeper”. I asked him if he 

is still a light sleeper even when he s been drunk or had a lot to drink and he couldn’t answer me. 

I asked him if he ever observed anything suspicious between WEISS and , .and he said “no” I 
asked him if; , ever confided in him that he was being abused by the suspect and he denied this

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On 7/28/97 I was assigned to investigate he allegations of CSC documented in the original offense

On 7/29/971 spoke to , . and explain to me the circumstances where he met

i explained it was a time when he did not feel close to his father, who was an alcoholic. The 
following semester he was transferred into , and became Weiss’ : -omirate which Weiss had 
told him he arranged. During his sophomore year {’75} he borrowed Weiss’ car and subsequently was 
involved in an accident. When he was relating the story to Weiss, upon his return, he stated he became 
‘ notional and was crying" and Weiss began to rub him with his hand, eventually fondling his penis. He 
.,nS uncertain if this was under or over the clothing. He added on "2 or 3" other occasions Weiss engaged 
in fellatio with him. He was uncertain of the circumstances surrounding same or if he ejaculated. He did 
recall these acts all occurred ir , that it was all against his will and occurred during periods 

where he was emotionally upset, There was no force used or alcohol or other drugs consumed or 
pornography shown. Further that the last time this occurred was in ‘76 when “David must have got my 
vibes that I wanted him to stop" and he did. Sometime during this period he took Weiss to meet his 
family in ■ and he became "well liked" by his mother . and his 

s as he took them places and bought them things as their father . {currently 67 yrs old}, 

was “never around and when he was he was drunk. ’ 

During the summer months of ‘75 to 1 78 when school was not in session Weiss and he shared a room, 
then an apartment from ‘79 to ‘85 on in St Paul, then ‘85 to ‘90 in a house in 1 

Hi: 5 all resided with Weiss and he sometime at these various locations. He quit residing 

with Weiss when he was married in June ‘90 to his present wife. , who he had met in ‘87. 

stated on one occasion he witnessed “David's mouth on penis" when he started to 

entered a room unannounced. He stated he left and never said anything about it. This occurred “when 
was 24 [yrs old}.’’ From‘75 till ‘91 Weiss made “hundreds of trips to " and “had free run 

of the house" where - family resided. _ 
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In ‘91 there was a ‘-family meeting” that emanated from his informing his then girlfriend 

that he had been ‘‘sexually molested by David”. t then informed there ' 

{39yrs},. ■ {35yrs}, and . {30yrs} who call same. 

stated that at this meeting in Delano, “it was the first time we all realized all the males had 
been sexually abused by David.” He stated he did not believe any of them had ever told anyone about 
what had happened to them as “everybody, but my sisters were really surprised, they never did trust 
him”. 

stated Weiss is currently employed as a Paramedic for Health East, working out of the Dale 
Front St office and has been teaching an EMT course part time at St Thomas College since ‘83 or ‘84. 
Further he is “very familiar” with the campus grounds and surrounding bluff area. 

also expressed that he had ‘‘some suspicions” about Weiss during the time ot the Jacob 
Wetterling abduction ns “he had close connections in the St Johns.' St Benedicts area which he 
tquentiy visits. 

On 7/30/97 I interviewed , and asked him to give me his recollections of his 

first contacts with Weiss. He responded he had first met him during the summer of ‘75 when had 

brought him to their - home. He was 15 yrs old and in the ninth grade at ■ High School. 

He recalled same as Weiss had made a remark that he “looked like he was 11 or 12 years old.” Further 
that all his brothers, including him were small for their respective ages. He added Weiss “soon took the 
place of our father" as he “looked older than he was” and “befriended us bv taking us places, like the 
movies and baseball games". recalls their father “was an alcoholic that was rarely around. He left 
early in the morning and didn’t return till 10 or 10:30 at night, and then he was drunk. 

Then in the fall of ‘75 when he was staying in St Paul at Weiss and apartment he was 

awakened in the night, while he slept on the sofa, by Weiss rubbing his back. Weiss then began to 
fondled his penis under his clothing until he ejaculated. stated he was “confused and didn t know 
what to do” as at this time he had “never done anything sexually" so he “acted like 1 was asleep the 
whole time and rolled over”. He added nothing was said by either he or Weiss during this incident. 

stated this occurred “3 or 4 other times” at his family’s residence in as they had a large^ 

family j. and when Weiss came with to visit on weekends, which ‘/he always did”, he 

would sleep with ‘ . as he had a full size bed. Then in the spring of'‘76 hr was awakened by Weiss 

mgaging in oral sex with him, stated he was “scared and react. 

^ nM 
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Also at that time when he visited Weiss and at the Seminary. Weiss purchased him pornography 

{male /female adult} and alcoholic beverages and "tried to get me to put my penis in his buttocks, but I 
refused’’. This stated caused him to confront Weiss ‘'because I think he’s a fag" and that Weiss 
informs him he is wrong as is "underdeveloped and needed penile stimulation”. Further that Weiss 
was "trying to help me” and he should trust him as he was a seminary student that was a friend of his 
's and a "physician's assistant” that was "only looking out for my best interest.” 
stated he believed Weiss as "he was a father figure to us” and that he "was really friendly and nice 
most of the time , so 1 just felt it was something 1 had to go through." He added he “had no one I could 
really talk to, because my mother liked him so well and my father wasn’t around.” 

stated Weiss would engage in fellatio with him "a couple times a day” during the summer months 
that he stayed with them as he "medically needed” this "penile stimulation” for his physical body growth. 
Further that Weiss purchased him pornography {male/ female adult} and took him to a x rated ftlm book 
ore located at Dale & University at that time to "get me aroused”. 

*ie added also during the summer of ; 76 or ‘77 {when he was 16 years old}, Weiss photographed him in 
his underwear. He was uncertain if nude photos had been taken, hut "think he might of.” 

Then in the fall of'78 he attended and resided with off campus in 

their 2 bedroom apartment at .. Weiss &. he slept ir, one bedroom, while slept in 

the other. Also during this time Weiss took him to Rochester. Mn to "talk to a doctor about my 
headaches and small body size.” The\ stayed in a motel and Weiss took him to an "X-ray type room” at 


St Mary's Hospital. Weiss then had him undress and lay on a table where upon Weiss would masturbate 
him till ejaculation, telling him a "picture" was going to be taken at that point and that would be analyzed 
to give medical personnel the input they needed to prescribe treatment. At this time Weiss began 
injecting a "vile of clear liquid" into s "scrotum" he told him were "male hormones”. stated 

Weiss injected his scrotum with a series of "three or four shots" during this weekend, where he did not 
see any other medical personnel. Further that was the reason he believed Weiss as he had access to the 
hospital room and had told of his medical training, He added he later "encouraged his brother 
(15 or 16 years old) to also accompany Weiss to Rochester approx a year later when he became 
hesitate to do so, telling him “David knows what’s best for us." 

In the fall of 1 79 his brother also moved in with them and he either slept on the couch or with 

Weiss, when "found a reason not to be home.” He added he "susp ected s omething was happening 
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In‘81 then begins residing with them, but soon and move to an apartment upstairs form 

them do to the lack of room. Beginning at that time stated Weiss engaging in oral sex with him 
became less frequent and only occurred “once ever 3 or 4 days". , stated he had not confronted 
Weiss about not wanting this sexual contact as he ‘‘felt naive, like a coward and that when he began to 
verbally question the medical need for this behavior. Weiss would ■‘mentally abuse me, by telling me it 
was a sin to masturbate and it only wasn't if he did it to me.” added Weiss frequently would berate 
him, using religion and medicine as his source for doing so and that both his brother and he were ‘very 
religious.” 

In ‘83 he graduated from College and they a! moved to 

shared a bedroom, while Weiss had his own room as did 
Weiss continues to engage in oral sex with him. but now it occurs only once per week. 

In *90 then moves out and gets married while the other brothers are “more independent” and are 

it around as much. He then cosigns a mortgage on a house on in St Paul with Weiss in 

December of that vear and also discloses to a priest "for the first time to anyone that David has been 
sexually abusing me". 

Then in ‘91 after his brother and his girlfriend . spend a night in the house Weiss discovers 
's panties and makes comments to , which leads eventually to a family gathering at the 
home. This is the first time he hears his brother's disclose what Weiss had sexually done to them and 
their father responds he had “suspected something was wrong all along”. Their mother “refused to 
believe it and said my father was just jealous of the relationship David had with us”. Further that “David 
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Further that Weiss had shown him pornography he had retrieved from same after entering the word 
‘mountains’. 

stated these incidents were not reported in '9! as “everyone had to work out their own problems 
and have time to heal". Further that he had now brought the group forward to make same as he suspected 
present sexual abuse was occurring to two other juvenile males that he had seen in Weiss presence. 

He explained he still retained a key to the residence he owns with Weiss on and will “periodically 

go by’’ and on 7/21/97 he had gone to the house and entered Weiss bedroom where he discovered 
pornographic magazines, videos and alcoholic beverages. Further he found a pair of boys size shorts, 
pants and a shirt. He stated that Weiss always told him he was had a medical condition that spotted him 
from consuming alcohol or other sugared drinks such as soda pop which was also found. 

Further that Weiss had shown no interest in male /female adult pornography “unless he was trying to 
arouse somebody" so that he could engage in sex with him. 

added he had First started seeing who he thought was "just going into 7th grade” 

“spending alot of time with David, helping him with his class at St Thomas’ and over at Weiss’ residence 
or in his car. Further that ‘s mother had become close friends with Weiss and assisted him in his 

classes also. He added also had a friend by the name of •> wllom also frequently 

with Weiss at his residence or training sessions at St Thomas College. 

He continued that on another visit during the winter months of ’96-'97 he had seen Weiss come 
downstairs from his bedroom, dressed only in his underwear and he was soon followed by . vvho 

was fully dressed. He then confronted Weiss telling him its wrong to be around dressed this was 

and Weiss became angry telling him nothing had occurred and he should leave. stated he parked a 
block away and later observed Weiss leaving with and 

stated he had observed and/or leave this residence on numerous occasions, with 

several of those times occurring in the early morning hours. Further that he had spoken to Chris Lenz, 
who was renting a downstairs room from Weiss and he had been told of the same pattern that led to his 
abuse as Lenz had told him ’s mother believes Weiss “could do no wrong” and frequently 

encouraged and to spend time with him. Further that Weiss had told him he was 

mentor^s his father “was an ass hole alcoholic that never spent anytime with him.” 

He added he had also seen Weiss at sporting goods stores with & ^ and takes them on trips 

to Rochester. He reiterated throughout this interview that he was 'jpenain Dave’s sexually abusing 
and " and that he feared for their safety. ^ 
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slated he currently is employed by as is Weiss at the office at ■ and they 

work Sam to 4pm, Monday through Friday and then Weiss also still teaches an “emergency care class” at 
St Thomas College. Monday and Weds. From approx 5pm till 9pm. He added Weiss is quite familiar 


with the campus and surrounding bluff area as he had been at St Thomas since ‘74. 

also stated that Weiss “frequently took trips to the St John s area" and “disappears without telling 
anyone anything”. He added this, along with Weiss’ “deep interest in the Jacob Weiterling abduction ”, 
the fact he fit the description of the suspect, that he was very defensive and paranoid when discussing 


same, caused Weiss to frequently remark how he knew and his brother s thought he w ? as said 
suspect. stated he “wouldn’t be shocked if he would have done it. 

also expressed that he believes that _ and. 

brother, had been sexually victimized by Weiss as they visited them in 
were on the various sports teams at High School when Weiss was an assistant trainer of sam; 

stated his parents, . & {66 yrs & 75 yrs old respectively}, still reside at 


who were friends of his

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Also interviewed on this date was j who stated he had first met Weiss 

thru in '17 when he was brought to the family home in for a visit. Soon after this when 

he was still 11 years old he visited and Weiss at their residence in St Paul. Further that during 

that visit Weiss expressed concern for him and explained to him he should have a medical examination 
which he {Weiss} could preform. Weiss then instructed him to disrobe and lay on a table. stated 

he did so and was then covered with a sheet by Weiss who would uncover and "examine" certain parts of 
’s body. During said exam he touched ’s bare penis with his hand with said touch being 
described as “probing". stated these type of “examinations" continued to occur for a couple months 
with Weiss explaining to him how these were “medical exams ” that were “necessary". 

Then when was 12 years old he recalled being asleep on the sofa outside his parents bedroom 
when he was awakened by Weiss “sucking on my penis". staled he was confused and acted as if 

»were asleep. then stayed at and Weiss' residence “every couple months" until he was 

16 years old and in that time he slept on a pull out bed they had in the living room area. During said time 
frame Weiss would come to his bed with a syringe filled with a clear fluid & a flashlight. He then would 


explain to him that he needed “sperm samples" that he would be sending to Mayo Clinic to check for - 
disease. Further that he would then engage in oral sex with until he ejaculated into Weiss’ mouth. 

Weiss would then “spit it into a vile" so it could be sent. He then appeared to inject this liquid into 

’s scrotum as it would enhance his body's growth. stated he did not actually see the syringe 

needle penetrate his skin “but it hurt so bad, I'm sure he did." Weiss used the flashlight to illunimate the 
area when he gave him these injections. Further that in the ten plus times this occurred W eiss would 
sometimes supply him with alcoholic beverages and pornographic magazines & video to “get me 
aroused.” He recalled the video “Deep Throat” and Penthouse magazines. 

He added he had looked through Weiss draws and found 5 other pornographic videos on another 
occasion. Also knew him to have 1 revolver and “at least 2 semi automatic handguns" which he kept in 
his bedroom. He added Weiss had taken him to Duluth on a camping trip with two or three of his 
brothers in ‘78. Further that he frequently took them places and was purchasing them "t-shirts, hats,” etc. 
He also observed Weiss working on his Macintosh computer on numerous occasions. 


stated that although he did not personally know of anyone that had been victimized by W eiss that 
attended High School, he did suspect there were further victims as Weiss served as an Athletic 

rainer for the various sports teams from ‘80 to ‘ 88 . /~ } 
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stated that he did suspect his brothers had also been victimized by Weiss, but they had not talked 
about same until ‘91. when he told his father, after being encouraged to do so by his then girlfriend, 

. He explained he had not talk of these incident as he "on the surface believed him” and 
then "didn’t want to tell anyone because I was embarrassed”. Further that “dad was an alcoholic and he 
was in good standing with my mom and she wouldn’t have believed it." 

He explained that when his brother. was married &. he had stayed at Weiss and ’s 

residence. Then during the rehearsal Weiss brought panties and after displaying same made a 
remark about finding them which could not recall, but angered him. He added had 

witnessed same and he left the church with her following, inquiring as to what had made him so angry. 
He then explained to her that he had been sexually abused by Weiss and that he suspected his 
had also. He next told his father of this abuse, to which his father responded he had suspected 

something was happening and had voiced said concerns to their mother, but she had dismissed same as 
He was an alcoholic who was jealous of another male figure in his sons life. 

Family meeting is subsequently held where his brothers disclosed they had also been sexually abused 
by Weiss, but that and are "somewhat defensive" and it ends with them not allowing 

Weiss back in the home. There was also discussion of forgiving his actions if he went through 

counseling and did not victimize anyone else. He added he 'definitely believe he’s still doing it to 
someone else.” 


On 8/1 '97 1 interviewed 

iob) and she stated she “vividiy recall” the time that she had stayed with in and 

Weiss'residence for ’s wedding. She stated she had dated for 2 1/2 years. 

She recalled they had stayed at the residence to watch the dog and she had "accidentally left some panties 
at the house" and that during the wedding's rehearsal at the church. Weiss displayed same, making 
remark to that she did not hear. Further that left the church “very upset" and when she 

“finally calmed him down" he told her he had been “ by Dave". 

She added that she was at the aforementioned family meeting and she recalled all but stating they 

had been also molested by Weiss. She added she “just knew there was something weird about him 
(Weiss)" as when she would visit and Weiss was present he would “say things to try to get him 

away from me.” 
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She explained this by explaining she also “found it really strange that he had all these sweet liquors in his 
cabinet” as she thought “ he probably used it to entice young boys". Further 'hat she noticed “a bunch of 
movies with no titles” in the residence which she thought were pornography. She added she had these 
beliefs and noticed these things prior to being told by of the sexual abuse by Weiss.

stated he had known Weiss since ‘91 or 92 and had met him-a St Thomas when he was with 
and i, who were mutual friends. 

Further that he now assisted Weiss approx 3 times per week at the classes Weiss conducted at St 
Thomas. He added in the year and a halftime span he had done this Weiss had paid him approx 
S500. but he "would do it for free" as he had learned alot from same as Weiss who he considered his 
“mentor had told him he would assist him in attending St Thomas College and that scholarships 
were available through his employer Health East. 

stated last night he had accompanied Weiss to the Best Buy store in Burnsville where Weiss 
had purchase a television after then completion of the aforementioned classes. Further that he had 
spent the night with Weiss as they returned late from same and he then slept in Weiss, bed. dressed 
in his boxer shorts, and that Weiss slept on the floor next to said bed, 

He added had accompanied Weiss on two trips to Rochester and on a camping trip the previous 
week to Fort Ridge Lee in New (Jim. Further that on the trip in July ‘97 to Rochester they visited 
Weiss father John who was undergoing cancer treatment at St Mary’s hospital. stated they 

stayed 2 days at the Super 8 motel and he also met Weiss' brothers Tom & Jim. Further that Weiss 


had also taken him to the Mayo Clinic museum. 

. who was reluctant to talk, because “David has been like a mentor to me stated that Weiss 
first had sexual contact with him in August ‘96 after Weiss had given him a EKG test with a 
difibulator that he kept in the home. Further that this occurred on the living room sofa and he soon 
fell asleep after said test. During the night he was awakened by Weiss masturbating his { ’s) 

bare penis with his hands. stated he then turned over and got up, going into the spare 

bedroom. Weiss then returned to his upstairs bedroom and “didn't sleep the rest of the night 

in case he returned”. 

then stared he specifically recalled two other occasion where Weiss awoke him masterbating 
his penis and two other incidents where Weiss had his penis in his mouth, with the last incident 
occurring in July ‘97. /? ^ 
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These incident all occurred in the spare bedroom at Weiss residence, when Weiss would “sneak in” 
and that he “acted asleep most ofthe time. Further that Weiss “could have done it other times” but 
that he was a “heavy sleeper and maybe didn't know.” He added " I try not to think about it”. He 
denied that he had touched Weiss at anytime in a sexual manner and that nothing had occurred the 
night before this interview, when he slept in the bed. He added Weiss had told him that when he was 
growing up ;; a lot or kids in the neighborhood were jacking each other off’ but he had never become 
involved in same. 

stated he had last seen approx a month ago and that he had know him for 6 

or 7 years. Further that he did not believe Weiss had an.v sexual contact with 

continued that his father , who resided at was "an alcoholic” 

with whom he could not communicate and that if he had told his mother of what had occurred she 
“would have never believed me” as she was “very fond on David.” He added he had not told 
anyone until my seif of these sexual incidents as he was "embarrassed, afraid people would laugh at 
me.

After completion on these interviews 1 conferred with Lt McGinn Weiss was subsequently 
taken into custody and taken to the jail annex for probable cause CSC. 


With the assistance of Sgt T England interviews were held with Weiss on both 8/5/97 and 
8/6/97. Refer to her supplement said information obtained in this audio taped interviews. h\ 
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On 8/7/97 I presented a copy of the original search warrant and an addendum to Honorable Judge 
GORDON SCHUMAKER for his review. Upon his review he signed this warrant with the addendum to 
research the residence at 1542 Carroll, residence of jailed suspect, WEISS, DAVID PAUL. 

On 8/8/97 Sgts. Brackman, Englund and myself executed this search warrant. The following articles 
were recovered.

On 08-06-97 at approx. 0815 hrs., 1 assisted in the execution of a search warrant of the premises 
1542 Carroll Ave.. St. Paul, MN and also of the vehicle, Mn Lie. 347NZV (1988 Oldsmobile, 4 dr., 
brown), which was parked in the driveway at that address. The warrant was drawn as the result of 
an investigation assigned to Sgt. C. Brackman. 

When I arrived, the suspect (and resident/homeowner). DAVID WEISS (09-07-52), was outside 
talking to two uniformed officers. DAVID was asked to remain outside of the residence while 
officer went into the home to execute the warrant. Assisting in the warrant were: Lt. L. McGinn, 
Sgt. R. Tibesar, Sgt. J. Flaherty, Officer M. Vincent. Officer Abel, Officer Radke and Officer A. 
Singleton, Officer G. Johnson stayed with the suspect while the search w-as being executed. A 
second resident of the home, earlier identified as CHRISTOPHER LENTZ, was also present when 
the search warrant was executed. 


I entered the home via the back door and I immediately noticed a strong odor resembling that of cat 
urine. I saw that the home was cluttered and dirty; there were bird droppings on the floor; there was 
rotting food left cut in the open in the kitchen. Lt. McGinn contacted the Health Department and 
an inspector came out to the house. 

I accompanied Sgt. R. Tibesar to the second floor, where DAVID WEISS’s bedroom was. W hen 
we entered the bedroom, we noticed that there was a body in the twin size bed, completely covered 
with a white blanket. Sgt. R. Tibesar tapped the body and a w/m who verbally identified himself as 
15 yrs., turned over. was dressed in a pair of boxer shorts. We 

asked him to get dressed and then Sgt. Tibesar escorted out of the home where they met 

with Sgt. Brackman. who transported to H.Q. so that he could be interviewed. 


I went to the basement ofi542 Carroll and provided Officer Abel. Radke and Singleton instructions; _ 

they had been given a copy of the search warrant. Lt. L. McGinn. Sgt. R. Tibesar and Officer j o" 
Vincent began their search on the 2nd floor. 

I found a ring of keys on the kitchen counter but they did not fit the vehicle. I asked DAVE WEISS 
if 1 had the correct keys and he stated that I did not and that he didn't know where in the house I 
would be able to find the keys. I did locate the keys in Dave's 2nd floor bedroom. I unlocked the 
trunk of the vehicle and left the keys with Sgt. Flaherty, who searched the vehicle. 


1 began my search on the main flour. I searched all of the main floor, to include the front porch, 
front closet, living room, dining room, kitchen, ‘‘guest bedroom and bathroom. Notable items diat 
1 recovered were: 
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is employed as an EMT for Health East (w/p 232-1709; and that he also is an instructor at the 
College of St. Thomas. DAVID stated that he graduated from H.S. and that he completed his 
education through graduate school (College of St. Thomas), but that he quit attending college prior 
to obtaining his graduate degree. Our conversation was tape recorded. 

DAVID told us that he had talked to art attorney and that the attorney told him that he shouldn’t say 
anything. DAVID told us that he wanted to talk but he felt uncomfortable because his attorney told 
him not"to. Sgt. Brackman and myself both explained to DAVID that he was entitled to have his 
attorney present and that if he did not want to talk to us (either with or without his attorney), he just 
needed to tell us. DAVID told us that he didn't know what to do and he stated that he thought that 
he should have his attorney come to H.Q. to sit in on the interview. I asked DA\ ID if he wanted 
to call his attorney and advised him that he could use the cellular phone that was on the table in front 
of him if he wished. DAVID did make a phone call and asked for a RICK MALACKO. DAVID 
stated that he got a recording and was unable to remember the home phone for the attorney so he 
called the attorney’s office again. DAVID asked if he could contact his attorney at home, which he 
was allowed to do. While talking to his attorney, DAVID held the phone several inches away from 
his ear and the expression on his face indicated that the person on the other end was talking so loudly 
that DAVID had to hold the phone away from him due to discomfort from the noise level. I could 
hear the person on the other end telling DAVID that, as his attorney he advised him not to answer 
any questions and that when he hung up the phone he should just tell the officers that he didn’t want 
to answer anv questions. I heard the voice tell DAVID that he could come to H.Q. to sit in on the 
interview, but that if he came here he would just give the same advice he gave on the phone, that 
being to say that he didn’t want to answer any questions. DAVID hung up the phone and then asked 
Set. Brackman and I if we had ever heard of the Earl Gray Law Firm and if we knew whether or not 
thev were any good. We advised that we didn't know. DAVID asked if he could just answera few 
questions and then stop if he wanted to and again, we advised DAVID that he was in control of how 
much he answered and that he was free to stop the interview at anytime. DAVID stated that he 
wanted to talk. 


DAVID told us that he was and he believes that is the reason that he did molest 

all of the DAVID stated that he did masturbate the and that he also 

performed oral sex on them. DAVID stated that this abuse took place over a period of several years. 

DAVID confirmed that the had a family meeting in the early 1990's (possibly 1991) 

and that is the first time anyone confronted him about the sexual abuse. DAVID told us that he 
sought counseling through a consultant firm and that he tried to get help so that he wouldn’t continue 
this*"behavior or victimize any other children. DAVID stated that ne can’t recall the name of the 
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he suffered as a child. DAVID was very concerned that not have to suffer anymore and 

DAVID stated that wouldn’t have any reason to lie so if could remember the 

exact number of times that he had any type of sexual contact with him, then we could rely on the 
details of those events as provided by 

DAVID stated that he did not intend to hurt or any of the DAVID stated 

that he cares very deeply for the family; he doesn't know why he did this to 

DAVID denied that we would find anything on his computer, except that he did say that one time 
while on the Internet, he did come across some pornography. DAVID stated that he was shocked 
and upset when this happened by accident and that he hadn t been looking for pornography. 

DAVID stated that he does not drink, although several years ago he was a heavy drinker. DAVID 
denies that he uses any drugs. He states that he is a diabetic and has a lengthy history of medical 
problems (phvsical) dating back to his childhood. DAVID stated that he has a strong affiliation with 
the Catholic Church and he believes that he wants to tell the truth about what he has done. 

DAVID asked that we end the interview at about lO.OOp and he indicated that he would like to talk 
to us the next morning. DAVID agreed that he would talk to us after 7;00am on 08-07-97. (Note 
that the interview tape has break in it from when 1 turned the tape from Side A to Side B). DAVID 
was escorted back to the jail annex by Sgt. Brackman. 

On 08-07-97 at about 7:40am. Sgt. Brackman escorted DAVID from the Ramsey County Jail Annex 
to an interview room in the Capers Unit. I read DAVID his rights from for PM 247.1-95R. DAVID 
staled that he understood each paragraph and initialed same to document his understanding. The 
conversation was audio taped. DAVID did not state that he wanted to speak to his attorney or have 
his attorney present during our conversation. 

DAVID again admitted that he touched all of the sexually, dating back to about the 

mid-70's. DAVID also admitted that he has masturbated on a few occasions 

and that he has performed oral sex on "a few times.” DAVID states that he knows that 

is only 15 yrs. old. 

DAVID stated that he does have a picture of JACOB WETTERLING; he states that he used his 
computer to enhance a photo and then sent the photo to the Jacob Wetterling Foundation. DAVID 
denies that he has ever seen JACOB WETTERLING in person, alive or dead. DAVID states that 
he never owned a van during the time that JACOB was abducted. 
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information to Sgt. Brackman. 

While talking with DAVID, we were notified that his attorney was at H.Q. We asked DAVID if he 
wanted to have his attorney present and he advised that it would be okay as long as he was here. A 
w/m came into the room and identified himself as RICHARD MALACKO. Mr. Malacko advised 
DAVID not to answer any questions and to tell us that he didn't want to answer any more questions. 
DAVID replied that we were just talking about some stuff and he thought it would be okay to 
continue. Mr. Malacko reminded DAVID that his advice was to not answer any questions. Myself 
and Sgt. Brackman reiterated earlier statements made to DAVID, advising him that he could stop 
talking at any time and that the choice was up to him and that he would not offend us if he no longer 
wanted to talk. DAVID stated that he didn’t want to talk ammore. 

The interview was ended and Sgt. Brackman escorted DAVID and MR. MALACKO back to the jail 
annex. 

On 08-07-97 1 contacted , , . . _) and advised her that DAVID WEISS 

wanted me to call her so that she would know ? that he would be unavailable for a testing appointment 
on Friday, August 8th in Wadena, MN. advised that she knew that. I told ' that we 

needed to talk to . and advised me that she did question (after 

learning about the allegations against DAVID) and that denied that anything happened 

to him. , agreed that she would meet Sgt. R. Tibesar at her home at 2:00p this date so that 

could be interviewed. 
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On 8-6-97,1 assisted the Sex Crime Unit in the execution of a search warrant at the 
address of 1542 Carroll Ave in St. Paul. During the execution I searched the suspect, (Weiss, 
David), vehicle, 347NZV and the two car detached garage. All of the recovered property from 
these two locations was turned over to Sgt, Englund. 

While searching the vehicle, I had the opportunity to speak to David Weiss. He was- 

seated in a squad approximately 15 feet from my car search scene. He asked me if I knew when 
he would be allowed to make a phone call. I told him he would be able to make a call after he 
was processes in the jail He said that he had to make more that one call to let his places of— 
employment know what was happening, I told him possibly, he could call one person and that 
person would be able to let everybody that he was concerned about know what was going oil.' 
Weiss said that he wanted to call his work and resign because he knew he was going to prison for 
the rest of his life. I told him to carry on with his life as normally as possible in regard to his 
arrest.

Your affiant has been a Police Officer with the St. Paul Police 
Department for 20 years. Your affiant currently holds the rank of 
Sergeant and has been assigned to the Sex Crimes Unit for the past 
five years. In this capacity your affiant has investigated 
hundreds of sex crimes including numerous cases involving suspects 
who single out male victims in their teen years. An investigation 
of criminal sexual conduct involving the suspect in this matter, 
David Paul Weiss 9/7/52 and juvenile males was assigned to your 
affiant on July 27, 1997 under CN 97117248. 

Your affiant has gathered information through his own investiga¬ 
tion and reviewed the information gathered by other officers, 
investigators victims, and witnesses. Based on this information, 
your affiant believes the following: 

On July 26, 1997 St. Paul Police responded to a call involving a 
criminal sexual conduct complaint. The victim's .name have been 
excluded from this warrant to protect them from harm-as they report 
the suspect in this case is very paranoid and has threatened them 
with bodily harm in the past. Several males, all related, report 
that the suspect began having sexual contact with the first victim 
in 1975. The first victim met Weiss while they both attended the 
Seminary at St. Thomas College.

This victim states that while he was a young adult at the time the 
Weiss manipulated and controlled him with the use of religion, 
threat, alcohol,& medical knowledge. 

It is through this relationship that Weiss obtained access to at 
least three juvenile brothers between the ages of llyrs and 18yrs. 

Each brother independently reports they were manipulated into 
allowing Weiss to masturbate them, have oral sex with them, do 
physical examinations of their bodies and inject their scrotums 
with some type of "growth hormone". The victims report they were 
vulnerable to Mr. Weiss because he was well liked by their mother 
and they needed a "father figure" because their own father was an 
alcoholic and they could not talk with him. Mr. Weiss used his 
emergency medical knowledge to convince each of the victims that 
they were abnormally small for their age or they had testicle 
diseases. Mr. Weiss- convinced them that he could assist them with 
these problems by masturbating them, have oral sex with them, doing 
physical exams of their genitals, and injecting their scrotums with 
a clear substance. He even took the victims to a building in 
Rochester Minnesota and had them lay on a medical type table where 
he would examine their bodies and masturbate them. He would then 
collect semen and put it into a vial and tel 1 the victim he was 
sending it to the Mayo Clinic. Weiss went to great lengths to 
accomplish his abuse. He used religion by often using quotes from 
the bible, denouncing the use of pornography yet showing the 
victims magazines, movies, etc. while giving them alcohol and 
gifts. It was common for the victims to stay at Mr. Weiss's home or 
travel to the Rochester area where they were alone with Weiss for 
extended periods of time. 

While the abuse of these stated victims stopped in 1994, Victim 
and Weiss' current tenant report that Weiss is 
currently involved with two juvenile white males. They state the 
behavior pattern is identical to his behavior with them and .the 
current youth's home life is unstable with a single mother in one 
case. I interviewed Weiss' tenant Chris who lives on the first 
floor. He met Weiss through a first responder course class and 
became a friend. He confirmed that Weiss does in fact hive two 
juvenile males who come to the residence several times per week. 

He has seen the boys in the home since the winter of 1995/96. Both 
juvenile boys have stayed overnight in the home on several 
occasions. One sleeps upstairs with in the area that Weiss stays 
and the other stays in a guest room on the first floor. Chris 
states that one of the boys travels out of town with Weiss on a 
regular basis. He also reports that Weiss is very paranoid and has 
motion detectors in his bedroom. The roommate lives on the first 
floor and does not go to the second floor area of the house except 
when Weiss ask him to. He also states that Weiss still has 
pornography, video games, alcohol and a computer. Chris states that 
while Weiss denounces the use of alcohol and states that he hates 
pornography he has told Chris he views pornography on the computer. 

Chris states that Weiss keeps a supply of video tapes upstairs.

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In addition to the above information Chris states that in 1990/91 
Weiss discussed the Wetterling case with him and told him that 
Weiss knows where a body is in Fort Snelling Cemetery where dead 
flowers are thrown away. Weiss told him he was out there with 
other police officers to search for the body but the dogs couldn't 
find it. Weiss has also talked about how to commit the perfect 
crime by grinding up a body in a mulch machine and feed it to the 
cows to dispose of it. It should be noted that Weiss reports being 
a Hennepin County Reserve Officer but resigned last year. He is 
also reported to have several hand guns in his possession. Weiss 
was arrested by St. Paul Officers for possession of a pistol 
without a permit on 1/9/97 and he has taken his juvenile friends to 
pistol ranges to fire the weapons. Weiss had a juvenile male with 
him during his arrest in January. Chris state that Weiss is like 
two different people in one. Weiss can be very friendly and 
likeable yet also very paranoid, manipulative, and mysterious. 
Chris states that he has been suspicious that Weiss might be 
involved sexually with the two juvenile males who visit and states 
that on one occasion he went to the guest room to put one of the 
dogs in a kennel and upon entering the room the younger juvenile 
male was lying in a bed under a sheet. Chris stated that as he 
entered the boy jumped out of bed and Chris noticed that the boy 
was fully clothed including his shoes. Chris found this unusual but 
he did net question the boy further. This type of behavior is 
common for victims of sexual abuse. 

Based on the above facts your affiant believes David Paul Weiss has 
been and is currently involved in criminal sexual conduct with 
males under the age of 18yrs, using a position of authority and 
trust to accomplish his unlawful behavior at 1542 Carroll Ave. and 
other locations within the State of Minnesota. 

An unannounced entry is necessary (to prevent the loss destruction 
or removal of the objects of the search [and] to protect the safety 
of the peace officers) because:

Brackman and your affiant on July 27, 1997 under CN 97117248. 

On 8/6/97 Sgt Brackman, your affiant and other officers under his 
command searched the residence of 1542 Carroll. The home was so 
filthy and cluttered with items a health inspector was called to 
the home immediately. The inspector took notice of very unsanitary 
conditions that consisted of an overwhelming smell of cat urine, 
bird dronpings on the first level of the home, several animals m 
the home" and enormous amount of articles in the- homeOfficers 
attempted to completely search. the home under the authority Oi. the 
first search warrant signed on 8/5/97 but were unable to complete 
their work due to the above stated conditions. Additonally when 
Sgt Brackman was speaking with Mr. Weiss on 8/7/97 he stated th=- 
there should be additional jars with mucus like substances in tr.e 
home. We did not locate those articles on 8/6/97. I request

permission to re-enter the premise and complete a search for these 
mucus like substances and. .other items listed in original applica¬ 
tion and search warrant signed on 8/5/57. 

Your affiant and Sgt Brackman have gathered information through 
their own investigation and reviewed the information gathered by- 
other officers, investigators victims, and witnesses. Based on this 
information, your affiant believes the following: 

On July 26, 1997 St. Paul Police responded to a call involving a 
criminal sexual conduct complaint. The victim's name have been 
excluded from this warrant to protect them from harm as they report 
the suspect in this case is very paranoid and has threatened them 
with bodily harm in the past. Several males, all related, report 
that the suspect began having sexual contact with the first victim 
in 1975. The first victim met Weiss while they both attended the 
Seminary at St. Thomas College. 

This victim states that while he was a young adult at the time.the 
Weiss manipulated and controlled him with the use of religion, 
threat, alcohol,& medical knowledge. 

It is through this relationship that Weiss obtained access to at 
least three juvenile brothers between the ages of llyrs and 18yrs. 
Each brother independently reports they were manipulated into 
allowing Weiss to masturbate them, have oral sex with them, do 
physical examinations of their bodies and inject their scrotums 
with some type of "growth hormone" . The victims report they were 
vulnerable to Mr. Weiss because he was v/ell liked by their mother 
and they needed a "father figure" because their own father was an 
alcoholic and they could not talk with him. Mr. Weiss used his 
emergency medical knowledge to convince each of the victims that 
thev were abnormally small for their age or they had testicle 
diseases. Mr. Weiss convinced them that he could assist them with 
these problems by masturbating them, have oral sex with them, doing 
physical exams of their genitals, and in*acting their scrotums with 
a clear substance. He even took the victims to a building in 
Rochester Minnesota and had them lay or. a medical type table where 
he would examine their bodies and masturbate them. He would then 
collect semen and put it into a vial and tell the victim he was 
sending it to the Mayo Clinic. Weiss went to great lengths to 
accomplish his abuse. He used religion by o p ten using quotes from 
the bible, denouncing the use of pornography yet showing the 
victims magazines, movies, etc. while giving them . alcohol ana 
gifts. It was common for the victims to stay at Mr. Weiss's home or 
travel to the Rochester area where they were alone with Weiss for 
extended periods of time. 

While the abuse of these stated victims stopped in 1994, Victim 
and Weiss' current tenant report that Weiss is 
currently involved with two juvenile white males. They state the 
behavior oattern is identical to his behavior, with them and the 
current youth's home life is unstable with a single mother in one 
case. I interviewed Weiss’ tenant Chris who lives on the firsv 




floor. Hq met Weiss through a first responder course class and 
became a friend. He confirmed that Weiss does in fact have two 
juvenile males who come to the residence several times per week. 
He has seen the boys in the home since the winter of 1995/96. Both 
juvenile boys have stayed overnight in the home on several 
occasions. One sleeps upstairs with in the area that Weiss stays 
and the other stays in a guest room on the first floor. Chris 
states that one of the boys travels out of town with Weiss on a 
regular basis. He also reports that Weiss is very paranoid and has 
motion detectors in his bedroom. The roommate lives on the first 
floor and does not go to the second floor area of the house except 
when Weiss ask him to. He also states that Weiss still has 
pornography, video games, alcohol and a computer. Chris states that 
while Weiss denounces the use of alcohol and states that he hates 
pornography he has told Chris he views pornography on the computer. 
Chris states that Weiss keeps a supply of video tapes upstairs. 


In addition to the above Information Chris states that in 1990/91 
Weiss discussed the Wetterling case with him and told him that 
Weiss knows where a body is ir. Fore Snelling Cemetery where dead 
flowers are thrown away, Weiss tela him he was out there with 
other police officers to search for the body but the dogs couldn't 
find it. Weiss has also talked about how to commit the perfect 
crime by grinding up a body in a mulch machine ana feed it to the 
cows to dispose of it. It should be noted that Weiss reports being 
a Hennepin County Reserve Officer cut resigned last year. He is 
also reported to have several hand guns in his possession. Weiss 
was arrested by St. Paul Officers for possession of a pistol 
without a permit on 1/9/97 and he has taken his juvenile friendsto 
pistol ranges to fire the weapons. Weiss had a juvenile male with 
him during his arrest in January. Chris state thac Weiss is like 
two different people in one. Weiss can be very friendly and 
likeable yet also very paranoid, manipulative, and mysterious. 
Chris states that he has been suspicious that Weiss might be 
involved sexually with the two juvenile males who visit and states 
that on one occasion he went to the guest room to put one of the 
dogs in a kennel and upon entering the room the younger juvenile 
male was lying in a bed under a sheet. Chris stated that as he 
entered the boy jumped out of bed and Chris noticed that the boy 
was fully clothed including his shoes. Chris found this unusual but 
he did not question the boy further. This type of behavior is 
common for victims of sexual abuse. 

Based on the above facts your affiant believes David-Paul Weiss has 
been and is currently involved in criminal sexual conduct with 
males under the age of 18yrs, using a position of authority and 
trust to accomplish his unlawful behavior at 1542 Carroll Ave. and 
other locations within the State of Minnesota.

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Born in 1952 two and one-half months premature unresponsive and without a pulse, left 
on the morgue table and found later to be crying. Cardiorespiratory arrest occurred later 
and believed to be dead and again was found to be alive 1 entered this world. Fourth Son 
of a Catholic college educated (Catholic since birth) father and educated mother 
(Convereted to Catholicism prior to marrying my father, and to this day can speak latin 
better than most priests) two older brothers, the fourth passed away a few days after 
birth. 

My father owned a hardware store in a small town (<3000 population) where I spent 
much time playing with toys and guns, and games besides doing my share of work. My 
mother was a nurse-therapist at the local hospital. My fathers family was 13 in number of 
children, and my mothers was 12. 

My childhood was as early as 1 remember basically unremarkable, 1 played with other 
children enjoyed girls and boys equally. Played baseball, (even thought I did poorly in 
ball probably because 1 couldn't see very well - which was discovered in 8th grade after 
not wearing glasses prescribed years earlier) fished and even broke a few windows, which 
for the life of me seemed to be one of the most painful, to this day when i break a 
window (by accident) 1 have trouble dealing with this, it seems to scare the heck out me. 

School 1 hated with a passion possibly again because of the visual problem, but 1 didn't do 
very' well, and the teachers told my parents that 1 wasn't trying my best. School (catholic 
grade school) was o.k. until first grade where I discovered that once the teacher saw you 
put a pencil between your teeth 1 was along with all other students punished by eating 
the pencil, lead, wood and all. The same went for erasers and 1 would like to remind you 
that those were the hugh -extra large pencils but the erasers weren't too bad. I can 
remember eating more than 20 pencils and over 6 erasers. I had to borrow money from 
my brothers they were five cents a piece and my parents were getting mad because they 
didn't believe that 1 had lost so many pencils, nor would they believe that the teacher 
made us enjoy the edible delights. They discovered a few years later that this was indeed 
true. I stayed after school more days than not because 1 didn't learn the alphabet or my 
assignments well enough. I remember how ill I was all through grade-school sick more 
days than well. ! was always being dragged to a town some thirty miles away to the 
doctor at least twice a month. The doctor told me that I would be sick all my life because 
1 was so small and so premature when born.

Second grade wasn't so bad until I watched one of the teachers pull one of the boys lips 
off after she pulled the tape off which she had placed earlier because he was always 
talking. After this that boy left our school, and I didn't say another word for any reason 
to anybody. I remember swimming lessons that summer. I remember playing with my 
family and kids, but most of all swimming lessons. We had swimming lessons very early 
in the morning, and I always froze after I came out of the water. I swam like a fish, and 
progressed very svelI up the list from first beginners to second and then on to 
intermediates. I kept getting sick when I would swim, probably bacause f bad a open ear 
drum, and no one found out for years after. Baseball was tough that season, I remember 
being struck by a baseball one week, getting a blackeye, and the next week I was struck 
by somebodys bat to blacken the other. Tough summer in bail, but 1 learned to hate 
being struck in the eyes, maybe like the rest of the world My glasses were broken and 1 
couldn't see without them, but the "four eyes comments that my brother Tom went 
through was enough for me. I learned to avoid them and wear them when I had to. 

Third grade was uneventful except that I had Sister Delores. Sister was the first nice 
teacher that I had to that point in my life. She cared so much for all the students, and 1 
seemed to excel. I don't recall what happened from third grade through the summer of 
5th grade except that 1 started radiation therapy 20 minutes at the thyroid and 20 minutes 
at the chest twice a week ford weeks. The following summer 1 repeated the same 
treatment. My hair fell out and I lost so much weight that I was all of 50 lbs, my vision 
got worse, yet still I didn’t figure out that 1 needed glasses. 1 have a very clear memory of 
November 1963, when President Kennedy was assissinated. 1 like most Catholic children 
really loved the President, maybe because he was Catholic, or maybe that he was so 
young or both. The year was the longest year of my life because I became extremely 
depressed by Kennedys death. I remember November 22 so clearly, I remember running 
to the bathroom at school, and I remember crying, and praying that the President 
wouldn't die. 1 remember opening the window that was could be opened to the south, 
almost as if to look all the way down to Dallas, and hoping that my guardian angel would 
fly down to help the president get well. My oldest brother Jim looked so much like JFK, 
that you probably couldn't tell the difference side by side. My oldest brother was away at 
college at the time, and he didn't come home very often, which really concerned me. 

Not too long after JFK's death Pope John XXIII passed away, and 1 was depressed again. 

My Grandfather died that year as well. 
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Fourth Grade was a blurr, I don't remember anything from that year, except maybe the 
nun that.taught me. 1 remember Walter Gentz a next door neighbor across the street 
from my parents home and whose's children that I always played with. Mrs. Gentz died 
when I was younger, and she died of cancer. I was outside when the ambulance took, her 
away, and mom told me to get inside and pray for Mrs Gentz so she would live. She 
died, and I remember thinking how could this happen with a great and wonderful God? I 
felt that 1 better pray harder and harder so l could get on God's good side so 1 could have 
my prayers answered. Did i think bad thoughts with the nuns who had taught me, did I 
not serve at the alter good enough? Did I mess up like the time someone chewed their 
fingernails at the alter, during mass, and Sister went bonkers over finding chewed 
fingernails around the alter. What was this that I had done to God? What can 1 do to get 
back on his good side, or vcas I bad in the first place? 1 played with Walter Gentz's kids 
for years after. I didn't find out until years after that I 

was able to have organism so many years before anyone else my age, why? Gary and 
Mike Gentz were two brothers who 1 played with the most. 

I would hid whenever he was around 
bacause he seemed so rough, yet 1 felt bad bacause his wife died. She told her kids to 
always keep her picture on the television, and that way she could keep an eye on them, 
and to remember since she was looking down from heaven, they should be always good. 

I remember around then that I played with the two girls next door, 

We played with each other in the garage and 1 was a willing participant in 
touching and kissing the girls vagina and breasts. Their parents found out and told me 
that they would tell my parents and that they would hurt me if l did this again. My 
parents told me there is a place and time for this and this is after mariage, and to be 
patient. 

The sixth grade teacher was Mrs. Rkyan? She was a real nice lady, except she couldn't 
control the bullies and 1 was made fun of lots. Dad kept telling me to turn the other 
cheek, and even though one may strike me, just offer it up to Cod. My father was a 
professional boxer (i believe my Mother told me this maybe a golden glover) and this is 
why he didn't want me to fight. I think it was more Mom that didn't want me to fight. 
She new what damage it could do?!! Did she realize that if 1 would have defended myself, 
i may have turned out a whole lot better? I was beat up well through I 1 grade, when 1 
defended myself, and the assults stopped after this. 
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The 7th grade teacher was Sister Jocilen who could control anybody including the Pope. 

She was mean, she liked it and she was good at it. In reality she was mean to those who 
were mean. After she found out that I was a nice person, she was nice to me. She saw 
through the junk that all the girls gave her in that they were little miss perfect, and the 
boys were always bad. She treated everyone fairly. I know that during this summer after 
7th grade that 1 remember my brother 

introduced Stephen to me on the way to Oak Island in Lake of the Woods on the way 
out to Lake Trails Base Camp. A Catholic Youth (CYC) camp. I was wearing shorts and 
a tee shirt. I had a bonehandied knife on my belt in a sheath. The knife had worked its 
way around the front near my pockets and groin. Bob told me as he moved this knife to 
the right location that this was dangerous. As I looked up while he was moving this he 
did to also, 

Bob did lots 

of stuff with other kids at the camp. We had a group tent where I remember Bob 
crawling under bug nets in the middle of the night and then someone would yell out and 
say Bob, you were sleep-walking and ended up in the wrong cor. Bob was a Seminarian at 
the Naz Hall. My brother Tom was interested in becoming a priest, so I knew what Naz 
Hall was all about. Bob was a priest, or next to it. Bob started rubbing on suntan lotion 
while we were out from Oak Island on canoe voyages. Bob even was checking several of 
us for urine after one night I accidently urinated in my sleeping bag. That bag stunk 
throughout the entire trip which was 5 days around the Alneau Pennisula. 1 remember 
Bob and another Bob Scarpino. Scarp and Bob %vere both CYC councilors and Scarp had 
the most hair on him that 1 had ever seen. Scarp looked like a monkey. We the kids 
usually swam nude while at camp. Not thinking anything the different or wrong I 
mentioned that later on during the year while back at home. My brother Tom told me 
that is was prety normal, except to worry about the fish. I told him I knew this because 
Bob had told me when swiming to make sure someone held on to my penis so a northern 
wouldn't bit it off. Later that year Bob came to visit me at my Springfield home. He 
invited me to go to visit other places like St. Paul; From my small town Springfield 2000 
people, St. Paul was what would be considered today the same as New York. Giant, Lost, 
Alone, overwhelming are some words that come to my mind about St, Paul 

Later that fall we 

traveled to St. Paul, and we would always sleep in his car , a station wagon and other kids 
like Cubans and mexicans as well as white kids would sleep with us. Everyonce in a while 
I found someone cussing about Bob, but I never put it together; 



8th Grade.was still the same sister. She was very good and most everyone liked her when 
they got to know her. She knew more about sports that most men, and she always was 
right about her stats. I believe that this was the year 1965 that the Minnesota Twins were 
in the World Series, and she let watch the games during school. 

The summer after 8th grade I got to help the town priest or the old priest Fr. Ed Stone 
who had moved away to a town near Oliva MN. Fr. Ed was the greatest thing that 
happened to me because he founded a group called the Springfielders, who cut a record 
of old fashioned songs. Fr. Ed was a tall slender squared jaw priest who I really idolized. 
Fr. Ed had me recruit several people to go to LakeTrails. That summer I was back to Lake 
of the Woods. 


The usual stuff went on at camp. That year 1 
went home only to find Bob visit me in august. I think he was in the Major Sem by now, 
not sure though may still have been the Minor Sem, Naz Hall. Bob took me all around 
the area, and we visited great places that I thought was great and fun. My parents really 
felt that Bob was great because he was almost a priest, and they new him from Tom my 
brother as well as years past. I have never asked them what they thought of him since. 
My Mom died, and I didn't think my father could handle this. Bob came visit and he had 
a car load of kids mostly mexican or Cuban. They didn't speak much English, but I think 
Bob spoke good Spanish, otherwise how would he communicate with them! We went to 
Redwood Falls and then on to Ghent, where Fr. Ed was stationed. Fr. Ed was away and 
no one was around. We went to a store and got hot dogs, and potatosalad in the can. I 
had never heard of such a thing as German Potatosalad in the can. We left after finding 
Fr. Ed not home, and went to the Redfalls Picnic area. We ate there, cold dogs, and 
salad. This was late November or December. 1 slept in the back of Bobs station wagon, 
with another person. Bob slepf in the middle. I remember several times other kids 
waking up and either yelling at Bob, or leaving the station wagon only to sleep in a 
blanked in the snow or in two people's cases on the frozed falls at Redwood Falls. I would 
usually wake up in the wagon with my underwear wet or open. 1 sometimes would wear 
my pants, and would question how they were opened? Bob usually said that 1 had gotten 
up during the night to urinate. 1 probably never closed them. I remember Bob talking to 
the other person on the otherside of him Bob would tell him that even though the 
church was telling us this was wrong (I didn't know what they were talking about except 
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that ! kind of new they were talking about masturbating) Bob told him that God made us 
so we would explode if we didn't release the seed. The other boy said it was wrong, and 
Bob was saying that the Church was wrong in that he wouldn't go blind, loose his hair, be 
short, fat or any other rumor that was discussed about masturbation. God couldn't be this 
bad or mean to allow a person to blow up. Bob was telling us or more the other boy i was 
kind of sleepy that one must release this sperm (he called it seed) and this would happen 
either in a gopher hole, or a knot hole in the fence. The boy seemed to really argue with 
Bob and said he shouldn't waste the seed on the rock because it may end up on barren 
gound. 1 remember that Bob was telling him that this was important to him and that he 
knew that God wanted this, he learned it in the Sem. This was good, boys who were 
alter boys should serve the priests, so they could live celebate. Any good boy should do 
this to allow the father to continue to ser/e Cod. This was a mircle for a boy to do this 
for God. God told us that boys were young men and that God was always talking to us as 
servants to the Priest when we said Amen as in A-men. Were girls bad? 
was my best girl friend when growing up. Earlier we touched each other in the privats, 
but we never had intercourse nor masturbated. I tried to do more with her but she wasn't 
willing. 

Bob invited me to New Glarus Wise the next year the William Tell Days. Bob picked me 
up, and this time 1 was alone with him and his mother. We went to a play that was 
mostly in German and I remembered that I was going to take German next year, too bad i 
didn't study it earlier. We dropped Mrs. Vankuren off at a hotel, and then Bob purchased 
beer, wine and stuff for he and me. We went out into the country and drank and ate and 
then went to sleep. 

I showed some concern that next morning 
after waking to cows mooing next to the car. He told me that's pretty normal for boys 
my age, and this was good. He told me God wants it this way and I should be proud. 
This only can make God happy about me. 


Maybe 1 should be a priest, boy 
wouldn't this make God happy! One morning we ran through the rain in St. Paul to St. 
Columba (what a unusal name for a church?) 

He told me I could show God how much I cared by this. God 
knows 1 really wanted him Bob, (God or whoever, after all wasn't Bob a priest) to be 
happy. . 
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bottles. They weren't empty usually, until Ron Johnson once heard one of the bottles go 
klink instead of the usual empty glass sound. He accused me of drinking only 1/2 the 
beer. From that point on I drank everying I was given, just to win approval of Ron 
Johnson. That morning in New Glares Wise, waking up with a hangover to the cows 
mooing was something I tried to forget, and never to repeat, I had probably 800 
hangovers over the next 20 years. It seemed to feel good when I was damk I started to 
forget more and more and felt better and better. I had friends that 1 never new I had, not 
knowing they usually looked to me as a friend only to buy booze. Then younger people 
who were my friends wanted me to buy booze, I did. 
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Bob visited me several times that year and the next. He kind of left my life around 10th 
grade or somewhere in that area. 

Freshman year was pretty bad. I moved from St. Raphaels to the Public School, were I 
was picked on all the time. People would put hair cream in my hair, nock my books to 
the ground, trip me, urinate on me, raze me when i was showering about the "big amount 
of hair in my groin, yet a small penis, and they told me that was from masturbating so 
much", yet l don't remember doing that very much, i didn't take many showers at school 
after this. One time our class was in Phy Ed. and I was in a "train" where people wiplash 
othes. Two groups of people including Dean Wentsh, and Ron Johnson had got me 
between themselves and threw me ripping my shoulder and tearing my muscle, and 
breaking my wrist. The teacher Mr Gisvold didn't seem to think anything about this, he 
was in WWII and he was a Marine and this helps build character. I told my parents that I 
was beatup but no more. The doctor (below Skippy Rasmussen's Apartment) put me in a 
splint and a sling. I was done for the year forPhys ed. but that was ok by me. 

The rest of high school was the same as freshman year except after junior year I had had 
enough and I was in a fight while working in the corn fields, another yearly tradition 
around Springfield. Dean Wenish was picking on me every day, all day long and then 
one day he took my hat and threw It on the barn roof. This was the same had that i wore 
everyday for years (while working in the fields). I cornered Dean next to the barn, and 
told him I was mad, and he said he was really scared. I then punched him four or five 
times in the face and his head was hitting the brick wall of the barn, so it was kind of a 
double punch each time. Dean was almost unconscious, and I felt 6 feet tall. Parents 
came into my father’s store and congratulated him. People from all over knew and they 
made a trip into town to tell my Mom and Dad how proud they should be of their son 
finally fighting back. "1 learned how to punch from Dad who put up a punching bag in 
the garage, and taught me how to throw a punch." 

1 started having unusual feelings about friends in high school. I often remember wishing 
that I was as well as "equipped" as they when I wouild see them in the shower. ! 
remember when I was a junior in high school, 1 looked like 21. The kids all knew that I 
was probably old enough to buy booze. They invited me to join the. class plays, so 1 
couild buy booze (beer) in Cobden a small town to the east of my home by 6 miles. I 
bought beer several times, and most of the guys would get so drunk on 2 beers that they 
would pass out. I drank beer also, but like everyone else would throw out the "empty" 




remember when growing up a man named Skippy would pay children to do things with 
him in his apartment that was above the doctor's office in my home town. 1 remembered 
that more clearly after the recent incident in Philadelphia, where a man is said to been in 
contact sexually with hundreds of children, maybe even thousands. 

I know as reading through Abused Boys 

Skippy and I were never involved but I was told such vivid stories by my friends 
that 1 wasn't interested. Skippy would pay them money or candy, and try to slip them 
alcohol, and take them pictures. 1 remember them telling me that Skippy would just want 
them to take down their pants and he would "check" them. They told me that he would 
never do anything more than that, but he would like them to get more children to come 
in and "earn some money" They also told me of pictures that were taken of their friends, 
but I never saw any, nor did it seem like a big deal at the time. After reading the chapter 
Witnessing Others Being Sexually Abused .hearing others being sexually abused can be 
extremely traumatic" I can't help wonder how that has entered into my situation. I know 
that when I see people like priests, physicians, the latest man from Philadelphia "Fast 
Eddy" or Uncle Eddy" I get pretty upset, I realize that Eddy may have been sexually 
abused, and that he needs help. How many more people are out there like him. How 
many more people out there arc like me. 

Voyeurism. I read that chapter and recall that Bob would like to play outside at night, 
and run from house-to-house checking on his friends "so he could give them a hard time 
the next day about sitcing around the house and doing nothing. He told me that he also 
wanted to check to see if they were at church doing bible study or mass, and that is why 
he wanted to peek in windows. I remember that was logical at the time, so 1 didn't think 
anything was abnormal. I don't think that 1 could be involved with voyeurism today. 
Why is voyeurism stereo typically "a man who hides in some bush..."? Can't girls or ladies 
be interested in voyeurism? Was 1 voyeristic when 1 was there? 1 did later in life want to 
watch others, but it didn't seem to make a difference whether it was boys, girls, j 
or boys and girls, boys and boys, girls and girls or whatever. I remember getting 
an erection when I watched dogs have intercourse, and my brother gave me a hard time 
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when he noticed this, and then when we where on vacation, and driving through Iowa, 
my brother was watching two cows have intercourse, and I saw him observing them, and I 
thought, well he can give me trouble, but I didn’t dare say anything to him. 


As i read through that chapter I recall when I was taking a bath my mother came in and 
noticed that I had an erection. I remember not thinking anything about it except that she 
said not to let that happen because that ’'erection" happened to a man up north in 
Brainard or Bemji (I probably because of this can’t distinguish between those two towns 
yet today) and they had to put a needle into it to let the blood and fluid out. I remember 
being so afraid of needles at the time, that when I got an erection I being relieved 
psychologically, on deflation,- just from the thought of that needle. 

As we spoke of before Doctor I remember that Mom had to give me an enemia when I 
was deathly sick during one of my parents adversaries. Mom and three neighbor ladies 
stood above me and watched as I lay naked on the floor of my parents bathroom, and 
received this enemia. Mom told me to pant like a dog, and keep going and sooner or 
later my pain would go away.

I met Lee on August 23rd, 1989. He was living in a hallway house called 180 Degrees on Seventh 
Street in St Paul, MM. 1 tried to look it up now but it may be called something else now. He had to stay 
there at night, and find work during the day. His counselor's name was Phyllis. She would sign him in 
and out during the day. He had told me that he had run a cop off of the road and that was why he was 
doing prison time. 1 was 18 and naive. I spent alot of time with him at the halfway house in the yard 
talking. He was 23 at that time. He had to meet a whole bunch of requirements before he could get out 
and live on his own. 1 moved out with him wltile 1 was still 18. My parents didn't like him very much. 
They of course were against living with someone before you are married because they were strict 
Roman Catholic. I wasn't getting along with my family too well and wanted out. 

When we moved out, we went and stayed with his brother Steven, in Sauk Rapids, MN. Steven had 
married a girl named Kelli. She was young. He had married her when she was 16 (with permission from 
her parents). They had 3 girls, Sarah, Amy and Sammi. We lived with them for awhile but it was a 
constant party there. Steven, ICelli and Lee were drinking constantly. I didn't feel like i fit in there at all. 
They would get really plastered and try and get us (girls) to do sexual things. One rime they wanted the 
couples to switch partners. This was the first agressive sexual behavior 1 had seen out of Lee. He was 
with Kelli and I was with Steven. But Kelli threw a fit before any tiring happened, ran and locked herself 
in the bathroom. The guys were mad. I was relieved. I didn't want to do it either, This was also the first 
time that ’The Look” came into play. I discussed "The Look" with you prior. It was when something 
was going on, that Lee didn't like, you could actually see his physical appearance charge when he got 
mad. His eyes would get really wide and he would look at you like if you didn’t comply, you had better 
or you would were going to get it. "The Look" also entailed verbal abuse which were the most horrible 
things he would say. The C word would come out, along with a few choice others, and his voice 
physically would change as well. It also would include him throwing things when he got really mad. I 
wouldn't even have to look at his face to know when his personality would change, y ou could hear it j ust 
in his voice. It worried me. 1 was scared of him then, but I really had nowhere to go. 1 had moved out 
and was on my own. My parents were ticked off and 1 wasn't working, we just lived there and Steven 
and Kelli fed us. We watched tire kids while they ran out for en-ands or whatever. The drinking went on 
for awhile. 1 was miserable. Finally Steven and Kelli told us, you need to go, you can't stay with us 
forever. 1 was like good, let's move on. So we moved into Lee’s StepMom (Judy) and Dad's house 
(Larry). 

They were leaving for the summer on vacation so we just stayed there and took care of the house. It 
was easy. Not much food or anything in the cupboard and no work. This was in a town called, Cold 
Spring, MN. Finally we got a call from Lee's brother Lance, telling us to come up to Grand Marais. 

MN. There was work tor us up there. They had a waitress and a cook job up there waiting for us. We 
lived in the Christian Lodge. Tlie management wouldn't allow me and Lee to live together. I stayed in 
tire Lodge with the girls and Lee had his own cabin. He would cook at the Lodge and I would drive 10 
miles into town to the Blue Water Cafe in Grand Marais to waitress. All the cooks at the Lodge drank 
alot. They would party across the road from the Lodge and maybe 1/2 down from it on the Lake 
Superior Side (heading towards Grand Marais). They would have bonfires down by the lake. 
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One particular evening Lee and his friends were out partying down at the normal spot. Lee was 
a raging alcoholic by that time.1 think even Lance was telling him you had better shape up or they are 
going to fire you. I remember having endless discussions with Lee in his cabin at the Lodge telling him 
not to blow this... we really needed tire jobs!!! Lee would drink and then seem to lose common sense 
therefore would make horrible decisions. On this particular night, they had apparently run out of booze 
and it was really late. The liquor stores closed early there, and there wasn't anywhere to go to get 
anymore alcohol, i was standing by the fire (I was always cold, and always by the bonfire by myself). 

They were all huddled up in a circle, talking about what to do next. Lee wanted the keys to the car. 

They wanted to go somewhere. I of course, cold and tired just wanted them to just pass out or whatever 
so we could go home. I had to work. I had responsibilities. I told Lee that he didn't have a license and 1 
wasn't going to allow him to drive my car. So he was like fine, you drive. So, relieved that I had won the 
battle with him on driving, I was like ok..,where do you want to go? Honestly today, 1 am unsure where 
we went, but 1 had to drive back the 9 or so miles back towards Grand Marais, took a turn here and a 
turn there, parked on the side of the road and 1 was the only one who waited in the car. They all jumped 
out and went down to wherever, I jusl figured it was one of their houses or something. It was dark and 1 
couldn't see a whole tot 1 just sat there smoking with the radio on. There were either 2-3 people (guys) 
with us. One was named Jason and all of them were locals. I just figured they were running to someone's 
house or something. Then all of a sudden they all came running back up. Lee threw open the driver's 
side door, pushed me over, told me to "Get the F down" so I did. They all jumped in the car and Lee 
took off tike a bat out of hell. 1 was trying to get back up to see what was going on but he kept telling me 
to stay down. So 1 did. I didn’t see if they carried anything into the car or not, We got back to the Lodge 
and I went to bed. 1 don’t know what Lee and the others did after that. I would assume that they were 
partying somewhere, perhaps in his cabin or something. 1 had to work the next morning. 1 felt relieved 
that I had my car, my keys and everyone was safe. I was afraid of him when he was drinking. It seemed 
to me like he lost all common sense or something with alcohol. And lie physically would try to get the 
keys from mewhen he was drunk. 

It wasn't until the next day at the Blue Water Cafe at work, that all the people in the restaurant (it was 
a very small town), were all talking about the fire at the golf course, I was like oh my God, did the guys 
do that last night? I didn't say anything to anyone about it but T did confront Lee at his cabin that 
evening. I was begging him to go to the cops. He of course wouldn’t and then he started with this 
blackmail crap that has been hanging over my head since this incident. If I went to the cops, I would go 
to jail too. And if I ever left him and/or if he went to jail, he would tell on me tliat 1 knew about the 
Grand Marais incident. So Starts the saga of the Grand Marais blackmail incident. He did tell me that he 
was very concerned that he dropped a book of matches (that possibly had his fingerprints on it) but also 
apparently was relieved as it rained outside the next day and that would erase the fingerprints from the 
matches. I believe we lived in Grand Marais approx June, 1990 -September, 1990. 

After the summer was over, we left Grand Marais and came back to the city, Lee got a job cooking in 
downtown St Faul at a restaurant called the Hearthvob Cafe and I went to live with my parents again. He 
was staying downtown with a friend. I should've went back to college like f had planned to but he kept 
convincing me that we had to live together and then we moved into a studio apartment on Burns 
Avenue, near Highway 61 and Bums Avenue in St Paul. 1 don't recall the address. This was just a studio 
apartment so we had a pullout couch on the floor in the living room. No bedroom. 

Lee was drinking way too much. When I told him no he couldn't have anymore, we didn't have the 
money, he would just physically take it out of my purse when I wasn't looking or sometimes boldly 
enough, take it out of my purse while 1 was looking. This particular case 1 think he was already plastered 
and then either wanted more alcohol or God forbid drugs. Once he was drunk enough, it never seemed 
he could control himself. He would drive himself drunk to Wisconsin to buy more alcohol (their laws 
were more lenient on when they closed and this location was close to the state line), after forcing the 
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keys out of my hand. Once again, he didn't have a license so he would physically take them away from 
me. Several times l would have to Fight him physically and 1 still would lose. L would block the door and 
tell him he couldn't have the keys, he didn’t have a license, he wasn't going to drive my cur. He would 
physically remove me from the doorway. On this particular incident, he was already drunk and had my 
keys. I blocked the doorway, and told him to give me back niy cashcard and keys. He of course, didn't. 
He didn’t have to work the next day, he had lost his job because of the alcohol 1 had to work and needed 
bus fare and my keys. He took all my money. 1 was screaming at him, "You can't do this!!!!" He made a 
fist with his right hand and pounded me in my right leg approx 5" above my knee. It swelled up into a 
big ball that rose up above the skin, It was a Friday Night, and he left me there for 2 days, perhaps was 
out drug binging or God knows what-1 had no money, no keys and no cigarettes. (I was a chain smoker, 
and a stressed out one at that), I was left alone for two days, and I couldn't walk. And 1 was scared to 
death...we didn't even have a phone. Thank goodness it was the weekend, so I had a couple of days to 
ice it before having to go to work. 

One day he was supposed to be "working" at a temp agency or something, he came home 
unexpectedly from "work" and demanded that 1 have sex with him. He was 150 billion % convinced that 
I was sleeomu with someone else and 

What die Hell? I never understood that at all. 


Another incident was when his friend, Maurice had gotten released from die St Cloud Prison. He 
apparently was Lee's "protector" in there. They had a long history together and Lee brought him home, 
apparently he had some sort of plan that I was to please his friend sexually or something like that. Lee 
kept mentioning that 1 should feel sorry for Maurice, that he had been in prison for a long, long time and 
really needed to gel laid. He was frying to make me fed sorry for him. He kept telling Maurice that 
would take care of that I pulled Lee aside and told him that "NO, will NOT take 

care of that! f l" They were all whispery and 1 was really uncomfortable. When I went to bed, 1 was 
told to sleep in between them on the pullout couch and Maurice (a very big black man with a raging 
one...)He kept pressing himself against me and I was afraid of him, purely because of his size. He kept 
getting really close to me and kept trying to get me to commence some sexual behavior with him. I 
finally had enough and walked out to go to the store or something like that and came back later and they 
were both asleep. Apparently they had spent some "quality time in prison" together, or so Lee had told 
me in the past. That bothered me too with diseases and stuff like that. 1 was learning more and more 
each day about Lee. And 1 didn't like it all. I could never move, he always took all the money. 1 was 
really, really stuck. 

Also at the Burn Avenue place, I was working two jobs, my day job company now, and tire other, 1 
was an assistant manager of a video store. Since I was gone all time, Lee would pawn everything and 
then never be home. We did have die 91 Taurus for awhile but he was supposed to pick me up from the 
2nd job and he wouldn't, 1 would always have to walk home for about a mile or so in the dark and he 
wouldn't even care that I made it home sate at all. I was supposed to make deposits at night from the 
store also. I couldn’t ever do those when he was around at night. I was scared. It'd have to wait till the 
morning people came in. 


And so it came that we moved out of Bums Avenue, and into my Grandpa's House which was at 
1023 Orchard St, St Paul, MN. My Grandpa was old and needed help, and we had very cheap rent there. 
We lived upstairs. Even though my Grandpa was a Roman Catholic, he didn't seem to have the "issues" 
that my parents did with me and Lee living together. We didn’t have a car there. Mine had gotten 
reposessed by Lee’s alcohol problems, he took ail the money, and then we couldn't make the payments 
on my 91 Taurus. At least Grandpa's house was on the bus route to my job. I can remember alot of 
drinking going on at my Grandpa's house. Now, my Grandpa, a furious alcoholic himself would be 
drunk most of die time anyways, however Lee was drunk all the time also. I think he had a couple of off 
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and On jobs but mostly would lose them due to alcohol problems. 1 was afraid of him, and 1 would call 
my sister in law Jennifer and tell her 1 really needed to move out, and he would alwuys threaten to kill 
Pooh-Bear (my dog). 

So things settled down a bit, no car meant no more stealing my keys, no more driving drunk, or any 
of these other things he would do. No more midnight trips to WI for alcohol. I thought good, now 1 can 
at least gain some control on this stuff. Lee was going to school at the St Paul Vocational Tech School 
in St Paul, MN for welding. He was doing good there! He was an assistant instructor assisting the 
teacher with classes. Pie also worked at the Denny's downtown. He had worked as a welder before but 
felt that he needed the degree in order to get a decent job. i cannot remember but that may've been where 
he met Mike Kali and Shalla, either at the Denny's or the vocational school. 

So this would lead to the Shalla incident (somewhere 1993-1994) of which 1 personally don't believe' 
she was under the age of consent. Either someone lied then or they are lying now. 1 remember one night 
we had to go visit Mike and Shalla-they were Lee's friends. The guys were drinking and I was not. 1 was 
bored and wanted to go home. 1 had to work the next day and Lee of course didn't, he had finished 
school and 1 think had gotten fired from the Denny's job downtown for alcohol issues again. 1 really just 
wanted to go home, it was already lale.... Mike had passed out in the other room. Lee, myself and Shalla 
were sitting around a table. I sat next to Lee and Shalla was on the other side of Lee. I had run to the 
bathroom or something and came back. 1 could immediately see a conspiracy going on. They were 
talking about me. 1 was really uncomfortable. Lee was trying to convince me that Shalla wanted to 
spend some "quality time" with me. I kept saying, "No, I have to work, we need to get home..." He was 
like “Well you can just call in tomorrow, no big deal". I of course the responsible one said, "No I can't!!" 

Shalla kept kicking him under the table. She was like "I want that!" and pointing to me. 1 was so 
uncomfortable, I felt sick to my stomach and I felt like they were cornering in on me. 1 told Lee "No, 
again, I have to work" He of course, got mad, and with "The Look" on his face, and that horrible 
personality-changing voice he said "You're not going to blow this for me!" grabbed my wrist really hard 
and held it down to the table. I tried not to scream out in pain, Shalla I don't think saw it, but was 
messing with the stereo or something and 1 was in severe pain, it was already starting to bruise. Once 
again, I had to give in. 1 thought about just flat out running out the door but I was concerned for Shalla. 1 
was pretty sure that Lee had been drinking way too much to even perform sexually but I wasn't sure. 

AJot of times he wouldn't be able to do a whole lot because of the alcohol, but I was pretty sure this 
situation would still go on wilh or without me there. 1 stayed merely for her safely (and my own fear of 
going home without him and what would happen to me once he finally came back home if I ran). 

Pic grabbed my arm and we all went out the door, i cannot remember whathutcl it would've been or 
where it was but he was ordering me around, where to drive and where to go and insisted on going in 
with me to the hotel front desk, and leaving Shalla in the car. We had a discussion about the age issue on 
the way to the front desk, and he had insisted that she was legal age of consent, which I understood, was 
16 in the State of MN. I still felt sick to my stomach even after he told me that. 1 just really didn't want 
to do it. He had walked me into the front desk I am sure because he drought 1 was going to take off. We 
got to the room and she was all over me but I had never been with a girl before and f was scared. She 
apparently was very experienced with girls already, 1 saw no signs of inexperience with her, however 
she was pretty much'the main interest of Lee. 1 merely held her hand and kissed her but that was pretty 
much it. Lee kept trying to show me what to do for her. She kept pushing my head down as to have me 
do something but 1 didn't want to. Lee ended up having sex with her (none with me). I held her hand 
and kissed her, 1 felt really sick the whole time, 1 fell cornered by both of them and I didn't have any fun 
at ail. I was shaking. They were both really happy when we all left. 1 felt sick to my stomach, still had to 
go home, shower and get to work. I cried on my way to work. 1 didn't like what had happened at all. 

Later on in life, when 1 wmild try and leave, or sometimes when he was really drunk and/or high, he 
would bring up this incident, the age of consent thing and tell me he would blackmail me on this if he 
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evfer went back to jail or if 1 ever left him. 

Leading into the Brandon incident, we had moved out of Grandpa's house. Lee had been drinking alot 
and now apparently Grandpa had been counting all of Lee's bottles of Bicardi and was reporting the 
numbers of bottles a week to my mom. 1 had saved enough money to get us moved out and into the 
Maryland Avenue Apartments. This is where 1 started working two jobs all the time, Lee had met some 
of the neighborhood teenagers-not sure how unless they were hanging around outside, whose 
parents were drug addicts, who hit them, and who wouldn't feed them (so Lee would say). He would 
make me feel sorry for them, and cook for them, buy food. "Oh their moms can't afford any ice 

cream treats for them, but you can"...He would guilt trip me into buying them all kinds of stuff. I 
couldn't afford to feed the whole neighborhood, so I was working all the time. It got me away from Lee 
but it got more and more expensive. Lee was still binging out alot, drinking and drugs, whatever. I 
wouldn't let him do drugs around me or the apartment so sometimes he would leave for days and days, 
with the car and God only knew where he was or what he was doing. Everything of value left our 
apartment. He pawned everything. 1 had worked all fall waitxessing for some extra Christmas money and 
hid It in a can in the closet and it was stolen too. I had over $500 in there. All SI bills, earned with tips, 
table by table....when 1 confronted him on it, told me he didn't steal it. Well 1 am sure if he didn't, then 
somebody did. There were people over all the time, night and day. I couldn't sleep half the time, and 
people were rude even though 1 was feeding them and wo firing two jobs. Nobody gave a sh + t about 
anything aboul me except when there wasn't any food or treats around. They didn’t care if I got sleep or 
not, nothing...they would keep me up all night 

With regards to the Brandon incident he hung around our house alot before the incident,and 
then about 3 weeks in a row and 1 kept telling him to call his mom. He was very helpful towards 
cleaning the house, walking the dog, etc but I was concerned for his Mom. Shouldn't she be looking for 
him? I told him to call and he would always say he already did. Apparently she was a drug addict and he 
didn't want to be home. Also something about abuse going on in his house too. 1 don't know for sure. 1 
just know he was around alot and he had an infatuation with me. But he wasn't mean to me like the 
other people were, they l am sure were trying to get Lee to gel more money out ol me for 
whatever. Nobody cared or did anything to help me, except Brandon. He was a great help, 

I knew something was up that day I came home. (This would be 1994/1995 ish). Lee and Brandon 
had apparently been cooking up something. Brandon wanted to show his appreciation for everything [ 
had done for him, and Lee apparently agreed to it. Lee talked to me about it while Brandon was outside 
walking the dog. He told me that Brandon wanted to spend some "quality time" with me. My first 
answer was no and 1 told Lee 1 was concerned about die age issue. Once again, he assured me that it was 
ole, that he was legal consent age. I still didn't like it. After the Shalla incident 1 really was still 
uncomfortable with anyone under the age of 18 (and il's still ray rule today). Brandon came back in and 
it became a discussion in front of both of them. Brandon was like "Come on you do everything 

for everyone else and nobody ever does anything for you." I drought, "Well, he's right but that still 
doesu't make me anymore comfortable with it", 1 went into the age thing again and they both insisted 
ihat was ok, I finally just gave in to them but still wasn't excited about doing it at all. Lee told me to go 
into the bedroom and then Brandon came in there after me, Lee stayed outside the door. Brandon had 
sex with me and was just as happy as a lark. I didn't share his enthusiasm. Right after that happened, I 
realized that Lee could very well try and hold this over my head along with the Shalla thing and 
blackmail me on this one as well since I never saw an ID from Brandon. 1 felt cornered again by Lee and 
was absolutely miserable. Brandon didn't stay around too much longer after that. But his face would just 
beam everytime he saw me. 

After this incident 1 really didn’t have any sexual experiences foryears, l had enough of Lee and his 
drugs and alcohol and I wasn't attracted to him at all anymore. It seemed he was just using me for oral 
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sex fot himself. And that's all he’d ever want. I hated doing it, sometimes 5-6 days a week and waking 
me up out of a dead sleep to do it. When I asked him why lie didn't hove sex with me, I was an ugly, the 
C word, scrawny, skirmy, no .chest, b*tch, I could go on, but 1 tun sure you get the picture... 

Lee and his coworkers at Denny's on Tanner's Lake were on a big "crank" hinge. The person who 
gave it to them worked at the Denny's. When the actual drug got there, they actually would announce 
"The Eagle Has Landed" and then they would take turns snorting or whatever they do with in the 
backroom. This caused alot of problems for me personally. 1 never saw them do it (Lee knew I would 
call the cops in a minute) but they would stay up for days and days...working and no sleep, that they 
would keep me up all night at my house. (1 was working two jobs at the time, and there were loud 
people around laughing all night long) 

I had finally had enough and kicked him out. He had stolen everything we had and pawned it and was 
totally on niy butt to get everything out of pawn. When I did that, he would pawn it again. And so it 
goes on and on... 1 got the locks replaced on the doors of the apartment and told him to go live with his 
friends, if they were so important to him. 1 told tire Denny's manager what was going on, that about 2/3 
of his staff were high on crank, and doing it on the premises while working. The manager's name was 
Scott whom I reported this all to. They would stay up for days and days and then screw up my income 
(my tips) as they would screw up the orders and the customers were made. They were so high they 
couldn't even read the tickets anymore on what to cook. Everyone got fired, And then 1 quit my job too. 
I was working on a job transfer in my day job. 1 was just going to leave everyone in the dust (including 
Lee), this was my plan and 1 put in a job transfer to Denver. I was going to leave without a trace. 

So, probably the dumbest thing 1 ever did was let him back in the apartment. After 11 days awake and 
high on crank, with no food or sleep, he collapsed at my door, T let him in and fed him. Of course the 
whole threat thing started over again with tire Grand Marais thing, the Shalla thing and die Brandon 
thing.! told him you can either stay here in MM and rot, or I am going to Denver to start my life over. 

He wanted to go with me. (Of course, why wouldn't he?) His friend Ross was in Colorado and was 
going to share an apartment with us. We would start over and he would get a new job and new friends 
and it was all going to be better..,yeah right....(March, 1997) 

So we move to CO, we have a Suburban pulling my Mustang on a trailer, and the dog and the cat 
with us, 1 was going to have Lee stop for the night halfway so we could get a hotel but he insisted on 
driving the entire way. Weil 1 knew when we got there why, as he and Ross were discussing "crank" 
right when he got there. Apparently Lee had driven cross-country on crank and then was wanting money 
for acohot and the fights began again. Yeah, right great start for starting over! I was mad. Already a 
mess and we hadn’t even been in CO for 24 hours. We stayed at a hotel for about a week or so until 1 
landed our condo over at 875 S Quebec, #8, Denver, CO 80231. And we moved in with Ross 
Lewandowski, Lee's friend as the condo was a 2 bedroom. 

We weren’t there a week or so when Lee met Nicole. He was bbqi.ig ribs outside in the apartment 
complex yard and Nicole came up to him and flat asked him if she could have one. She would've been 7 
or so. That is whai started their relationship. They became good friends with us (Don, Nildri and Steven) 
and also Mercy, Ariana and Justin Kasper, across the complex from us. All of these kids grew up 
together. 

There are several incidences at 875 S Quebec, 1 will list a few for you. One is that Lee during an 
argument with me while he was drunk, threw me across the living room and 1 hit the coffee table with 
my right arm. 1 sprained it and had to go to Swedish Hospital. Of course l couldn't Mt them that he 

threw me. I told them I fell. It would've been under my maiden name of , _ * also had bought 

a gun during the time we lived there. I had it because I was scared. Lee ended up pawning it, and when 
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he tried to get it back supposedly the FBI (or ATF) showed up asking why he was trying to buy a gun. 

They pulled him outside and spoke to him. He and Ross were playing video games before they showed 
up and then went right back to video games after the FBI left, like nothing was wrong??? 1 know that 
Ross and Lee had a prior history together or so they said (burglary if I recall correctly) Ross could 
probably give you more insight on Lee's childhood, 

Lee totalled my 91 M ustang. He went through a phase of hanging out at Strip Clubs (especially 
Shotgun Willie’s on Colorado Avenue in Denver) and he was way too drunk to drive and totalled the car 
right around the comer from the club.l hated him for it and told him he had to replace it. Even though ha 
totalled it with no license,.the insurance paid it off but he never replaced it. 1 was very bitter about this 
with him. Moved to a new slate and he totals the car. Great... 

Lee's oldest brother Ricky Joe, came and stayed with us awhile at 875 S Quebec but he also was a 
very bad alcoholic and a drug addict as well. He had been dishonerably discharged from the Navy. He 
made things worse and enhanced die problem with Lee's addictions. He didn't stay will; us Coo long, but 
found a girlfriend and moved out. He is since deceased. His liver failed at age 45. 

Lee had a Workers Compensation accident (possibly 1998) which a steel beam fell down and hit him 
in the head and knocked him clean out He was on work comp leave for a year and a half (or so), with 
plenty of time to pawn stuff and feed his addictions. Shortly after his work comp paid out, he bought a 
2000 Ford Excursion which all of the kids really loved. He had trouble paying for it (with his job and 
addiction issues) and it got repossessed. We also got married in 2000. What a year! 1 had told him he 
had to stay sober for a certain amount of time before i married him. Guess what, he couldn't do it. 1 was 
under alot of pressure from my family because of tire "Roman Catholic" thing. I felt trapped because of 
the "blackmail", 1 thought maybe getting married would settle him down. I never had kids with him 
because of the addiction issues. 

We moved into the house at 484 S Oneida Way in 2000 (I believe). We shared it with Don, 
and Steven. Don was already paying $700 a month already at Iris condo on Quebec St, and we were 
paying $575 a month at ours, a little bit more and we could have a house and garage and yard for the 
kids and the dog. Not too long after we moved in, Christine, and Michael showed up at the door 

stating that Mike (Christine's husband) had taken all the $ out of the bank and left them high and dry 
with no place to live. Mike was Lee's friend and that is how they knew us. They stayed with us for 
awhile at the house but moved out into their own place. 

There was alot of tension with Lee and I as even though wasn't our child, Lee felt the need to 

once again pul! me into the guilt trip about buying stuff for the kids, ice cream, clothes, treats, gas in the 
Excursion, etc, etc, ete...I couldn't afford it again. His job situation was unstable as usual. He had 
addiction problems. I told him you can't do drugs around the kids and I didn't want him drinking around 
the kids either. If he wanted to do that, he would have to leave...wdl he would leave, sometimes for days 
with his addictions and then come back when he was done. Then it would never be enough money to 
pay the bills. 1 transferred into another dept in my job that had alot of overtime. I needed the money and 
they needed die help. I was gone all the time. 1 didn't work two jobs but it might as well have been. 

There was never enough money to please Lee, either he would steal it from me, I had a new hiding place 
every day for my $, the cash card, etc... You’d never know when Lee was going to "Hip" out. And so he 
would. I just tried to stay at work all the time. 

But when 1 would be home, i did notice that and would sit on Lee’s lap. I used to holler at 

them and tell them they were too old to do that. They used to gel really mad at me and Lee was no help 
either. I know why, now...Lee had told me dad didn't spend enough time with her 

had no dad- Whatever, it didn't matter to me, those kids were too big to sit on someone’s lap. Don put an 
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end to it with and told her to stop it, and she did, at least around me she did. 

I worked days and Don worked nights. was in a race with me on who was top dog female in 

the house. One time 1 busted her on Lee's tap and told her she was too big and she cussed at me.! of 
course told her she couldn't talk that way to me. Lee was laughing at her. He thought it was funny. I was 
like Oh my God! So 1 went upstairs to get some bunny food for the rabbit in the garage and 
came running In like a bat out of Hell and jumped on my back from behind, attacking me, spitting in my 
face and screaming at me. She even used the C word. Lee came in there but did nothing to assist me. I 
weighed all of maybe 100 lbs soaking wet 1 looked at Lee and told him "Get her off of me!" He didn't 
do anything but laugh. I screamed at him again, "Get her off of me!" He finally got her off of me but she 
was in my thee, spitting at me and screaming "You’re a C!! You're a C!! I hate you" and 1 finally got 
into my car and drove down to Don's wort and said "Oh My God, just attacked me". He left 

work and came back with me. 

Years later actually called me on the phone one day and apologized, said she knew 1 was 
trying to do the right thing at that time by teaching her not to sit on people's laps, but I never knew 
exactly what she meant until this all came out. It was her way of apologizing to me, that she knew sitting 
on Lee's lap was wrong (but because Lee was abusing her she didn't see it as wrong dining that time), I 
believe she had an outburst like this because she was being abused, and couldn't (wouldn't tell) and 
ultimately soon after this happened, she ended up moving out in the middle of the day with her mom and 
to her mom's house. Knowing now what we know, I think she was trying to end the abuse from Lee by 
doing this. 

Near die end of 2003 (I think), Lee and I had gotten approved for buying a house and Lee of course 
wanted one big enough for all of us (Don, and Steven) and 1 stood up and said no. When are we 
ever going to stop Supporting other people and just be us? It seemed like I had saved the world 10 times 
over by now. 1 had the house loan in my name and 1 wasn't going to get a big old house and support 
even more people than l already was now. Tilings were rough...We had about 3 months till the end of 
our lease and Don lost his job at Nextel. He was on severance but near the end they were completely 
dependent on us. 1 was working a billion hours and near the end we ended pawning almost everything 
we owned to pay the rent. 1 wanted om. I wanted to just be married and have the white picket fence. 
Whatever...little did 1 know that 1 would never get that anyways... 


Don and moved to Texas. Lee and 1 moved into the house at 220 Iris Drive. Things seemed to 
settle down alot except that Christine was very needy, needed us to take the kids alot, babysit, whatever. 
Her job situation was unstable and she was living off of money from auto accident settlements and stuff 
like that. She also was on alot of pain medications. She was cranky alot of the time too, I am sure, bitter 
by being stuck with the kids forcibly by her husband Mike leaving aud I am sure pain from her 
accidents. Since we lived in Bailey, it was even more expense to come down to see the kids (so the gas 
expense grew more), more car problems due to more mileage being driven, all of that stuff I was really 
happy to be in the mtns because it would be further for Lee to go feed his addictions, therefore malting 
him think about it before he did anything. That didn't work. He Still had addictions no matter where we 
went. I had a $1400 a mo house payment and his job situation, still shakey. 1 worked a ton of hours, 
coming home late all the time and having a 2 hour commute both ways every day. 1 just wasn't home 
much at all. 1 told you that the internet provider was Wispcrtcl at yyww.wispeneLcQm. it was expensive 
high-speed internet. 1 had a book business on Amazon.com and I had to have a decent internet 
connection to run my business. The account, although paid by me, was in his name. I also found some 
weird charges on my debit card during that time, nothing huge, a $1.00 for a "subscription fee" here or 
there, he dismissed these as accidents, etc-spamming type stuff but now I wonder now upon thinking 
about k as maybe these were something else. I always made him cancel whatever it was and ! was 
watching my account closely. I finally changed inv account number and all that and that didn’t happen 
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anymore. But thinking about it now, makes me wonder! 

Christine finally ended up moving to CA. The kids were allowed to take a bunch of my personal stuff 
which ticked me off (1 had seen several items of mine (large pillows, stuff like that) that had gotten put 
into their moving truck-which 1 personally took out of the moving truck and put back in my car. And 
somehow they ended back up in the moving truck because at the end of the day they weren't in my car. 1 
don’t know what was going on with all that. I got into a big fight with Lee about that. He was like oh just 
let them have it...you have so much and they have so little....! was left wondering What the Hock???? 

and Don came back from TX,. was allowed to be picked up by me one weekend, and 
brought to the house on Iris Drive for the weekend. 1 am pretty sure Lee lied and told Don and/or 
that I would be there all weekend. 1 was never there. 1 had the whole $1400 mortgage to pay plus other 
household expenses and I couldn't stay home on weekends. 1 worked overtime all weekends. 1 went to 
go pick her up on a Friday Night and her roommates or friends or whoever said she had already been 
picked up. i was like "What the F??? 1 '. The girl said, "Some blonde guy named Lee picked her up in a 
big 4x4 truck. 1 ' Lee was supposed to ride back home with someone else bringing the trailer to the house 
which was parked at Kim and Doug's house. They were going to deliver the trailer back up to Bailey, 
with Lee. Well they didn’t show up, apparently Doug dropped Lee off at a dealership upon which Lee 
went in and somehow got die dealer to get him to test drive a truck for the whole weekend, or 
whatever...and that is how he picked up. 1 was livid. Don had specific instructions on who was 

to pick up and this was not it,.. Lee was going to blow our chances of having' backup 
to visit because of tills stupid BS. I waited the whole weekend until after left before I confronted 
him on it (so not to fight in front of her). 

When I asked him why he did what he did with regards to picking up and went against Don's 

instructions, he flew into a furious rage, "The Look" came out, and he was screaming at me in that 
horrible personality-changing voice, cussing and screaming. His approach was that he wanted me to 
lliink that there was no way in God's Green Earth that he would ever do anything to hurt the kids, and 
apparently thought I was accusing him of something to do with that. 1 told him I wasn't accusing him of 
that, just that he had intentionally disobeyed Don's strict orders on me picking up and that 
intentional defiance of Don's instructions would probably make it that couldn't come back up to 

visit. And this wasn't good being the fact, she just got back. Well apparently 1 had gotten too close to 
the truth during thai time (now that we know what we know now) and that is apparently why he flew 
into this furious rage. 1 was running down the sLairs away from him and he grabbed me, held me down 
and had in his hand, a grill lighter shaped like a match, approx 8" long or so, with a big red jeavy 
ceramic head on it and proceeded on hitting me with it on the back of my head, screaming "Don't you 
EVER accuse me of that!!! I was tike ”1 didn't accuse you of that!!!" Tt was horrible. IhadaHUGE 
goosegg on the back of my head arid was seeing stars.... After that day I started planning to get Out. I 
wasn't going to live much longer if 1 kept staying there...I had to do some planning to get out no matter 
if Lee blackmailed me or not. 

Don ended up grounding from the Iris House, because she was supposed to wait for me and 

instead chose to ride with Lee. So she got in trouble too. That grounding lasted a long time too. This 
would lead to the meth addiction. 

Lee knew' some meth dealer up in Bailey. 1 don't know too much about them but that they didn't live 
too far and and he was having a hard time controlling it. Ross Lewandowski was living with us again 
and 1 hated it. Supporting the world again. I was miserable. Ross had witnessed alol of the verbal abuse 
and kept telling me that I didn't deserve that. 1 just figured he was hitting on me. He always hit on me. I 
had finally left up there and went and stayed with Kim and Doug For like 5 days or so, to spend some 
time with my Godchild ,d to get away from it all. 1 could still drive to work and work all the 
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hours but I also wanted to go to the ilea market and get some stuff so 1 could stay longer. 1 didn't want to 
go home. And Ross would take care of the dogs for me cuz Lee wouldn't. He hated my dogs and 
threatened if I left, he would kill them, (and per our conversation, one of them did die while l was 
moving out in December, 2006). 

It was the weekend and I was at the Ilea market with Kim and Doug, they were selling some stuff and 
I was looking for more clothes so I wouldn’t have to go home to get some. I would just buy some. 1 
guess Nikki and Rebecca were up there at the Iris Drive house, not sure if Lee picked them up or if they 
had gotten a ride. But from the conversation 1 got the feeling that Lee was higher than a kite. And those 
kids were there. So I called the parents and told them to go pick up the kids, I told them 1 wasn’t there, 
and wasn't going to be there (apparently Lee lied and told the parents or the kids that 1 was going to be 
there) I hadn't been there in a week??? 1 was pissed off. Kim beard me talking on the phone and 
apparently took it upon herself to call the cops on Lee stating that we thought he was high, and those 
kids were there. That's how that incident started with the policy. You have the report on all that stuff. 

One thing I will mention lo you is that when Lea got out of jail, he had a bunch of meth stored in a tree 
trunk or whatever outside the house on the land. Apparently when the cops showed up, he ran out the 
back door, hiding whatever drugs he had left so they wouldn’t find it. So when T picket! up him from 
jail, that was the first thing he did was go and find it, left the house and smoked all of that up,,..When he 
had first gotten arrested, 1 had moved back into the house since he was in jail and 1 had Nicole come up 
and stay with me On weekends because 1 didn’t want to be alone. When I picked him up from jail, I was 
threatening divorce and sell the house and all that, he was very irritated and didn't seem to me like he 
was going to change...well we know why now since he had all that meth stashed outside.,.he was in no 
mood to talk about change. And this was the point in time he would cut up my teddy bears. As 1 stated 
due to the abuse over the years, I slept with my teddy bear. He called me a child and a few other choice 
words and I would come home to find it cut up in a billion pieces all over the yard and the house. 

1 had had enough. The ARM adjustment was going up lo S I 800 a month and he still refused to work, 
claiming mental anguish from all the JAIL "I" supposedly put him in by calling the cops (whatever) and 
so he couldn't handle working. I decided I was going (a move out of the house and let it foreclose and 
that is how we moved into 26 Elk Drive. It would be July, 2006 for the dates. 1 moved our Stuff out into 
the tiny little house. All's Lee did was whine about how small it was and how we lost everything and it 
was "my fault" for putting him in jail. Sec how manipulative he is? I didn't believe him, I had moved us 
into the little house sorta to make him hate it, see how much we lost and 1 was planning on leaving and 
divorcing him from there. I wasn't there but 2-3 months until he finally sold the 75 Lincoln that he 
insisted dial I buy him, apparently traded the entire thing for drugs and didn't give me one red cent 
towards the loan. I was paying off the S5000 loan to myself under my 401k and guess what, I am still 
paying myself back even today on this stupid car...I decided that was it, moved out on October 31 st and 
left him. Then during the move, one of my dogs died, my dog named Pyra, a great pyreneese found 
dead on the ground. Lee was refusing to feed my animals so even though I was moved out, I had to go 
back every 2 days to make sure they were taken care of until I could get them moved out of there i 
found Pyra dead und just wanted Lee to help me move him into my car so I could bury him in town. So 
of course he refused, which made him seem all the more guilty on possibly killing my dog. So I had 
asked Kim to pick him up and we buried him in Denver. 

He also had an incident with my windshield of my 97 Nissan, where he smashed my windshield and 
bent it all the way down to the dash with a boulder because 1 had cheated on him. 1 had spent alot of 
time away, 1 was a little groupie for awhile, hanging out with rock stars when they came into town and 
that had given me some confidence to finally leave Lee. 1 was so codependent and hanging out with 
other people and finally have some sexual relationships again made me feel like 1 wasn’t the "ugly, C" 
that he forced me for years to believe. I was out and about, hanging out with people who treated me 
decent. And I knew that my life didn’t have to be like this.

His truck was given to him 
(along with the payments I was making on it) and also the Judge let me out ol the lease at the 26 Elk 
Drive property, so now Lee was stuck, paying rent and tire truck payment (of which he lost both) and 
moved in with Kim and Doug for awhile and Mercy for awhile. 

My major concern of course was my own safety , these threats of blackmail still hung over my head. I 
was free from him physically at least.

1 believe it was Craig Hospital in 
Denver for Suicide Issues, in case you need notes from them. 

* Supposedly Lee had a history of Schizophrenia - perhaps you should ask him about his childhood 
doctor, and maybe they could pull old records for him back to his Foley, MM (childhood town) house 
days. 

* I think Ihere is one recorded incident of a domestic between me and Lee at 875 S. Quebec, #8, Denver, 
CO 80231 on record where the cops came to the house and separated us into separate rooms for the 
evening. This was just a verbal dispute but I think one of the neighbors called on us. 

* I had told you about Excel Treatment Center (who treated Lee for years), his main contact was 
Stephanie (she is no longer there but I am sure they can contact her) and also Dr. Cisco. The office is at 
1660 S. Albion St, Denver, CO 80222. 

♦Lee’s regular Doctor was Dr. Quintana in Aurora, CO 303.996-1020. 

•Stepmom Judy who said that "Sauk Centre Juvenile Treatment Center" said that they couldn't help Lee 
and that he would hurt himself or someone he loves. Her number is 320-597-2097, 

* Mountain Air Ranch is a nude family resort where we belonged 1 believe while still at the 484 Oneida 
Way address. Their number is 303-697-4083. 

♦Steven Samuelson - Lee's brother who had the three girls when we stayed with them back in 1989/1990
